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ALBION  COLLEGE  AND  MICHIGAN  BETA  OMICRON. 

IN  1843  "Wesleyan  Seminary"  was  opened  in  Albion,  Michigan, 
under  a  state  charter.  Six  years  later  the  charter  was 
amended  creating  a  Female  College,  having  the  name  ''Wesleyan 
Seminary  and  Female  Collegiate  Institution."  and  authorizing  the 
granting  of  degrees  to  women.  In  1861  the  Legislature  granted 
full  college  powers,  making  the  corporate  name  "Albion  College," 
and  providing  that  the  courses  of  study  should  not  be  inferior  to 
those  of  the  University  of  Michigan.  The  general  management 
of  the  institution  is  vested  in  a  board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  conferences  of  Michigan  and  the  Society  of 
Alumni. 

From  the  time  of  the  foundation,  Albion  College  has  steadily 
increased  in  the  quality  of  its  work  and  in  the  number  of  its  stu- 
dents, until  it  now  stands  second  only  to  the  State  University 
among  Michigan's  institutions  of  learning. 

The  college  campus  consists  of  about  twenty  acres  of  ground, 
is  by  nature  a  charming  place  and  has  been  much  improved  by 
art.  The  principal  part  of  this  area  is  occupied  by  the  college 
buildings.  At  the  east  end  of  the  campus  is  a  beautiful  grove, 
with  the  tennis  courts  at  its  edge.  The  west  end  contains  the 
base-ball  and  foot-ball  fields.  There  are  six  college  buildings: 
three  main  buildings  for  lecture  rooms,  the  Conservatory  of  mu- 
sic, the  library  and  the  Art  Department,  the  chemical  laboratory, 
and  the  gymnasium. 

Albion  itself  is  a  thriving  city  of  5,000  inhabitants.  Broad 
and  well  shaded  streets   and   fine  residences  make  it  one  of  the 
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prettiest  cities  in  Michigan.    It  is  situated  in  a  rolling  and  pictures- 
que country,  about  ninety-five  miles  west  of  Detroit. 

The  Greeks  of  Albion  consist  of  Delta  Tau  Delta,  Sigma  Chi, 
Sigma  Nu,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  Delta  Gamma,  Alpha  Chi  Omega 
and  last  on  the  list,  but  far  from  least.  Beta  Omicron  chapter  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

Beta  Omicron  was  ushered  into  the  world  on  the  24th  of  May, 
1889.  There  were  twelve  charter  members:  Homer  Folks,  E. 
R.  Downing,  I.  D.  Travis,  W.  L.  Holmes,  I.  T.  Weldon,  L.  I. 
Ray,  W.  D.  Engle,  B.  G.  Doolittle,  R.  M.  Newman,  W.  H.  Whit- 
comb,  W.  R.  Longstreet  and  J.  G.  Walters.  At  present,  the 
chapter  has  very  pleasant  quarters  in  a  large  well  furnished 
house.     Part  of  the  boys  room  outside,  but  it  is  a  home  for  all. 

On  the  base-ball  and  foot-ball  fields,  in  wrestling  and  club 
swinging  and  in  fact  in  most  all  departments  of  athletics  the  A. 
T.  O.  boys  hold  prominent  places.  Not  alone,  however,  do  we 
strive  to  cultivate  the  physical  or  even  the  mental  man;  but, 
uniting  these  with  good  moral  and  social  qualities,  we  try  to 
grow  on  all  sides  and  form  well  rounded  characters.  It  is  only 
in  this  way  that  we  can  ever  raise  the  standard  of  Beta  Omicron 
and  be  of  some  use  to  our  beloved  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

Our  Alumni  are  taking  prominent  places  wherever  they  go. 
W.  F.  Rice  is  a  missionary  in  South  America;  W.  D.  Engle,  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  in  Denver  University;  Homer  Folks,  Presi- 
dent of  the  New  York  Children's  Aid  Society;  W.  A.  Cogshall, 
assistant  to  Prof.  T.  J.  J.  See,  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  is 
doing  practical  astronomical  work  in  Mexico;  B.  S.  Hopkins  is 
assistant  to  the  professor  of  Greek  in  Albion  College;  C.  H.  Fenn 
is  preaching  in  Kansas  City;  W.  H.  Whitcomb  is  a  pharmacist  in 
Philadelphia.  In  the  Michigan  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  church 
are  thirteen  of  our  alumni  and  two  are  in  the  Detroit  Conference; 
five  more  are  in  Boston  University  and  one  is  at  Harvard.

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JOSEPH    REID    ANDERSON. 
Founder  of  The  A.  T.  O.  Palm. 

JOSEPH  REID  ANDERSON  was  born  in  the  City  of  Richmond. 
Virginia,  on  the  22nd  day  of  February,  1851.  His  father  was 
General  Joseph  R.  Anderson,  son  of  Col.  William  Anderson,  a 
soldier  of  the  Revolution  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and  commander 
of  a  regiment  of  volunteers  from  Botetourt  County,  Virginia,  in 
the  war  of  1812.  His  mother  was  born  Sarah  Eliza  Archer,  and 
was  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Robert  Archer,  for  many  years  a  dis- 
tinguished surgeon  in  the  United  States  Army.  His  father's  an- 
cestors came  from  Ireland  and  Wales,  late  in  the  17th  and  early 
in  the  18th  century,  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  Delaware  and 
Maryland.  Later,  some  years  before  the  Revolutionary  War, 
they  all  removed  to  Botetourt  County,  Virginia,  and  were  among 
the  best  and  bravest  of  those  pious  and  adventurous  pioneers 
who  were  the  first  settlers  of  that  rich  and  beautiful  portion  of 
the  Old  Dominion. 

His  mother's  ancestors  were  English,  the  remnants  of  two 
large  and  influential  families,  who,  soon  after  the  great  plague 
of  London,  settled  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  in  1694. 

Anderson's  youth  was  passed,  for  the  most  part,  in  the  city 
of  his  nativit3^  partly  amid  the  stirring  events  of  1861-65,  and, 
as  he  is  descended  on  both  sides  from  distinguished  soldiers,  it  is 
not  strange  that  he  earlj^  imbibed  a  love  for  military  affairs. 
Indeed,  a  soldier's  career,  at  this  early  period,  was  his  most  ar- 
dent ambition,  and  he  lived  in  hope  that  the  war  would  not  end 
until  he  could  satisfy  the  yearnings  of  his  heart,  especially  as  he 
had  gained  the  reluctant  consent  of  his  parents  to  his  entering 
the  Confederate  Army  when  he  should  have  reached  the  age  of 
fifteen,  if  the  war  were  still  in  progress.  But  that  was  not  to  be 
for  the  war  ended  while  he  was  yet  fourteen.  How^ever,  he  has 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that,  although  he  never  became  an 
enlisted  soldier,  yet  at  the  early  age  of  twelve  years,  he  did 
actually  shoulder  his  musket  and  take  an  active,    albeit   humble, 
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part  in  helping  to  defend  the  loved  city  of  his  birth  from  capture 
by  a  Federal  raid  in  1863,  at  the  call  of  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonv^ealth. 

The  next  year,  1864,  chiefly  in  order  to  place  him  beyond  the 
temptations  that  constantly  beset  him  to  become  a  soldier  while 
yet  but  a  child  in  years,  his  parents  placed  him  at  the  Boarding 
School  of  the  Rev.  William  Dinwiddle,  at  Greenwood  Depot  in 
Albemarle  County,  Virginia.  There  he  remained  until  April  1865. 
All  that  Spring,  the  Confederate  Army,  operating  in  the  Valley 
of  Virginia  under  General  Early,  was  sorely  pressed  by  the  over- 
whelming forces  under  the  Federal  General  Sheridan,  being 
compelled  to  fall  back  successively,  after  almost  daily  fighting, 
before  the  superior  numbers  that  confronted  it.  All  the  stores 
of  the  Confederate  Army  had  been  removed  in  February  to 
Greenwood,  and  placed  in  the  large  brick  warehouse  there  be- 
longing to  the  railroad  company.  A  small  force  guarded  these 
stores.  On  the  evening  of  the  second  of  March,  1865,  a  detach- 
ment of  Federal  Cavalry  dashed  into  the  station,  and,  meeting 
with  only  a  feeble  resistance,  speedily  captured  it.  Young  An- 
derson was  in  the  thick  of  the  melee,  and  was  himself  made  a 
prisoner,  along  with  his  teacher  and  other  non  combatants. 
The  commanding  officer  ordered  the  prisoners  to  be  marched  to 
Waynesboro,  to  join  the  large  number  of  Confederate  soldiers 
who  had  been  captured  at  that  point  and  who  were  then  enroute 
to  Harper's  Ferry  for  safe  keeping.  After  enduring  much  hard- 
ship on  the  march  over  rough  mountain  roads  in  a  torrent  of 
rain,  during  the  whole  of  one  night,  they  reached  the  temporary 
headquarters  of  General  Custer  at  the  residence  of  a  wounded 
Confederate  Oflicer  who  was  at  home  on  furlough. 

That  gallant  officer  who  so  nobly  died  with  his  whole  com- 
mand twelve  years  later,  at  the  hands  of  savage  Indians,  upon 
being  assured  by  the  Confederate  officer  that  young  Anderson 
was  only  a  school  boy  of  thirteen,  and  that  his  fellow  prisoners 
were  likewise  non-combatants,  quickly  ordered  their  release,  and 
they  immediately  set  out  on  their  homeward  march  with  joyful 
hearts. 

Six  weeks  longer  young  Anderson  remained   at  this   school. 
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During  that  interval,  fraught  with  so  much  suffering  to  his  fami- 
ly and  all  the  people  of  the  South,  he  had  never  once  heard  from 
his  home.  Indeed,  owing  to  the  destruction  of  the  railwaj^  there 
had  been  no  possible  communication  between  him  and  the  rest  of 
the  world.  Vague  rumors  werfe  in  the  air  of  the  evacuation  and 
burning  of  his  beloved  city  and  of  the  surrender  of  the  Confeder- 
ate Army  under  the  immortal  Lee,  and  of  dire  suffering  and  de- 
struction generally. 

He  could  stand  the  suspense  no  longer,  and  he  resolved  to 
leave  school  immediately.  His  teacher,  fearing  for  his  safety, 
forbade  his  undertaking  so  hazardous  a  journey;  but  his  ardent 
spirit  would  brook  no  restraint  at  such  a  time;  arid  so,  nothing 
daunted,  he  set  out  on  the  morning  of  the  18th  of  April,  1865, 
and  in  three  days  exactly,  compassed  the  march  of  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  miles,  on  foot.  It  was  a  perilous  journey  for  a  boy  of 
thirteen  to  make,  under  such  circumstances,  but  Anderson's  lot 
was  cast  in  a  time  that  "tried  boys'  (as  well  as  men's)  souls"  and 
he  was  equal  to  the  occasion. 

Young  Anderson  spent  the  season  of  1865-66  at  the  "Univer- 
sity School"  in  Richmond,  under  the  faithful  tuition  of  the  late 
John  M.  Strother,  M.  A. 

On  September  1st,  1866,  he  matriculated  at  the  Virginia  Mil- 
itary Institute,  from  whose  historic  halls  went  many  of  the  most 
distinguislied  officers  of  the  Armies  of  the  Southern  Confederacy 
and  whose  Faculty  furnished  to  the  Southern  Cause  its  greatest 
soldier,  the  immortal  "Stonewall"  Jackson. 

Although  the  war  was  over,  and  there  seemed  no  raison  d'etre 
for  Anderson  to  obtain  a  military  education,  still  the  spirit  of 
military  ardor  was  inherent  in  him  and  could  not  be  quenched. 
Unasked .  he  had  previously  received,  through  the  kindness  of 
one  of  his  faHier's  old  West  Point  comrades,  then  holding  a  high 
position  in  the  Army,  an  appointment  as  Cadet  in  U.  S.  Military 
Academy.  But  he  declined  this  appointment,  preferring  to  enter 
the  "West  Point  of  the  South;"  and  he  has  never  regretted  his 
action. 

His  career  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  was  not  different 
from  that  of  many  others;  there  was  nothing  to  especially  distin- 
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guish  it.  He  was  not  a  very  ambitious  student,  or,  at  least,  he 
never  showed  any  inclination  to  excel  in  any  of  his  studies,  ex- 
cept those  of  a  purely  military  character;  though  his  resolution 
was  fixed  when  he  entered  the  Institute,  and  never  once  faltered, 
to  graduate  with  his  class,  which  he  did  with  credit  to  himself. 
He  was,  on  the  contrary,  ambitious  to  excel  as  a  soldier,  and  was 
ever  unflagging  in  the  performance  of  all  his  military  duties,  and 
his  faithful  and  zealous  course  as  a  soldier  met  with  reward  in 
the  high  military  honors  he  received  from  the  authorities  of  the 
Institute.  During  his  whole  cadetship  of  four  years,  he  took  a 
most  active  part  in  every  enterprise  that  had  for  its  object  the 
welfare  of  the  Institutute,  or  of  the  Corp^>of  Cadets.  He  was 
throughout  his  course  an  earnest,  working  member  of  one  of  the 
Literary  Societies,  the  "Virginia  Dialectic,"  though  he  never 
took  part  in  debates,  having  no  talent  for  public  speaking,  as  he 
declared.  This  was,  doubtless,  a  mistaken  idea,  and  he  has  often 
been  heard  to  say  that  it  w^as  one  of  his  greatest  regrets  that  he 
did  not  practice  the  art  of  public  speaking,  on  all  proper  occa- 
sions, while  a  member  of  this  Debating  Society. 

There  was  only  one  Secret  Society,  or  Greek-Letter  Frater- 
nity at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  when  Anderson  entered 
the  Institution — the  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  It  had  been  founded  only 
one  year  before  by  Glazebrook,  Marshall  and  Boss — all  distin- 
guished graduates  of  the  V.  M.  I. ;  and  the  chapter  at  the  Insti- 
tute was  the  "Mother  Society,"  and  governing  body,  at  that  time^ 
and  until  the  first  Congress  met  in  Lexington,  Virginia,  in  1870. 
(How  very  few  latter-day  Alpha  Taus  know  this   historical  fact.) 

It  was  a  very  strong  influential  body  of  men — men  of  much 
more  mature  judgment  and  much  older  in  years  than  are  found 
nowadays  at  Colleges — who  composed  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity  at  the  V.  M.  I.  at  the  time  (and  for  man/ years  after- 
wards) ,  They  were  all  men  of  the  highest  standing-distinguished, 
almost  without  exception,  in  one  way  or  another,  and  they  were 
aware  of  their  high  prestige,  and  were  x)roud  of  it.  Still,  there 
were  a  splendid  lot  of  anti -fraternity  men  also  in  the  Corps  of 
Cadets,  and  they,  too,  were  men  of  experience,  and  they  had  a 
very  large  following  in  their  opposition  to  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
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Fraternity.  Some  of  these  men  were  conscientiously  opposed  to 
the  existence  of  any  sort  of  Secret  Society  at  the  Institute,  as 
tending  to  injure  its  well-known  esprit  de  corps.  But  there  were 
others,  and  ihey  were  much  the  larger  number,  who  were  actu- 
ated by  a  less  lofty  motive  in  their  opposition  to  the  Alpha  Taus. 
To  the  former  class  belonged  many  of  Anderson's  young  friends; 
and,  therefore,  it  is  not  strange  that  he  should  have  become  early 
imbued  with  their  prejudice  against  the  Fraternity  as  an  institu- 
tion hostile  to  old  V.  M.  I,  traditions  and  customs,  though  he 
bore  the  friendliest  relation  to  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Fraternity  in  the  Corps.  Gradually,  however,  their  feelings  of 
jealousy  and  animosity  passed  away,  when,  in  1867  and  1869,  two 
other  Fraternities  placed  chapters  at  the  Institute.  Anderson 
was  necessarily  invited  to  join  these  two  Fraternities,  but  declined. 

However,  when  early  in  the  Spring  of  1869,  he  was  informed 
that  he  had  been  elected  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fra- 
ternity, he  promptly  and  gratefully  accepted  the  high  honor  and 
was  duly  initiated  into  the  holy  mysteries  of  A.  T.  O.  This  act 
worked  a  solemn  epoch  in  his  life,  he  has  often  said,  and  to  it  he 
has  never  failed  to  refer  as  being  the  happiest  and  proudest 
event  in  his  career.  From  that  date  to  the  present  time,  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Fraternity  has  had  no  truer  son  and  none  whose  de- 
votion has  been  more  plainly  evidenced  by  deeds.  But  as  an 
Alpha  Tau  the  writer  will  have  more  to  say  of  him  later. 

On  July  4th,  1870,  at  the  age  of  nineteen  and  a  half  years, 
Anderson  graduated,  in  a  class  of  fifty-two  members — an  except- 
ionally fine  class,  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  V.  M.  I.  always 
affirmed — he  being  next  to  the  youngest  man  in  it.  His  father, 
wishing  to  give  him  every  advantage  to  be  derived  from  foreign 
travel  and  study  abroad,  proposed  to  him  to  spend  the  next  year 
or  two  in  Europe;  but  Anderson,  not  caring  to  do  so,  and  prefer- 
ing  to  enter  at  once  upon  a  business  career,  he  was  given  an  op- 
portunity to  do  this  in  the  vast  iron  establishment  controlled  by 
his  family  for  the  past  fifty  years,  the  Tredegar  Iron  Works  at 
Richmond.  During  the  next  year,  he  spent  some  time  traveling 
in  the  Southern  States  and  the  West  Indies,  partly  in  the  interest 
of  the  Tredegar  Company,  and  partly  for  pleasure. 
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In  October,  1871,  largely  to  gratify  his  parents,  who  were 
most  anxious  that  he  should  not  enter  so  soon  upon  an  active 
business  career,  he  matriculated  at  the  University  of  Virginia, 
selecting  such  of  the  Academic  Schools  as  were  most  congenial 
to  his  taste.  His  purpose  was  to  spend  only  one  session  at  this 
renowned  seat  of  learning.  This  he  did,  graduating  in  his  chos- 
en school  the  following  June.  His  special  fondness  was  for  meta- 
physical study  and  in  this  department  he  won  special  distinction. 

While  at  the  University  of  Virginia  he  affiliated  with  the 
grand  old  Virginia  Delta  Chapter  and  found  therein  a  band  of 
earnest  and  united  brothers  with  whom  he  lovingly  labored  with 
good  and  lasting  results.  It  was  while  in  this  chapter  that  he, 
assisted  by  M.  L.  Wicks  (Va.  Delta),  carried  out  a  most  impor- 
tant work  for  the  Fraternity — the  floating  of  the  Maltese  Cross 
in  North  Carolina — and  personally  established  the  N.  C.  Xi  at 
Trinity  College  in  that  state  on  the  firmest  and  most  enduring 
basis.  And  to-day  no  chapter  in  the  Fraternity  can  show  a  con- 
stellation of  brighter  stars  in  its  Alumni. 

In  September,  1872,  he  was  honored  by  his  first  alma  mater — 
his  beloved  V.  M.  I. — in  being  appointed  an  assistant  professor 
of  Latin  and  Tactics  in  that  Institution.  He  accepted  the  ap- 
pointment and  entered  upon  his  pleasant  duties  with  great  en- 
thusiasm. 

This  was,  without  doubt,  the  most  delightful  year  of  Ander- 
son's whole  college  career.  The  position  was  an  honorable  one, 
and  its  duties  were  congenial  to  him  and  exceptionally  pleasant; 
while  he  had  sufficient  freedom  and  abundant  opportunity  to  pur- 
sue his  favorite  studies  and  to  cultivate  a  literary  taste;  and  with- 
al, he  had  for  associates  and  confreres  young  men  of  the  highest 
character  and  of  kindred  tastes,  such  men  as  Prof.  F.  H.  Smith, 
Jr.,  (Va.  Alpha,  '65),  Richard  Brooke  (Va.  Alpha,  '68),  Alexander 
Hamilton  (Va.  Alpha,  '69)  and  Judge  R.  P.  W.  Morris  (Va.  Alpha, 
70)  and  others,   not  Alpha  Taus. 

It  was  a  source  of  great  pride  and  gratification  to  him  to  have 
the  Chiefs  of  his  several  Departments  praise  him,  as  they  did 
without  stint,  after  the  final  examinations  of  his  classes,  'for  the 
thorough  and  painstaking  manner  in  which   he  had  instructed 
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them  throughout  the  session,  as  was  indicated  by  the  marked 
proficiency  of  his  pupils  at  the  Examination  by  the  Academic 
Boards. 

Anderson  resigned  this  post  at  tlie  V.  M.  I.  when  marrried. 
That  event  occurred  on  October  8th,  1873.  His  bride  was  the 
beautiful  Annie  Morris  of  the  ''Green  Springs,"  Louisa  County, 
Virginia,  the  lovely  and  only  daughter  of  Richard  O.  Morris, 
Esq.,  whose  family  for  more  than  a  century  has  inherited  this 
famous  section  of  Virginia.  Immediately  upon  his  marriage  he 
re-entered  the  Tredegar  Iron  Works,  becoming  a  large  stock- 
holder and  director,  as  well  as  the.  Secretary  of  the  Company. 

Five  years  afterwards,  or  in  1878,  when  Anderson  was  only 
twenty-seven  years  old,  he  received  the  compliment  of  being 
urged  by  a  number  of  the  leading  men  of  Richmond,  to  offer  him- 
self as  a  candidate  for  the  Superintendency  of  one  of  the  most 
lavishly  endowed  and  splendidly  equipped  technical  institu- 
tions of  learning  in  the  United  States,  then  just  established  and 
about  to  begin  its  career  of  honor  and  usefulness. 

After  some  hesitation  on  account  of  his  supposed  want  of 
fitness  for  the  place  he  was  finally  prevailed  upon  to  submit  his 
claims  for  the  post.  He  was  unsuccessful,  a  much  older  man, 
who  had  brought  very  strong  local  pressure  to  bear  i»apon  the  ap- 
pointing power,  became  the  successful  contestant.  But  the  occa- 
sion called  forth  such  a  spontaaeous  Hood  of  testimonials  in  his 
behalf  that  all  the  sting  was  taken  from  his  defeat.  We  cannot 
resist  the  temptation  to  quote  several  of  these  letters,  as  they 
show  the  high  esteem  in  w^hich  he  was  held  when  at  that  early 
age,  by  some  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Virginia  and  gentlemen 
whose  distinguished  reputation  is  not  confined  to  the  limits  of 
their  own  state. 

The  late  General  Francis  H.  Smith,  Founder  of  the  Virginia 
Military  Institute  and  its  superintendent  for  fifty  j^ears,  a  man 
whose  impress  upon  thousands  of  pupils  will  tell  for  good,  we 
cannot  doubt,  in  the  ages  yet  to  come,  wrote  of  him  as  follows: — 

''I  would  beg  leave  respectfully  to  present  the  name  of  Captain  Joseph 
R.  Anderson,  Jr.,  of  Richmond,  son  of  G-eneral  Joseph  R.  Anderson,  for  the 
position   of   Superintendent   of .     If  I  am  correct   in   the   general 
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idea  whicli  I  have  formed  of  the  scope  of  such  a  school,  I  think  Captain  An- 
derson possesses  peculiar  qualifications  for  the- position. 

"Captain  Anderson  graduated  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  in  July, 
1870.  Although  not  "distinguished"  in  his  scholarship,  he  was  one  of  the 
most  earnest  and  attentive  cadets,  held  a  high  office  in  the  Corps  of  Cadets, 
and  his  conduct  was  marked  by  fidelity  to  duty.  There  was  no  one  in  his 
class  who  gave  me  more  efficient  support  in  discipline,  and  who  did  more  to 
form  and  maintain  a  high  tone  among  the  cadets.  A  Christian  by  profession, 
the  principles  of  our  Holy  Religion  regulated  his  life. 

''To  these  good  qualities,  he  added  great  enthusiasm.  Whatever  he  un- 
dertook, he  entered  into  with  all  his  might,  and  he  imparted  to  others  the 
spirit  which  controlled  himself.  I  attach  much  importance  to  his  military 
education.  This  will  give  him  powers  of  administration  and  discipline,  and 
when  combined  with  the  business  life  he  has  led  in  the  Tredegar  Works  at 
Richmond,  the  value  of  his  education  and  experience  should  be  duly  weighed. 

"I  think  you  will  find  Captain  Anderson  an  earnest,  enthusiastic,  honest 
and  faithful  worker,  and  as  such  I  commend  him  to  you." 

The  late  Honorable  Alexander  Rives,  Judge  of  the  U.  S. 
District  Court  of  Virginia,  wrote: 

"I  beg  leave  to  address  you  in  behalf  of  Joseph  R.  Anderson,  Jr.,  of 
Richmond,  who,  I  am  told,  seeks  of  you  the   appointment  of  Superintendent. 

"He  is  doubtless  known  to  you  as  a  student  of  the  University.  After 
graduating  at  .the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  he  completed  his  collegiate 
course  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  has  thus  had  a  liberal  education 
and  has  profited  by  it.  Of  late  years,  he  has  been  engaged  in  business,  and 
has  acquired  the  reputation  of  a  highly  conscientious  and  capable  man  of 
business.  His  culture,  his  integrity,  his  Christian  traits  of  character,  his 
social  standing  and  connections,  all  combine  to  make  his  appointment  an 
eligible  one,  and  are  well  calculated  to  give  prestige  to  your  school. 

"Commending  his  claims  to  your  favorable  consideration,  I  am,  etc." 

One  more  letter  will  suffice. 

The  late  Honorable  B.  Johnson  Barbour,  the  distinguished 
Rector  of  the  University  of  Virginia  for  many  years,  son  of  one 
of  Virginia's  greatest  Governors,  as  well  as  one  of  America's 
greatest  ministers  at  the  Court  of  Saint  James,  wrote  concerning 
Mr.  Anderson,  as  follows: 

"I  have  read  your  advertisement  in  reference  to  the  proposed  appoint- 
ment  of  a  Superintendent  for and    whilst  I  do  not   know   what 

may  be  the  special  requirements  for  such  an  office,  I  feel  well   assured    that  in 
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the  essential  qualifications  you  could  scarcely  find  a  superior  man  to  Joseph 
R,  Anderson,  Jr. 

'  'I  have  known  him  from  boynood  and  can  conscientiously  declare  that  I  have 
never  known  any  one  more  loyal  to  principle,  or  more  steadfast  to  duty.  He 
has  a  perseverence  which  amounts  to  eagerness  in  the  performance  of  any 
alloted  task,  and  I  have  a  confidence  which  amounts  to  conviction  that  he 
would  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  in  question  with  an  untiring  energy 
and  unwavering  interest  that  would  not  only  deserve,  but  most  probably  com- 
mand success,  for  it  would  be  to  him  indeed  a  labor  of  love.  Voluntarily, 
and  with  only  the  reward  of  conscience,  he  has  for  many  years  dedicated  him- 
self to  teaching  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  his  native  City;  and  he  held  for  a 
year  or  more  the  position  of  Assistant  Professor  at  the  Virginia  Military  In- 
stitute. 

"It  is  scarce  worth  while  for  me  to  tell  you  of  his  pure  moral  character 
and  Christian  virtues,  for  so  eminent  are  these  as  to  be  known  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  state,  and  fitly  crown  his  earnest  and  hearty  desire 
to  be  a  benefactor  of  his  kind. 

"I  beg  you  to  believe  that  I  have  said  this  much  in  no  idle  spirit  of  flat- 
tery, or  merely  to  advance  the  fortunes  of  a  friend.  Honestly  and  sincerely  I 
believe  that,  in  my  humble  judgment,  you  could  not  better  fill  the  proposed 
of&ce  than  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Anderson,  for,  in  addition  to  his  other 
good  qualities,  he  has  a  rare  talent  for  organization,  and  a  firmness  of  charac- 
acter  which  would  promote  (and  if  need  be  insist  upon)  that  systematic  dis- 
charge of  duties  0^  which  he  himself  would  be  a  bright  example,  whilst  each 
year  would  add,  I  am  sure  to  those  attainments  already  so  ample.'' 

Anderson  continued  actively  engaged  in  the  iron  business 
until  1883,  when,  his  health  becoming  somewhat  impaired  by  the 
sedentary  life  he  had  been  compelled  for  ten  years  to  lead  in  the 
city,  he  severed  his  active  connection  with  the  Tredegar  Works 
and  removed  to  his  country  estate  in  Goochland  County,  Virginia, 
and  thus  accomplished  the  desire  that  had  been  uppermost  in  his 
heart  for  many  years — a  residence  in  the  country. 

There,  in  the  picturesque  valley  of  the  Upper  James  River, 
on  his  beautiful  farm,  where  he  has  been  permitted  to  indulge 
his  fancy  for  rural  life,  and  especially  for  improved  stock-raising, 
with  his  health  restored,  he  has  resided  ever  since. 

In  connection  with  his  farm  and  stock-raising  enterprise,  he 
has,  for  a  number  of  years,  conducted  a  large  cooperage  plant 
for  the  manufacture  of  kegs  for  the  Tredegar  Works.     He  retains, 
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besides,  a  large  interest  in  the  above  named  mammoth  iron  estab- 
lishment that  has  been  so  long  in  his  family. 

Happy  in  his  domestic  life,  with  congenial  employment  for 
head  and  hands,  he  has  been  content  to  live  the  quiet  life  of  a 
Virginia  country  gentleman.  He  has  never  cared  for  worldly 
honors  and  emoluments;  he  has  never  courted  praise  or  applause; 
he  has  always  shown  an  aversion,  in  fact,  to  any  kind  of  notor- 
iety. He  never  had  any  taste  ior  politics,  or  for  professional  life, 
or  for  "Society"  in  the  common  acceptation.  His  "forte,"  he  has 
always  declared,  has  never  lain  in  any  one  of  these  directions. 
And  yet,  he  has  never  been  a  misanthrope,  or  even  a  recluse.  It 
is  true,  he  has  withdrawn  himself  in  a  great  measure  from  the 
bus3^  workaday  world,  and  his  friends  have  believed  he  has  thus 
buried  talents  that  had  they  been  used  in  other  and  more  active 
spheres  would,  in  all  probability,  have  brought  him  greater  rep- 
utation and  greater  wealth.  But  his  life  has  not  been  an  idle  one. 
It  has  been,  on  the  contrary,  a  very  busy  one.  And  though  he 
has  proposed  to  li\^e  in  a  quiet  and  unostentatious  manner,  yet 
his  life  has  borne  rich  fruit,  and  he  has  been  enabled  to  accom- 
plish already  a  great  deal  of  good  for  his  fellows. 

No  one  ever  enjoyed  the  delights  of  home  and  the  companion- 
ship of  family  and  friends  more  than  he.  He  is  never  happier 
than  when  his  house  is  filled  with  friends,  and  his  hospitality  is 
of  that  kind  that  always  makes  the  recipient  feel  that  his  pres- 
ence at  his  host's  fireside  is  a  real  joy  to  him.  He  detests  the  ar- 
tificialities of  city  life,  though  most  of  his  own  life  has  been  spent 
in  one  of  the  happiest  of  city  homes.  He  loves  rural  life  and  is 
an  enthusiastic  worshipper  at  the  shrine  of  Nature.  In  every 
tree  and  flower  that  grows  in  his  beautiful  place,  in  the  broad 
river  that  rolls  so  placidly  by,  in  the  breezes  that  are  wafted  over 
the  lofty  hills  and  through  the  lonely  valleys  that  diversify  the 
exquisite  landscape  about  liis  house,  he  sees  the  wisdom  and  ben- 
eficence of  a  Heavenly  Father  who  hates  all  evil  and  all  show  and 
loves  only  the  true  and  beautiful  and  the  good. 

Anderson  as  a  boy,  and  afterwards  as  a  youth  at  college, 
took  an  active  irdrt  in  all  innocent  and  manly  sports,  and  always 
enjoyed  the  highest  degree  of  popularity  among  his  fellows.     Yet 
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he  was  free  from  most  of  the  frivolities  and  vices  common  to 
youth.  They  were  abhorrent  to  his  nature  and  he  could  never 
affiliate  with  young  men  of  such  tendencies.  His  closest  and 
most  intimate  friends  were  always  young  men  of  the  highest 
morals  and  refinement.  He  was  born  of  godly  parents  and  was 
raised  in  an  atmosphere  of  the  deepest  piety.  His  nature  was  al- 
ways religious  and  he  has  a  reverence  for  all  things  holy.  The 
very  character  of  his  favorite  studies  indicated  the  bent  of  his 
mind.  For  a  while,  his  religious  fervour  dominated  every  other 
sentiment;  so  much  so,  that  for  several  months  previously  to  his 
entering  the  University  of  Virginia,  he  firmly  believed  he  was 
called  to  labor  in  the  Christian  Ministery.  Indeed,  when  he  en- 
tered the  University,  he  fully  intended  to  spend  only  one  session 
there,  and  go  thence  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Theological 
Seminary  of  Virginia,  to  be  fitted  to  teach  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 
But,  finally  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  he  was  not  called  to 
go  forth  into  the  ministery. 

In  spite  of  all  that  has  just  been  said,  and  paradoxical  as  it 
may  seem  to  some,  no  one  had  a  more  practical  mind  than  Ander- 
son. From  his  earliest  youth  this  fact  was  noticeable.  As  a 
small  boy  he  was  most  expert  with  all  sorts  of  mechanic's  tools* 

Later,  his  military  training  seemed  to  emphasize  and  increase 
this  practical  turn.  To  his  habits  of  industry,  system,  rigid  dis- 
cipline and  self-reliance,  w^hich  had  become  a  part  of  his  nature, 
he  always  added,  in  whatever  undertaking  he  engaged,  an  en- 
thusiasm and  determination  to  succeed,  that  generally  "brought 
success.  These  qualities  being  so  well  known  to  his  friends,  it  is 
not  surprising  that  his  services  have  been  enlisted  in  so  many 
good  causes,  nor  that  the  many  enterprises  in  which  he  has  been 
called  to  engage,  have  culminated  so  successfully.  It  has  been 
often  said  of  him  that  whatever  cause  enlisted  his  heart,  was  sure 
to  succeed.  As  an  illustration  of  this  strong  characteristic  of 
our  brother,  as  well  as  demonstrating  the  truth  of  the  last  state- 
ment, we  need  only  point  to  the  splendid  success  that  crowned 
his  faithful  and  untiring  labors  for  his  beloved  Alma  Mater — the 
glorious  old  V.  M.  I.,  which  culminated  in  her  Semi-Centennial 
Celebration  and  Jubilee  in  1889. 
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Of  all  the  Alumni,  some  of  them  V)eing  the  most  prominent 
men  in  the  South  in  all  vocations,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that 
Anderson  was  the  only  man  who  could  make  this  most  important 
and  yet  doubtful  undertaking  a  success.  He  reluctantly  con- 
sented and  after  Herculean  efforts  was  awarded  by  marshalling 
in  person,  the  largest  number  of  Alumni  and  probably  the  most 
enthusiastic  that  ever  convened  on  a  like  occasion. 

Anderson  justly  considered  this  success  the  crowning  one  of 
his  life,  and  the  satisfaction  and  far  reaching  good  accomplished 
by  it  might  well  be  the  life  reward  of  any  man. 

Of  Brother  Anderson's  life  as  an  Alpha  Tau,  and  his  w^ork 
for  his  beloved  Fraternity,  it  behooves  us  now  to  speak;  for  no 
sketch  of  him  would  be  complete  that  failed  to  make  record  of 
that  life,  and  of  that  work  which,  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  has  been  in  very  truth  a  labor  of  love  with  him.  And 
while  giving  that  record  it  will  be  almost  like  telling  the  story  of 
the  Fraternity  itself. 

He  was  early  initiated  in  labors  for  the  Fraternity.  At  the 
first  Congress,  held  in  Lexington,  Virginia,  July  6th,  1870,  he 
was  elected  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  the  Exchequer  (though  at 
that  time  the  office  was  called  by  another  name),  which  office  he 
held  for  two  years,  or  until  the  Nashville  Congress,  and  during 
that  time  he  organized  that  important  branch  of  the  Executive 
Department  on  a  solid  business  basis;  and  when  his  term  expired, 
he  turned  over  to  his  successor  a  substantial  sum  as  a  nucleus- 
upon  which  to  build  an  Exchequer, 

In  1871-2,  while  a  student  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  he 
began  the  the  long-delayed  work  of  recording  the  Annals  of  the 
Fraternity.  He  gave  himself  up  to  the  discharge  of  this  self-im- 
posed, but  vitally  important,  task  of  putting  in  enduring  form 
the  records  of  all  the  chapters — both  active  and  extinct;  and  not 
until  he  had  possessed  every  known  fact  relating  to  every  Chap- 
ter that  had  ever  been  chartered  did  he  rest  from  these  labors. 
It  took  seven  years  to  do  this,  or  until  1878.  During  that  year 
he  published  in  cheap  form,  the  first  "Preliminary  Catalogue"  of 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  by  means  of  which  he  hoped 
to  perfect  the  "Official  Register."    But  we  are  anticipating. 
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He  held  no  office  from  1872  to  1876.  In  July  of  the  last 
named  j^ear,  the  Congress  held  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  elected  him  to 
the  exalted  office  of  Worthy  Grand  Chief.  The  formal  notifica- 
tion was  made  to  him  by  that  noble  and  steadfast  brother,  Benj. 
F.  Long  (N.  C.  Xi),  who  today  occupies  such  an  enviable  position 
at  the  bar  of  his  native  State.  Brother  Long  had  been  elected 
Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  the  Exchequer  by  the  same  Congress. 
In  his  letter,  he  made  a  most  solemn  and  earnest  appeal  to 
Brother  Anderson  to  come  to  the  Fraternity's  rescue,  else  alt 
loould  be  lost. 

After  learning  the  true  condition  of  the  Fraternity,  it  was  not 
difficult  for  Brother  Anderson  to  understand  this  devoted  broth- 
er's reason  for  writing  in  such  an  appealing  and  urgent  manner. 
The  condition  of  the  Fraternity  was  truly  deplorable  and,  at  first 
glance,  it  seemed  an  impossible  task  that  the  Congress  had  given 
him  to  do.  But  with  the  promise  of  Brother  Long's  willing  and 
able  assistance,  he  determined  to  undertake  the  burden  of  trying 
to  restore  life  to  the  almost  extinct  Fraternity.  It  was  a  burden 
that  very  few  Alpha  Taus  would  have  cared  to  assume,  for  it 
seemed  hardly  possible  to  re-animate  the  fast  dying  body.  But 
he  espied  a  dim  spark  of  life,  and  he  took  hope  accordingly. 

In  order  the  better  to  work  intelligently,  he  summoned  to 
Richmond  the  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Exchequer,  and  there,  in 
long  and  earnest  conference,  they  formulated  a  pb.n  to  restore 
life  to  the  Fraternity.  They  wrought  together  to  such  good  pur- 
pose that  ere  long  they  had  the  happiness  to  see  the  results  that 
betokened  absolute  success,  and  they  took  courage  and  worked 
the  harder. 

Suffice  it  to  say,  that  at  the  next  Congress  which  was  held  in 
Richmond,  Virginia,  in  October,  1877,  there  was  an  attendance 
of  eight  or  ten  chapters  and  probably  forty  brothers  in  all.  The 
result  of  Brother  Anderson's  year's  work  was  embodied  in  a  vol- 
uminous and  most  interesting  Report  to  this  Congress,  which  con- 
stitutes a  valuable  part  of  the  Fraternity's  history.  From  this 
Congress,  which  was  a  grand  success,  must  be  dated  the  new  and 
bright  era  that  dawned  on  our  beloved  Brotherhood.  During  the 
next  year  there  was  a  decided  activity   throughout  the  boMers  of 
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the  Fraternity,  rather  in  the  direction  of  recovering  lost  ground 
and  strengthening  existing  chapters,  than  of  making  new  conquests. 

At  the  same  time  j)rovision  was  made  for  remodeling  our  con- 
stitution and  Secret  Work,  Anderson  received  no  office,  pre- 
ferring to  be  allowed  to  continue  to  work  alone  in  his  chosen 
field  of  A.  T.  O.  historiography.  In  this  year  he  published,  as 
has  been  said,  the  fruits  of  his  labors  to  date  in  this  field. 

The  following  December,  1878,  the  Fraternity  assembled  in 
Congress  in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  This  was  par  excellence  a 
tvorking  Congress,  for  every  brother  present  was  imbued  wibh 
high  purpose  and  noble  ambition,  with  an  eye  single  to  the  wel- 
fare and  glory  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Such  radical  changes  w^ere 
made  in  the  organic  law  of  the  Fraternity  at  this  Congress  that 
they  amounted  to  reconstruction  of  the  Constitution  and  Secret 
i  Work,  with  a  wisdom  and  devotion  which  all  of  us  who  wrought 
I     at  that  Congress   believed  was  overruled   by  a  Kind   Providence. 

f  Congress   from   the   first  practically  resolved   itself  into   a 

''Committee  of  the  Whole"  which  continued  to  sit  for  several 
days  after  adjournment,  and  which  again  met  at  Baltimore  two 
months  later,  to  confirm  and  ratify  the  great  result.  It  was  a 
work  that  no  one  can  doubt  met  with  Divine  approval,  else  it 
never  could  have  had  such  a  glorious  issue  and  consummation. 

The  High  Council  was  created  at  this  Coagress,  and  if  nothing- 
else  had  been  done  there  to  make  it  a  memorable  Congress,  that 
act  alone  would  have  entitled  it  to  lasting  praise  and  honor.  The 
Fraternity  was  incorporated  also  at  this  Congress. 

The  Grand  Officers,  members  of  the  High  Council,  etc., 
elected  were  the  following:  *

Prof.  John  W.  Webster,  of  Tennessee;  Worthy  Grand  Sentinel— 
I.  L.  Chandler,  Esq.,  of  Georgia;  Worthy  High  Chancellor- 
Samuel  G.  Brent,  of  Virginia.

Joseph  R.  Anderson,  Esq.,  Chairman;  The  Rev.  T.  T.  Eaton,

These  names  are  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  this  Congress 
committed  the  Fraternity's  interests  to  safe  hands. 

The  work  during  the  next  two  years  grew  apace,  especially 
in  the  direction  of  territory;  so  that  by  the  time  the  Macon  Con- 
gress assembled  in  1880,  there  had  been  a  number  of  chapters  es- 
tablished in  desirable  institutions. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  organic  law,  the 
High  Council  was  required  to  meet  at  least  once  each  year.  It 
met  in  Baltimore  in  1879,  and  in  Richmond  in  1880. 

It  was  at  this  latter  meeting  that  Brother  Anderson,  as  Chair- 
man of  the  High  Council,  laid  before  that  body  a  scheme  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Fraternity  that  had  been  dearly  cherished  by 
him  for  several  years.  It  was  the  establishment  of  a  Journal  to 
be  published,  under  the  auspices  of  the  High  Council,  as  the 
*  'Official  organ  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity. "  The  scheme 
in  all  its  details  had  been  maturely  considered  by  him  from  every 
point  of  view;  and  so  thoroughly  convinced  was  he  that  it  would 
not  only  be  a  success  from  the  start,  but  would  also  be  a  most 
potent  factor  in  propagating  the  eternal  principles  of  the  Fratern- 
ity,  that  the  High  Council  unanimously  and  enthusiastically  or- 
dered its  establishment,  and  designated  Brother  Anderson  as 
Editor-in-chief. 

The  important  work  was  accordingly  accomplished,  and  the 
Editor-in-chief  had  the  great  satisfaction  of  issuing  the  initial 
number  of  The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm  a  few  weeks  before  the 
assembling  of  Congress  in  Macon,  Georgia,  in  December,  1880. 

The  opening  number  of  the  Fraternity's  Journal  contained 
the  following  stirring  address  of  Brother  Anderson,  as  Chairman 
of  the  High  Council,  which  may,  we  think,  with  propriety,  be  in- 
serted here,  as  showing  the  noble  aims  the  Palm  was  established 
to  fulfill,  and  which  it  has  ever  striven  to  attain. 

"Brothers: — The  High  Council,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting,  determined 
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to  establish  and  conduct  a  journal  in  the  interest  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity.  This  decision  was  not  made  in  haste,  but,  on  the  contrary,  was 
the  result  of  the  most  careful  and  serious  deliberation.  The  subject  had  long 
enlisted  the  attention  of  the  Congress  of  the  A.  T.  0.  Fraternity,  as  well  as 
that  of  the  High  Council  and  of  the  several  chapters  of  the  Order,  and  the 
conclusion  had  long  since  been  reached  that  the  Fraternity  needed  an  organ, 
but  the  question  whether  or  not  the  time  had  come  for  initiating  such  an  en- 
terprise had  never  before  been  satisfactorily  answered.  At  the  time  of  the 
assembling  of  the  High  Council,  however,  when  the  matter  was  again  brought 
to  its  attention,  the  arguments  in  favor  of  its  early  establishment  were  so 
potent  and  effective  that  nothing  remained  for  that  body  to  do  but  to  ordain 
that  the  journal  be  established  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment.  Accord- 
ingly, the  proper  steps  were  at  once  taken  to  execute  the  order  of  the  High 
Council;  and  now,  after  several  months  of  arduous  but  necessary  preliminary 
work,  the  High  Council  has  the  pleasure  of  submitting,  for  your  approval,  the 
initial  issue  of  The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm. 

"With  these  few  preparatory  remarks,  the  High  Council  would  first  state 
the  objects  the  Palm  will  constantly  keep  in  view,  and  then  would  earnestly 
and  affectionately  entreat  you  to  lend  it  your  aid  in  striving  to  advance  the 
same. 

"Briefly  stated,  these  objects  are: 

"First.  To  afford  a  medium  of  inter-communication  for  the  general 
officers,  for  the  chapters,  and  for  the  alumni  of  the  Fraternity. 

"Second.  To  aid  in  extending  the  borders  of  the  Fraternity,  and  so  en- 
larging its  sphere  of  usefulness. 

"Third.     To  preserve  the  history  of  the  Fraternity;  and 

"Fourth.      To  strengthen  the  ties  of  A.  T.  0. 

"These,  brothers,  are  noble  aims  with  which  to  begin  such  an  enterprise. 
Can  they  be  attained?  The  individual  members  of  the  Fmlernity  must  an- 
swer the  question.  Will  you  give  your  influence  and  support  to  the  High 
Council  in  its  earnest  efforts  to  perfect  the  enterprise?  Its  faith  in  you  is 
very  strong;  it  believes  you  love  your  foster-mother,  and  will  gladly — aye, 
warmly — respond  to  this  call  in  her  behalf;  and,  hence,  it  confidently  counts 
on  your  influence  and  practical  support. 

"It  seems  scarcely  necessary  to  speak  of  the  many  benefits  that  cannot 
but  accrue  to  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  if  this  enterprise  shall  cul- 
minate in  success.  Are  they  not  already  foreseen  in  imagintion?  Does  any 
brother  doubt  that  they  will  follow  as  surely  as  effect  succeeds  cause*?  If  there 
be  such  an  one,  it  will  not  be  amiss  to  say  a  word  here  by  way  of  demonstrat- 
ing how  the  beloved  order  will  receive  practical  benefit  from  such  a  Journal  as 
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has  just  been  outlined,  and  its  continued  prosperity.  Recall  tlie  objects  set 
before  the  Journal  in  the  order  named. 

"First.     To  furnish  a  medium  of  communication'  etc. 

"Our  general  officers  and  our  chapters  are  located  at  long  distance  from 
each  other.  Constant  and  almost  incessant  correspondence  is  absolutely 
essential.  How  otherwise  can  such  correspondence  be  better  carried  on  than 
through  the  medium  afforded  by  a  periodical  like  The  Palm?  And,  in  regard 
to  correspondence  between  the  several  chapters,  all  know  how  difficult — aye, 
impossible — it  has  ever  been  to  educate  chapters  to  realize  the  importance  of 
regularly  and  frequently  communicating  with  each  other,  to  the  end  that  each 
may  know  how  the  others  are  progressing,  and  that  each  may  feel  that  the 
words  of  our  sublime  motto  do  not  mean.  Live  unto  thyself,  but  that  they  teach 
a  far  different  lesson.  Is  it  not  true  ?  And  don't  you  see  how  the  difficulty 
would  be  obviated  if  every  chapter  would  make  it  a  rule  to  write  a  fraternal 
letter  to  the  Order  at  large,  throuyh  The  Palm,  in  every  issue  of  the  same, 
so  that  it  would  reach  not  only  the  chapters  but  also  its  own  alumni  mcmhers, 
who  must  ever  feel  a  special  interest  in  their  own  chapter? 

"Again:  A  further  object  is  to  extend  the  Fraternity,  Where  is  the 
brother  who  does  not  want  to  see  the  work  of  disseminating  the  noble  princi- 
ples of  A.  T.  0.  prosper?  There  can  be  no  such  brother.  Then  how  more 
effectively  can  such  a  work  be  jilanned  and  j^rosecuted  than  by  such  means  as 
are  here  proposed? 

"But  another  object  is  set  before  the  Journal,  viz:  To  preserve  the  Order  s 
hitsory.  Brothers,  we  have  a  history — short  though  it  be — which  must  not  be 
suffered  to  die  with  us.  We  have  records— precious  records — of  golden  deeds, 
of  immolated  lives — a  very  martyr  roll — which  must  be'sacredly  kept  and  lov- 
ingly guarded.  They  are  legacies  which  onr  dear  brothers,  who  have  gone  to 
their  reward,  have  left  us — more  valuable  than  rubies,  more  useful  than  gold — 
to  make  us  ever  mindful  of  what  A.  T,  0.  means,  and  to  teach  us  to  be  ever 
ready  to  obey  duty's  call. 

"And  still  another  end  is  sought:  To  strengthen  the  cords  of  love  that  hind 
Alpha  Taus  together.  "Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren 
to  dwell  together  in  unity."  And,  brothers  beloved,  did  ice  not  so  live 
togeher  in  the  olden  time?  W^hat  precious  memories  cluster  about  the  thought 
of  those  halcyon  days  when  we  were  wont  to  sit  together  around  the  old  hearth- 
stone in  A.  T.  O.  fellowship!  Is  the  desire  never  felt  to  renew  that  sweet 
communion?  Is  the  desire  vain?  Nay,  nevermore,  indeed,  may  we  commun- 
ion with  each  other  in  the  flesh,  but  widely  separated  though  we  be,  may  we 
not  in  soul  come  together  through  the  pages  of  our  Journal,  and  revisit  the 
scenes   of  the  old  chapter,    and  live  over  the  life  we  used  to  live,  when  with- 
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drawn  from  the  busy,  selfish  world, we  basked  in  the  sunshine  of  joy  and  peace 
and  love?  Such  meetings — albeit  in  imagination  only — cannot  but  smooth  our 
tempers,  and  purify  our  souls,  and  so  fit  us  the  better  to  struggle  afresh  with 
the  great  world  when  we  return  to  it  and  resume  our  respective  stations. 
Brother,  do  you  feel  these  sentiments?  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  you  do. 
Then  are  not  your  hearts  in  sympathy  with  the  High  Council  in  the  important 
work  it  has  undertaken  for  the  weal  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity? 
Bestir  yourselves,  then,  one  and  all,  and  rally  round  The  Palm,  and  with 
hands  and  hearts  united,  we  will  plant  it  deep  in  the  affections  of  our  Brother- 
hood, where  it  will  surely  blossom,  and  in  time  yield  fruit  for  us  and  for  those 
who  shall  come  after  us,  when  loe  shall  have  obtained  the  victor  s  reward.'^ 

This  venture  was  beyond  doubt  an  event  of  the  most  far 
reaching  importance  to  the  Fraternity — probably  the  most  impor- 
tant in  the  Fraternity's  history.  The  Palm,  from  its  first  issue, 
took  rank  with  ablest  Journals  of  the  time  in  the  country.  Indeed, 
in  the  opinion  of  a  great  many,  (aliens  among  the  rest),  it  was 
believed  to  be  superior  to  all  the  other  publications  of  the  Greek 
press.  But,  be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  certain  that  it  gave  a  new  im- 
petus to  the  Fraternity  that  caused  it  to  leap,  almost  at  a  bound, 
into  the  front  rank  of  American  College  Fraternities,  where  it 
has  continued  to  this  day.  (J**  V  '  t>  0  ^ 

Brother  Anderson  attended  the  College  of  13§4^iii  Macon. 
This  was  a  splendid  and  enthusiastic  gathering  of  brothers  and 
they  wrought  well  and  nobly  for  the  good  of  the  order. 

It  was  here  that  the  "State  Alumni  Association"  idea  first 
assumed  practical  shape.  This  Congress'  Reception  of  The  Palm 
— the  creation  of  Brother  Anderson's  heart  and  brain — and  its 
action  with  respect  thereto,  was  alike  remarkable,  and  may  with 
propriety  be  adverted  to  here. 

Under  the  heading,  "Congress  and  the  Palm,"  in  the  second 
number  of  the  first  volume  of  the  Journal,  we  find  these  words: 

**We  publish  below  the  action  taken  by  the  recent  Congress  in  the  A.  T. 
0.  Palm,  and  we  do  so  for  two  reasons;  First,  that  our  readers  and  friends 
may  see  in  what  esteem  Congress  holds  our  journal;  and,  secondly,  to  incite 
the  members  of  the  Fraternity  to  a  proper  appreciation  of  their  duty  in  sus- 
taining our  enterprise. 

"The  committee  on  Ways  and  Means  in  its  report  recommended — 'That 
this  Congress  approve  and  commend  the  action  of  the  High  Council  in    estab- 
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iishing  The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm,  and  that  it  hereby  adopts  it  as  the 
Official  Organ  of  the  Fraternity;  and,  further,  that  Brother  Joseph  R.  Ander- 
son be  appointed  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Palm,  with  Brother  Charles  McD. 
Puckette  as  Assistant  Editor,  until  the  next  meeting  of  Congress,  and  that 
their  conduct  of  the  Journal  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  High   Council.' ' 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted.  But  Congress  was 
not  yet  done  with  the  Palm.  It  appointed  a  special  committee 
on  The  A.  T.  O.  Palm,  and  here  is  that  committee's  following 
report: 

"The  committee  on  The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm  begs  leave  to  report 
that  it  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  that  it  can  commend  the  Palm  to  the 
most  earnest  support  of  the  Fraternity.  It  doubts  if  any  step  more  important' 
to  every  interest  of  the  Fraternity  has  ever  been  taken.  In  its  first  issue  the 
Palm  takes  at  once  a  rank  in  the  very  first  place  among  the  similar  magazjnes. 
Feeling  that  nothing  would  be  more  detrimental  to  the  Fraternity  than  a  vlsail- 
ure  to  sustain  this  official  organ,  your  Committee  cannot  be  too  urgent  in'  im- 
pressing upon  every  chapter  and  member  the  paramount  importance  of  foster- 
ing and  advancing  this  enterprise.  Let  every  chapter  be  most  particular  in 
doing  its  part  in  the  way  of  correspondence  and  forwarding  statistics  aud  data 
to  add  to  the  new  and  original  matter  of  the  Journal,  and,  by  all  means,  let  no 
brother  fail  to  subscribe  for  it  and  to  influence  towards  it  all  the  advertise- 
ments he  can  control.  Your  committee  feels  that  it  cannot  speak  all  it  de- 
sires in  the  praise  and  as  to  the  value  of  the  Palm,  It  can  only  express  the 
hope  that  the  succeeding  numbers  may  equal  the  first  one,  and  that  the  Fra- 
ternity may  be  so  allied  to  its  highest  interests  as  in  no  way  to  jeopardize  so 
powerful  an  agency  by  any  neglect  of  or  inattention  to,  the  means  that  are  re- 
quisite to  properly  sustain  it  as  a  first-class  magazine." 

"This  report  was  unanimously  adopted.  We  will  only  add  a  word  to 
say  that  the  formal  adoption  of  The  Palm  by  the  Congress  of  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity  as  the  latt«r's  Official  Journal  will  be  an  additional  (and,  if 
possible,  more  powerful)  incentive  to  us,  as  the  Editors  of  the  Journal,  to  do 
our  duty  in  the  important  sphere  in  which  Congress  has  placed  us." 

Brother  Anderson  was  re-elected  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of 
Annals  at  Macon,  but,  at  his  earnest  request,  was  relieved  of  the 
Chairmanship  of  the  High  Council,  that  he  might  give  all  his 
time  to  the  work  of  conducting  The  Palm  and  of  perfecting  the 
''Ofacial  Register"  of  the  Order. 

This  most  important  office  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the 
writer  of  this  article. 
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Brother  Anderson  continued  to  conduct  The  Palm  with  in- 
creasing vigor,  enthusiasm  and  success,  although  he  constantly- 
met  with  obstacles  that  might  well  have  discouraged  a  heart  less 
sanguine  than  his.  He  fully  appreciated  the  value  of  its  work 
and  its  vital  importance  to  the  Order's  proper  extension,  and  he 
resolved  that  it  should  succeed  beyond  a  peradventure.  With 
this  spirit  always  animating  him,  he  was  enabled  to  triumphantly 
overcome  all  the  difficulties  in  this  way.  Still,  there  were  times 
when  even  his  hopeful  spirit  was  cast  down;  but  soon  it  would 
revive,  when  cheering  words  came  to  his  anxious  soul  from  some 
beloved  brother,  who  appreciated  the  value  of  his  self-denying 
labors  in  behalf  of  the  beloved  Fraternity. 

In  an  article  entitled,  ''The  Palm  Sui  Generis,"  contributed 
to  the  second  number  of  the  second  volume,  by  that  splendid 
Christian  Scientist — and  the  Editor's  precious  friend  and  comrade 
of  Auld  Lang  Syne — the  lamented  H.  H,  Dinwiddle,  ''of  whom 
the  world  was  not  worthy,"   such  cheering  words  occurred.     He 

said  in  part  as  follows:     " It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that 

any  brother  has  ever  thrown  his  copy  of  the  Palm  into  the  waste 
basket.  But  the  above  reflections  lead  us  to  ask  each  brother, 
Have  you  not  lightly  laid  aside  the  Palm  as  you  would  not  put 
away,  half  read,  a  letter  from  a  valued  friend?  Did  you  not,  on 
opening  the  wrapper  of  the  very  first  number,  say  to  yourself, 
*Well  here  is  another  journalistic  venture  born,  doubtless,  to 
short  life?'  Did  you  not  feel  that,  but  for  the  respect  due  to  A. 
T.  O.,  on  the  cover  and  the  good  name  inscribed  beneath,  it  too 
might  go  the  way  of  the  waste  basket?  Perhaps  there  was  a 
little  of  this  sort  of  feeling  among  those  who  did  not  know  the 
Editor.  Perhaps  some  brother  may  have  regarded  the  new  mag- 
azine as  little  more  than  a  college  paper,  destined  to  be  the  ve- 
hicle of  sophomoric  platitudes,  slangy  attempts  at  wit,  and  a 
feeble  imitator  of  the  vicious  and  disgusting  which  so  largely 
enters  into  prevailing  newspaper  style.  The  writer  of  this  must 
confess  that  he  would  have  felt  something  of  this  sort  had  he  not 
known  the  Editor-in-Chief.  Knowing  that  worthy  brother,  there 
could  be  no  apprehension  that  the  Journal  would  prove  a  failure 
from  its  own  weakness  or  want  of  tone,  but  there  was  some  fear 
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that  the  Fraternity  might  not  come  to  the  support  of  the  Palm 
in  such  fashion  as  to  secure  its  continuance.  Happily,  the  days 
of  severest  trial  seem  to  have  ended.  The  Palm  is  a  thing  fairly 
established. 

"Do  we  appreciate  it  fully?  If  any  one  will  take  the  trouble 
to  ask  this  question  thoughtfully  of  himself,  and  add  this  further 
one,  'Why  should  we  value  it  in  a  special  degree  and  manner?' 
the  true  office  and  importance  of  our  Journal  will  be  presented 

in  a  way,  never,  perhaps,  suggested  before What 

is  it  but  a  bundle  of  letters?  Letters,  all  from  friends  bound  to 
us  by  the  tie  of  our  common  Brotherhood — many  from  those  dear 
to  us  by  long  association  in  the  happiest  period  of  our  youth. 
Here  are  the  very  words  of  the  'old  fellows,'  now  dignified  judges, 
doctors,  leaders  among  their  fellow  men.  With  their  words  they 
stand  before  us  as  boys,  rejuvenated,  fresh,  joyous,  full  of  faith 

in  themselves  and  the  future Such  memories  come 

to  us  in  reading  the  Palm.  It  is  a  budget  of  letters  and  news 
from  dearest  old  friends,  and  lifts  us  above  the  hardening  realities 
that  so  tend  to  enfeeble  our  five  sensibilities  and  most  generous 
qualities.  It  has  the  flavor  of  perpetual  youth,  and  is  as  morning 
dew  upon  hearts  parched  by  the  midday  sun." 

As  the  establishment  of  the  Fraternity's  splendid  Journal  has 
always  been  regarded  by  Brother  Anderson  as  his  Masteriuork  for 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  we  feel  constrained  to  devote  a  considerable 
portion  of  this  sketch  to  extracts  from  letters  from  some  of  the 
fathers  (as  it  were)  of  the  Fraternity— men  who  had  attained, 
even  at  that  time,  positions  of  high  honor  and  responsibility  in 
the  world,  and  who  had  mature  judgment  and  large  experience. 
These  letters  are  selected  from  hundred  which  were  addressed  to 
the  Editor  of  the  Palm  and  were  published  in  the  first  two  vol- 
umes. They  were  read  and  enjoyed  by  the  subscribers  of  that 
long  ago  period,  but  as  the  large  number  who  will  read  this 
sketch  have  never  seen  them,  we  make  no  apology  for  giving 
them  here,  because  we  feel  it  will  do  the  Fraternity  good  to  let 
the  younger  members  know  what  manner  of  men  these  "fathers" 
were  and  still  are.  The  testimony  as  to  the  Palm's  success 
which  was  thus  so  freely  and  unanimously  given,  was  the  sweet- 
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est  reward  the  devoted  heart  of  Brother  Anderson  could  wish, 
and  was  received  by  him  as  more  than  payment  in  full  for  all  the 
love  and  zeal  and  untiring  labor  he  bestowed  upon  his  work. 

Brother  Dinwiddle  (Va.   Alpha  '65)  from  his  far  off  home  in 
Texas  wrote  as  follows,  upon  receiving  the  first  number: 

"I  don't  know  when  I  have  Been  so  affected  by  any  printed  paper  as  I  have 
been  by  this.  In  turning  over  the  pages  I  came  upon  the  succession  of  famil- 
iar names  which,  thus  collocated,  brought  suddenly  upon  my  mind  a  torrent  of 
associated  recollections — 

Fresh  a^  the  first  beam,  glittering  on  the  sail 
That  brings  our  friends  up  from  the  underworld, 
And  sad  as  that  which  reddens  oe'r  the  one 
'  Which  sinks  with  all  we  love  below  the  verge. 

"I  am  glad  to  see  The  Palm.     To  my  mind,  this  first  number  has  fully 

proved  that  it  has  a  raison  d'etre,  and  I  wish  it  all  success If  I  can 

assist  in  the  good  work  in  any  way,  let  me  know." 

"I  hasten  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  first  number  of  The  Palm.  Words 
cannot  express  my  gratification  and  delight.  It  adds  but  another,  and  one  of 
the  most  valuable  items,  to  the  long  list  of  obligations,  under  which  Brother 
Anderson's  devoted  efforts  have  already  placed  the  Fraternity.  May  he  be 
spared  long  to  advance  the  divine  cause  of  friendship  and  goodwill  among  men, 
and  when  he  shall  be  called  away  from  his  noble  labors  here  to  that  bright 
home  and  glorious  reward,  which  certainly  awaits  him  beyond,  may  there  be 
raised  up  some  Elisha  upon  whom  his  mantel,  as  Elijah's,  may  fall!  God  bless 
him!"   (Rev.  Otis  A.  dlazebrook,  D.D.,  Founder  of  A.  T,0.)

And  so  we  could  go  on  and  quote  letters  from  many  othei" 
devoted  members  of  the  Praternily,  to  be  found  in  the  first  two 
volumes  of  the  Palm,  edited  by  Brother  Anderson;  but  the  above 
will  suffice  to  show  how  joyfully  and  with  what  high  commenda- 
tion our  Journal  was  hailed  by  the  Fraternity. 

Outside  of  our  fold  it  was  hardly  less  appreciated,  as  the  fol- 
lowing extracts  from  the  Journals  of  some  of  the  other  Frater- 
nities, and  from  the  letters  of  prominent  aliens,  will  show: 
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One  Journal  said: 

"The  a.  T.  0.  Palm  completed  its  first  volume  last  November,  having 
given  more  matter  than  any  other  journal  issued,  It  appeared  regularly  every 
two  months  and  was  always  noted  for  the  fairness  with  which  it  acted  towards 
rivals.  In  fact,  it  was  one  of  our  most  welcome  exchanges,  always  bringing 
lots  of  news  from  the  Sunny  South,  and  more  recently  too  from  some  parts  of 
the  North.  The  journal  has  had  a  wonderfully  good  effect  in  extending  the 
Fraternity  throughout  our  Northern  Colleges." 

Another  said: 

"A.  T.  0.  has  established  fourteen  chapters  in  twelve  months.  ^\e  know 
of  no  other  Fraternity  which  can  show  as  good  a  record.  A,  T.  0.  has  been 
showing  a  wonderful  activity  of  late  in  every  respect.  The  last  number  of 
the  Palm  is  full  of  interesting  matter.  Perhaps  no  other  Fraternity  paper 
shows  such  a  diversity  in  its  contents,  and  none  furnishes  as  much  reading 
matter." 

Another  said: 

"The  founding  of  fourteen  chapters  in  one  year  has  hitherto  been  an 
unheard  of  feat  in  the  history  of  Fraternities;  but  A.  T.  0.  has  accomplished 
this,  and  it  does  not  appear  strange  when  we  look  at  the  last  number  of  the 
Palm.  There  is  not  an  uninteresting  page  in  the  whole  number.  It  makes  a 
first-class  campaign  document,  and  armed  with  the  Palm,  an  enthusiastic 
Alpha  Tau  has  arguments  hard  to  overthrow.  Of  course,  we  have  seen  with 
amazement  the  wonderful  progress  of  the  Fraternity." 

The  Assistant  Editor  of  one  of  these  journals  wrote  Brother 
Anderson  as  follows: 

**I  have  the  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  Palm,  for  which  I 
thank  you. 

"Please  allow  me  to  congratulate  you  and  your  brothers  upon  having  one 
of  the  largest,  neatest  and  best  official  organs  it  has  yet  been  my  pleasure  to 
see.  The  fullness  of  your  Chapter  Reports  and  number  of  Alumni  letters 
certainly  can  be  excelled  by  none,  and  I  have  been  unable  to  find  anythings 
in  your  Palm  which  I  should  have  been  ashamed  of  in  our  "Quarterly." 

Another  journal,  the  organ  of  one  of  the  oldest,  wealthiest 
and  most  exclusive  Fraternities  in  the  land,  said: 

"The  Palm  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  shows  such  afresh  enthusiasm  over  the 
work  and  success  of  its  own  Order,  and  such  a  sincere  cordiality  towards  all 
Fraternities,  that  it  has  won  a  hearty  welcome  wherever  the  rustling  of  it 
leaves  has  been  heard.  We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  by  a  special  arrang- 
ment  the  Palm  will  be  sent  regularly  to  each  of  our  chapters,  in  the  future, 
beginning  with  the  current  number,    which  is  the  first  of  the   second   volume, 
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We  trust  that  this  will  prove  a  novel  and  interesting  addition  to  the  list  of 
magazines  in  each  chapter's  reading-room.  During  the  last  year,  A.  T,  0.  has 
established  the  unprecedentrd  number  of  fourteen  new  chapters,  many  of  them 
in  prominent  Northern  Institutions." 

After  the  above  was  published,  the  same  writer  said: 
"Two  or  three   weeks   ago,  we,   the   Exchange   Editor,    chanced    to    pass 
through  the  City  of  Richmond,    Virginia,   and   while  there   called   upon   the 
Editor-in-Chief   of   The  A.  T.  0.  Palm.     Nothing   could   exceed  the   kindly 

welcome  with  which  the  representative  of  "The "  was  received,  not 

only  in  the  sanctum]  but  in  the  hospitable  Southern  home  of  our  Editorial 
Brother.  If  the  suggested  Pan-Hellenic  Council  should  do  no  more  than 
bring  together  a  few  choice  spirits  like  the  assidious  cultivators  of  the  Palm, 
or  the  revered  founder  of  their  Fraternity,  whom  we  learned  to  know  and  to 
esteem,  it  could  not  fail  to  be  a  success  in  every  way." 

Another  Editor  wrote: 

"I  congratulate  you  on  the  Chapter  of  A.  T.  0.  which  was  born  at 

during  commencement  week.  Hope  the  chapter  will  prosper;  plenty  of  room 
for  it.  When  does  the  Palm  come  out  again?  Am  anxiously  awaiting  its 
arrival." 

This  gentleman,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Palm, 
had  become  not  only  a  warm  friend  and  admirer  of  the  Editor-in- 
Chief,  but  also  an  enthusiastic  champion  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity.  It  was  through  his  noble  generosity  and  true  Hel- 
lenic spirit  that  our  first  Northern  Chapter  was  established  which 
has  ever  been  an  honor  to  the  Fraternity,  and  a  credit  to  the  un- 
selfish Alien  who  furnished  the  opportunity  for  its  establishment 
and  the  material  for  its  first  initiate — the  latter  having  since  that 
time  been  successively  honored  with  the  two  most  exalted  ofiices 
within  the  gift  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  as  he  has 
been  our  chief  standard-bearer  in  the  Fraternity's  tiiumphant 
march  Northward  and  Westward. 

As  a  fitting  conclusion  to  this  portion  of  our  sketch  of  Joseph 
R.  Anderson,  Founder  of  the  Palm,  because  it  furnishes  an  epito- 
mized history  of  the  struggles  and  trials  of  the  early  life  of  the 
Journal,  we  will  make  a  quotation  from  the  official  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Congress  of  1882  as  follows: 

Brother  Joseph  R.  i^nderson,    Editor-in-Chief  of  The  A.  T. 
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O.  Palm,  then  made  a  verbal   statement  concerning  our  official 
organ,  as  follows  (stenographically  reported:) 

"Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  Brothers: — As  the  Chairman  of  the  High 
Council,  I  was  required  to  call  a  meeting  of  that  body  in  the  year  1880.  The 
most  important  act  of  that  meeting  was  the  establishment  of  the  Palm.  It 
was  thought  best  that  it  should  be  conducted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  High 
Council;  accordingly,  I  became,  ex  officio^  Editor  of  the  Journal.  With  the 
meagre  help  of  the  Preliminary  Catalogue  of  the  Order,  I  at  once  set  to  work 
to  reach  the  Alumni,  and  endeavor  to  secure  subscribers.  It  was  slow  work, 
and  has  ever  continued  slow  work.  However,  in  a  short  while  I  secured  a  few 
subscriptions  which,  together  with  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars 
which  the  High  Council  had  made,  justified  my  starting  the  enterprise. 

"The7?ns^  number  was  issued  in  December,  a  few  days  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Congress  of  1880. 

"I  made  my  report  to  that  Congress  as  Chairman  of  the  High  Coiincil.and 
it  was  embodied  in  the  Record. 

"Congress  confirmed  and  ratified  the  action  of  the  High  Council  in  estab- 
lishing the  Palm,  and  made  an  appropriation  of  fifty  dollars  a  year  towards  its 
support. 

"On  my  own  recommendation,  I  was  given  an  Assistant  by  the  Congress — 
Brother  Charles  McD.  Puckette.  In  February  I  issued  the  second  number. 
In  the  meantime,  the  subscription  list  gradually  increased,  and  I  was  encour- 
aged. I  continued  my  efforts  to  reach  Alumni,  writing  hundreds  of  letters. 
April  came, and  with  it'the  third  number  of  the  Palm.  Our  Exchequer  was  nearly 
depleted  now;  the  Palm's  situation  was  alarming— a  crisis  was  imminent.  It 
was  plain  that  if  I  relied  on  the  snhscriptlon  list  the  Journal  must  die.  Some 
other  source  of  revenue  must  be  discovered.  In  my  dilemma,  the^surest,  -if 
not  the  only,  course  left  me  was  to  issue  an  urgent  appeal  to  those  brothers 
who  were  already  subscribers  to  come  to  the  Palms  rescue. 

"In  the  month  of  May,  1881, 1  accordingly  made  the  appeal;  and,  brothers, 
it  was  not  made  in  vain.  Almost  every  mail  brought  practical  responses.  My 
spirit  rallied;  the  outlook  was  brightening;  the  Palm  should  not  die.  By  the 
middle  of  June,  it  had  sufiiciently  recuperated  to  go  once  more  (the  fourth 
time)  on  its  rounds. 

"A  long  interval  now  elapsed.  It  had  been  ordained  that  five  numbers  a 
year  should  be  published,  and  that  number  five  should  be  issued  in  November. 
Early  in  this  month  the  annual  meeting  of  the  High  Council  took  place  in 
New  York;  and,  on  my  recommendation  that  body  added  Brother  S3^1vanus 
Stokes  to  the  Editorial  staff.  The  Exchequer  was  slowly  filling,  too.  Thus 
strengthened,  the  Palm  was   soon   ready  to  go  out  once   more;   and   the  fifth 
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number  was  issued.  Our  ledger  showed  a  net  profit  for  the  year  of  $49.47. 
And  so  ended  the  first  volume. 

"The  High  Council,  at  its  meeting  in  1881,  at  my  suggestion,  decided  to 
reduce  the  number  of  issues  from  five  to  four,  and  directed  me  to  send  out  a 
number  in  each  of  the  months  of  March,  June,  October  and  December. 

"I  began  the  new  year  with  a  cash  balance  of  $98.47,  which  sum,  added 
to  the  receipts  from  subscriptions,  advertisements  and  contributions,  has  en- 
abled me  to  issue  the  four  numbers  for  the  year  just  ended,  as  directed.  The 
Palm  hss  $50.00  to  its  credit  on  the  books  of  the  Worthy  (rrand  Keeper  of 
Exchequer,  before  the  Fraternity's  appropriation  for  1892,  which  I  have  not 
yet  drawn.  I  have  kept  a  full  set  of  books  from  the  beginning — comprising 
journal,  ledger  and  subscription  book — in  which  is  recorded  every  business 
act  of  the  Editor-in-Chief. 

"I  have  these  books,  as  well  as  vouchers,  for  all  my  disbursements,  on  the 
table  here,  and  they  are  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  brothers  comprising  this 
honorable  body. 

"My  subscription  book  shows  the  names  of  (how  many  subscribers, do  you 
suppose,  brothers,  out  of  the  twelve  hundred  and  odd  names  in  our  catalogue?) 
only  about  three  hundred  and  eighty,  and  that  for  the  two  years.  There  were 
only  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  suhscrihers  during  the  year  just  closed.  Are 
you  surprised  at  this  exhibit?  Doubtless,  you  are,  and,  I  doubt  not,  too,  you 
deplore  with  me,  the  fact.  Do  you  ask  the  reason  for  this  apparently  utter 
lack  of  appreciation,  on  the  part  of  the  Fraternity  of  the  work  our  Journal  is 
doing?  The  only  reason,  as  I  verily  believe,  is  the  difficulty  of  tracing  our 
numerous  Alumni,  on  account  of  our  incomplete  and  inaccurate  Fraternity 
Register.  It  is,  therefore,  in  my  judgment,  absolutely  essential  that  our  cat- 
alogue work  be  vigorously  and  speedily  prosecuted,  in  order  to  secure  anything 
like  an  adequate  subscription-list  for  the  Fraternity's  Journal. 

"The  Palm's  books  are  written  up  to  date,  and  this  balance  sheet. shows 
the  financial  result  of  the  venture,  as  of  December  27th,  1882:

''It  costs,  you  see,  to  publish  and  distribute  The  Palm  about  one  hundred 
dollars  per  number.  To  make  it  wholly  self-supporting,  it  will  need,  and 
should  have  at  least  four  hundred  subscribers.  Can  The  Palm  secure  that 
number  of  subscribers?  Surely,  it  ou^ht  to  do  it.  The  Fraternity  nvjw  gives 
it  fifty  dollars  a  year.  I  am  thankful  for  that  aid — for  all  small  favors,  in  fact 
— but  if  its  subscription-list  is  not  doubled  very  soon,  either  the  Fraternity 
will  have  to  increase  its  appropriation,  or  else  the  Journal  will  die.  Mark 
you,  brothers,  there  is  no  alternative,  I  don't  like  to  ask  the  Fraternity  for 
one  dollar,  and  yet,  I  think.  The  Palm  should  not  be  suffered  to  die. 

'  'I  would  be  glad  if  Congress  would  devise  some  way  to  create  a  perpetual 
"Palm  Fund."  Such  a  fund  might  be  started  here  and  now;  and,  to  that  end, 
I  hope  every  brother  present  at  this  large  Congress  will  become  a  subscriber, 
and  subscribe  liberally.  Let  them  emulate  the  example  of  some  brothers  who 
have  subscribed  two,  five,  ten  years  in  advance.  A  few  dollars  given  is  but  a 
small  thing  to  a  brother,  but  the  aggregate  of  these  amounts  will  make  no  in- 
significent  sum;  and  now  is  the  time  when  tho  money  is  most  needed  by  The 
Palm.  G-ive  it  a  good  start  now,  nourish  it  well  in  the  beginning,  let  it  take 
deep  root  in  the  heart  of  the  Brotherhood,  and  it  will  thrive  and  blossom  and 
bring  forth  fruit  in  abundance,  such  fruit  as  only  brothers,  long  separated 
from  A.  T.  0,  associations,  know  how  to  relish. 

"The  Palm  has  taken  a  respectable  stand,  I  believe,  among  Fraternity 
Journals.  It  has  certainly  brought  our  Fraternity  promptly  forward  in  the 
Fraternity  world;  and  all  concede,  I  believe,  to  it,  more  than  to  any  other 
auxiliary,  is  to  be  ascribed  the  remarkable  extension  of  A.  T.  0.  territory,  and 
and  the  consequent  spread  of  A.  T.  0.  principles. 

"It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  entertain,  in  a  poor  way,  several  representa- 
tives of  the  Grreek  press.  One  of  these  gentlemen — a  member  of  one  of  the 
most  respectable  Fraternities  in  the  land,  in  age  and  prestige — was  so  much 
impressed  with  the  work  The  Palm  is  doing,  that  when  he  returned  to  New 
York,  he  formally  brought  the  subject  before  his  Fraternity's  Convention  of 
^82,  which  very  soon  assembled  in  that  City.     He  proposed  the  formation  of 
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a  league  of  amity  between  all  the  FraternitieSj  hut  especially  between  Ida  ovm 
and  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  this  convention,  I 
was  officially  informed  by  the  Editor  of  the  Fraternity's  Journal  that  the  Con- 
vention had  passed  a  resolution  suggesting  that  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  that 
Fraternity's  Journal  and  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  The  Palm  exchange  journals 
with  each  of  the  chapters  of  our  respective  Fraternities,  in  order  that  the  two 
Fraternities — apparently  already,  in  some  sort,  allied  by  the  same  noble  aims 
— should  become  more  closely  associated  in  a  common  cause.  I  need  not  tell 
you  that  your  Editor-in-Chief  felt  justly  flattered  by  this  manifestation  of 
special  friendly  regard  for  and  commendation  of  his  work:  nor  need  I  add 
that  we  immediately  exchanged  the  addresses  of  our  respective  chapters,  and 
that  copies  of  the  successive  issues  of  the  respective  journals  have  been  regu- 
larly transmitted  to  our  respective  chapters. 

"I  have  given  The  Palm  my  time  and  love  during  the  two  years  of  its 
life.  I  undertook  its  establishment  and  its  conduct  for  two  years.  Whether 
well  or  ill,  I  heve  executed  my  commission.  The  time  has  come  when  I  must 
resign  my  work — my  cherished  work — to  other  hands;  and  as  I  do  so,  I  would 
say  that  it  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  of  my  life,  and  with,  I  trust,  a  pardon- 
able pride,  that  I  present  to  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  (handing  to  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief,  handsome  bound,  cepies  of  the  two  volumes  of  The 
Palm),  as  a  love.offering ,  the  result  of  my  two  years'  work  as  her  Editor-in- 
Chief." 

Brother  W.  H.  Lamar,  Jr.,  (Ala.  Alpha  Epsilon),  moved  that 
a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  Brother  Anderson  for  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  conducted  the  Palm  for  the  last  two  years.  It  was 
unanimously  carried.  Brother  Theodore  A.  Johns  .(Va.  Alpha 
Alpha),  manager  of  The  A.  T.  O.  Publishing  Bouse,  arose,  and 
said:  "Let  me  testify  to  Brother  Anderson's  sedulous  zeal  in  the 
conduct  of  the  Palm.  I  could  say  more,  but  it  is  enough  now  to 
add  that  his  praise  cannot  be  adequately  spoken." 

Brother  Thos.  G.  Hayes,  Worthy  Grand  Chiefs  from  the 
chair,  said:  "If  there  is  a  debt  of  gratitude  the  Fraternity  owes 
any  one,  it  is  to  Brother  Anderson.  In  all  my  intercourse,  I  have 
never  found  a  man  who  has  so  thorough]  y  embodied  in  his  na- 
ture, fraternal  love.  He  has  taken  hold  of  the  Palm,  and  has 
given  it  his  love  and  best  work,  and  to-day  the  Palm  stands  as 
his  monument  in  the  Fraternity." 

With  the  heavy  burden  of  conducting  the  Palm  lifted  from 
his  mind  and  heart,    after  his  two  years'  faithful   service,    by   the 
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Congress  of  1882,  at  his  earnest  request,  Brother  Anderson  hoped 
to  be  able  to  give  his  whole  time   thenceforward  to  the   prosecu- 
tion of  his  other  special  work — the   compilation   of   material   for 
the  "Official  Register"— the  publication   of  which   had    been    al- 
ready so  long,  though  unavoidably  delayed:  and,  at  least,  issue  a 
revised  edition  of  the  "Preliminary  Catalogue"  of  the  Fraternity 
by  the  time  the  next  Congress  should  meet.     But  in  this  hope  he 
was  disappointed,  the  chief  cause  being,  as  he  said  in  his   report 
to  the  Philadelphia  Congress  of  1884,  his  "utter  inability   on   ac- 
count of  the  pressure  of  private  duties  and  responsibilities,^'  large- 
ly due  to  his  removal  from  Richmond  and   change   of   avocation. 
And  keenly  feeling  the  disappointment,  he  adds:     "Could  I  have 
foreseen  such  a  result,  I  should  certainly  have  refused  a  re-elec- 
tion to  the   important   and   responsible   office   of  Worthy   Grand 
Keeper  of  Annals,  but,  unfortunately,  such   prescience   was   not 
vouchsafed  me.     Of  course,  during  the  past  two  years,"   he   con- 
tinued, "I  have  not  been  altogether  idle,  in  the  matter  of  gather- 
ing data,  and  in  otherwise  administering  the  affairs  of  my  depart- 
ment.    I  have  procured  a  great  deal  of   valuable   information   to 
be  embodied  in  our  Official  Register,  at  the   projier   time,    and   I 
have  so  shaped  and  outlined  the  work   of  the   department   as   to 
make  it  comparatively  an  easy  matter  for  my  successor  to  prose- 
cute it  to  completion— provided  he  shall  receive  from   the   chap- 
ters greater  encouragement  than  it  has  been  my  good  fortune   to 
receive." 

The  testimony  of  another  devoted  brother  who  performed 
well  the  duties  of  this  same  office,  two  years  afterwards,  as  to 
Brother  Anderson's  successful  labors,  are  appropriate  here.  In 
his  report,  as  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals,  to  the  Congress 
of  Springfield,  Ohio,  in  1888,  Brother  W.  B.  Nauts  said: 

"They  wlio  know  nothing  of  the  Official  Register  of  the  Fraternity  can- 
not comprehend  the  amount  of  work  required  to  keep  it  correct,  and  the  great- 
er amount  necessary  to  bring  it  to  completion.  The  means  by  which  the  in- 
cumbent of  this  office  obtains  the  official  data  of  the  initiates  are  always  in- 
complete and  lamentably  unsatisfactory. 

'  'To  Brother  Joseph  R.  Anderson  for  his  painstaking  and  the  rough  com- 
pilation of  the  original  annals,  the  greatest  thanks  are  due.  He  it  was  who 
brought  down,  from  the  establishment  of  the  Fraternity,  the  rolls  of  each  chap- 
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ter  to  a  comparatively  recent  date,  thereby  enabling  his  successors  to  continue 
and  complete  them." 

From  the  year  1873,  when  he  issued  the  first  edition  of  the 
"Preliminary  Catalogue,"  to  the  year  1884,  he  strove  not  only  to 
preserve  the  record  of  every  chapter's  current  membership,  but 
also  to  keep  track  of  all  the  earlier  members  of  the  Fraternity 
whose  record  was  complete  to  1878. 

At  the  Congress  of  1884,  he  reported  the  result  of  his  thir- 
teen years'  labor  on  the  catalogue,  and  asked  to  be  relieved  from 
further  service  in  that  direction.     His  request  was  granted. 

Very  few  realize  the  labor  and  difficulty  involved  in  the  pre- 
paration of  a  perfect,  or  even  fairly  accurate,  Register,  and  no 
other  kind  has  any  value.  If  every  chapter  were  careful  to  do 
its  part  in  the  compilation  and  preservation  of  its  own  individual 
records,  it  would  be  a  comparatively  simple  task  to  edit  the 
Register.  But,  unfortunately,  in  practice,  it  is  found  that  many 
chapters  are  sadly  culpable  as  to  their  duty,  in  this  regard;  and 
so,  the  issuing  of  an  absolutely  complete  and  accurate  catalogue 
has  come  to  be  regarded  as  a  most  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
achievement,  and  this  is  the  experience  of  all  College  Fraterni- 
ties.* 

From  1886  to  1892,  .^Brother  Anderson  was  continuously  a 
member  of  the  High  Council,  though  he  was  providentially  pre- 
vented from  taking  an  active  part  in  its  deliberations  and  labors 
during  most  of  that  time.  Nor  has  he  been  able  to  attend  but 
one  Congress— that  held  in  Richmond  in  1890 — since  he  took  part 
in  the  memorable  gathering  at  Washington  in  1882.  But  his  in- 
terest in  all  that  concerns  the  upbuilding  and  success  of  the  be- 
loved Brotherhood  that  he  first  entered  twenty-seven  years  ago^ 
is  as  ardent  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  his  greatest  activity. 

For  many  years  his  all-absorbing  care  has  been  his  invalid 
wife.  Often  has  he  wished  to  mingle  as  of  yore,  with  the  beloved 
brothers  in  the  sacred  bonds  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and,  time  and 
again,  he  has  been  entreated  by  the  loving  wife — she  who,  in  the

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days  jpf  his  struggles  in  behalf  of  the  Palm,  was  ever  his  able 
and  willing  co-laborer — to  go  and  join  his  brothers  in  their  re- 
unions; but  his  heart  was  too  sad  and  ill -attuned  for  such  joyous 
occasions,  and  he  remained  away. 

The  sorrows  and  trials  and  disappointments  that  come,  soon- 
er or  later,  to  all  the  sons  of  earth,  have  fallen  very  heavily  upon 
our  brother.  His  most  cherished  hope  was  to  see  his  precious 
first-born  grow  to  manhood,  and  fulfill  the  bright  promise  of  his 
youth;  and  it  was  his  fond  dream  that,  perchance,  he  might  one 
day  see  him  following  in  his  own  footsteps,  guided  with  the 
armor  of  A.  T.  O.  and  nobly  upholding  her  immortal  principles. 
But  that  may  never  be,  for  He,  whose  , designs  are  beyond  our 
ken,  hath  ordained  it  otherwise.  Three  years  ago  his  promising 
career  was  mysteriously  cut  short,  in  a  twinkling,  by  a  most 
tragic  and  awful  death,  just  as  he  had  reached  his  eighteenth 
birthday.  Beautiful  in  person,  lovable  in  disposition  and  noble 
in  character,  his  untimely  death  left  a  void  in  the  heart  and  home 
of  our  brother  that  can  never  be  filled. 

Three  other  beloved  children  he  has  been  called  on  to  give 
up.  Surely,  his  cup  of  anguish  were  full  to  the  brim.  But  not 
so.  On  the  10th  of  January,  1895,  his  faith  was  once  more  sorely 
tried,  for  God  called  away  then  the  wife  oi  his  heart,  the  beloved 
partner  of  all  his  joys  and  griefs.  To  him,  it  meant  a  broken 
heart;  but  to  her  a  happy  release  from  the  burden  of  the  flesh 
which  she  had  so  patiently  borne  for  many  long  andweary  years. 

The  gentle,  lovely  spirit  that  never  in  all  her  life  caused  a 
pang  of  sorrow  till  she  bade  farewell  to  earth,  has  now  exchanged, 
we  doubt  not.  the  Cross  for  the  Crown,  and  is  at  rest  forever  with 
the  precious  children  who  preceded  her. 

Our  dear  brother,  in  his  heavy  afiliction,  lives  very  quietly 
with  his  two  remaining  sons,  aged  seventeen  and  fourteen,  at  his 
sweet  country  home. 

And  while  his  life,  that  opened  so  brightly,  has,  of  late  years, 
been  overshadowed  by  such  terrible  bereavements,  still,  he  has 
much  comfort  and  joy  in  his  noble  boys,  for  whose  happiness 
alone  he  is  content  to  live  and  to  labor,  until  the  Mos^  Worthy 
Grand  Master  of  the  Universe  shall  call  him  to  rejoin  those  loved 
ones  who  have  "gone  before."  *

Come  early  and  meet  the  Grand  Officers  and 
Ohio  boys  and  it  will  be  much  easier  to  get  acquainted  with  dele- 
gates as  they  come  in  and  more  delightful  in  every  way.  Come 
early.  This  must  be  an  enthusiastic  Congress  beyond  all  previ- 
ous Congresses,  and  that  is  saying  considerable. 

Thursday  evening — The  Cleveland  boys  are  preparing  a 
pleasant  surprise  for  this  date,  but  are  not  yet  at  liberty  to  an- 
nounce it. 

NEW  AND  UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

N.  Y.  Beta  Theta  is  to  report  at  Cleveland  on  the  song  book, 
a  matter  which  was  left  in  her  hands   by  last   Congress.     This  is

an  important  matter,  and  much  progress  is  expected  to  be  shown. 
If  any  brother  can  assist  the  committee  by  contributing  new 
songs,  or  suggestions,  he  should  at  once  communicate  with  the 
committee. 

Bro.  John  C.  Pugh  will  renew  his  agitation  of  a  change  of 
date  for  Congress.  The  matter  did  not  receive  very  careful  at- 
tention at  Washington,  and  Bro.  Pugh  is  very  much  in  earnest, 
and  will  have  some  strong  arguments  to  present  at  Cleveland. 
Chapters  should  consider  this  matter  and  delegates  should  be 
prepared  to  vote  on  it. 

The  design  for  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  banner  which  was  pro- 
vided for  at  Congress,  which  is  given  in  the  July  Palm,  has  been 
generally  approved,  no  other  design  having  befen  submitted,  and 
the  banner  will  doubtless  be  seen  at  Cleveland,  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief. 

The  report  of  the  Catalogue  Committee  will  be  one  of  the 
most  satisfactory  ever  presented  to  Congress.  Chapters  and  in- 
dividual brothers  should  not  fail  to  cooperate  with  the  committee 
as  requested,  by  making  all  corrections  in  the  Proof  Sheet  and 
presenting  same  at  Cleveland. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  preliminary  work  of  Congress  has 
been  so  fully  arranged  by  the  W.  G.  Chief  in  his  announcement 
above,  that  much  time  and  confusion  will  be  saved. 

The  Committee  on  Congress  Minutes  and  Constitution,  con- 
sisting of  the  W.  G.  K.  A. ,  W.  G.  Scribe  and  Chairman  of  High 
Council,  will  make  an  interesting  report,  bringing  these  records 
down  to  date,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  at  last 
congress. 

At  Washington  a  re^solution  was  carried,  fining  every  chapter 
which  failed  to  send  an  active  brother  as  delegate  to  Congress, 
without  giving  an  excuse  satisfactory  to  Congress  for  the  delin- 
quency, twenty-five  dollars.     Chapters  should  bear  this  in  mind. 

At  last  Congress,  there  was  a  unanimous  sentiment  in  favor 
of  the  regular  opening  and  closing  ceremonies  provided  for  Con- 
gress meetings. 


REV.  ROBERT  A.  LEE. 

NEAR  Brevard,  North  Carolina,  on  the  loth  of  July  last,a  flash 
of  lightning  brought  sorrow  to  many  hearts,  and  deprived 
Tenn.  Omega  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  generally,  of  a  most  loyal 
and  lovable  brother. 

In  company  with  others,  the  Rev.  Robert  A.  Lee  was  enjoy- 
ing a  day's  outing,  seeking  the  summit  of  Rich  Mountain.  A 
thunderstorm  overtaking  them,  he  and  a  noble  young  woman  at 
his  side  were  called  to  face  the  great  beyond  *'in  a  moment,  in 
the  twinkling  of  an  eye."  Below  will  be  found  two  extracts, 
character  sketches  of  one  whom  every  Alpha  Tau  should  be  glad 
to  own  as  a  brother,  and  for  whose  loss  to  the  fraternity  he  can- 
not but  grieve. 

"The  Reverend  Robert  Augustus  Lee  was  born  in  1868,  a  son 
of  Mr.  Joseph  F.  and  Mrs  Martha  B.  Lee,  at  Due  West,  S.  C. 
In  1881  he  was  graduated  with  every  honor  from  Erskine  College, 
where  his  father  held  a  professorship.  The  next  few  years  were 
spent  in  teaching;  one  year  in  his  native  State,  two  years  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  again  a  year  in  South  Carolina,  this  time  filling  the 
chair  of  Greek  in  his  college.  In  August,  1891,  he  entered  the 
theological  department  at  Sewanee.  Here  he  left  the  stamp  of 
his  character  upon  associated  students  and  upon  his  seminary. 
Men  in  other  studies  could  quickly  recognize  the  man  R.  A.  Lee. 
Earnest  in  his  work  as  a  student,  and  consecrated  to  his  Master's 
cause,  he  could  throw  himself  into  the  life  of  the  student-body,  as 
of  its  number.  His  fellow  students  saw  in  him  the  promise  of 
great  usefulness  out  in  the  world  among  men  In  1894,  he  was 
graduated  from  Sewanee,  confessedly  the  best  equipped  man  of 
his  class,  and  with  the  full  confidence  of  his  professors  as  to  his 
usefulness — a  mind  trained  to  thought  and  application,  and  a 
heart  ready  in  its  sympathies,  and  deep  in  its  convictions.  His 
examining  chaplains  praised  in  the  highest  terms  his  power  of 
thought  and  his  equipment  in  knowledge.  Sewanee  expected 
Lee  to  do  a  great  work  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

"He  was  ordained  to  the  diaconate  September  30th,  1894,  and 
took  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville, 
under  the  Bishop's  appointment.  But  hard  work  at  Sewanee  had 
told  on  him  and  in  a  month's  time,  under  physician's  orders,  he 
laid  aside  his  work  just  begun — broken  down  with  the  nervous 
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strain.  In  March,  he  resumed  work  at  Yorkville;  in  December 
Ember  Season  he  was  ordained  priest  in  the  charge  of  his  diacon- 
ate.  '  As  immediately  became  rector,  and  was  recently  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  Blacksburg,  as  well. 

"For  sixteen  months  only,  had  this  servant  of  God  gone  in 
and  out  among  his  people,  his  health  fully  restored,  and  his 
work  deepening  every  day  in  its  influence.  To  his  congregation, 
to  other  men,  he  was  a  pure  consecrated  minister  of  God.  A 
small  parish  had  had  a  new  life  instilled  and  was  full  of  hopes 
for  the  future. 

"The  people  loved  him,  and  he  led  them,  and  little  did  they 
see  the  terrible  calamity  they  now  must  face.  In  a  moment  all 
is  dark — God  has  spoken  mysteriously. 

'God's  finger  touched  him,  and  he  slept.' 

•'In  Rev.  Mr.  Lee  the  town  saw  the  dignity  of  a  Christian 
manhood;  strong,  but  always  humble  as  a  little  one;  influential, 
but  ever  pure  in  motive;  his  good  deeds  before  him,  and  his 
years  but  twenty -eight,  but  vanity  seemed  never  to  touch  him. 
Jesus  Christ  was  his  life,  and  in  Him  he  found  peace,  that  peace 
which  makes  strong  the  humble,  and  brings  a  calm  that  is 
mighty." — Church  Standard,  Aug.  8th,  '96. 

The  Rev.  W,  A.  Guerry,  Chaplain,  in  his  address  in  the  Uni- 
versity-Chapel, Sewanee,  said: 

"I  had  not  intended  to  speak  of  his  mental  attainments, 
though  it  deserves  to  be  mentioned  here  that  the  dean  of  the 
theological  department  has  said  that  in  many  respects  Robt.  Lee 
was  one  of  the  best  prepared  men  who  ever  graduated  under  him. 
Since  hearing  of  our  friend's  death  I  have  been  casting  about  in 
my  mind  for  a  single  word  which  would  give  you  the  key  to  his 
character.  I  think  the  word  genuine  more  exactly  describes  him 
than  any  other.  He  was  just  that— genuine,  sincere,  thorough. 
He  was  one  of  those  rare  characters  that  you  meet  with  once  in  a 
great  while,  upon  whom  you  can  absolutely  rely,  I  will  not  stop 
now  to  speak  of  his  unfailing  courtesy,  his  dignified  bearing,  his 
quiet  flashes  of  humor,  which  made  him  at  all  times  such  a  genial 
companion;  but  there  is  just  one  other  characteristic  of  the  man 
which  ought  to  be  mentioned,  in  order  that  the  picture  which  I 
have  drawn  of  him  may  be  complete,  and  that  is  a  singular  trans- 
parency, a  certain  guilelessness  of  nature.  His  was  not  the  in- 
nocence of  ignorance,  but  the  innocence  which  comes  from  a  pure 
heart  and  a  pure  mind.  Indeed,  it  might  be  said  of  him,  as  of 
few  men  whom  I  have  known:  'Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart,  for 
they  shall  see  God'  " 
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It  might  be  added  that,  at  his  funeral,  two  who  were  with 
him  in  the  life  of  Tenn.  Omega,  willingly  laid  on  his  bier  her 
chief  emblem,  the  Maltese  Cross,  worked  with  the  evergreen  of 
immortality.

Latitudes  are  relative.  Climate  affects  merely  the  external  man. 
Environment  does  not  make  or  mar  real  enjoyment.  Character 
is  independent  of  everything.  One  wnth  truth  in  his  intellect, 
love  in  his  heart  and  virtue  as  the  bond  and  bracing  of  his  indi- 
viduality is  in  all  latitudes,  in  all  climates  and  in  every  environ- 
ment strong  and  serene.  To  he  is  everything.  To  a  man  who  is 
in  harmony  w  ith  righteousness  and  purity  there  is  no  possible 
conceivable  hell  in  the  universe.  He  who  is  in  the  enjoyment  of 
this  inward  completeness  is  always  and  everywhere  in  heaven. 
It  is  this  inner  quality  of  personal  character  which  the  Christian 
religion  makes  possible  and  which  our  noble  fraternity  empha 
sizes,  which  gives  victory  over  temptation,  submission  in  afflic- 
tion, higher  companionship  in  times  of  human  bereavement,  the 
best  results  of  true  prosperity  in  days  of  temporal  adversity  and 
the  joy  of  living  whether  we  be  rich  or  poor,  well  or  ill,  and 
whether  we  meet  with  what  the  world  calls  '  failure '  or  '  suc- 
cess. '  The  true  life,  which  is  the  life  of  truth,  love  and  virtue 
is  always  a  'success.'

"My  Dear  Brother  in  the  Bonds  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega: 

Pardon  my  delay  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  your  recent 
favor,  but  a  variety  of  causes  have  combined  to  prevent  an  earlier 
response. 

"It  would  give  me  very  great  pleasure  to  attend  the  15th 
Biennial  Congress  of  the  fraternity  I  helped  to  found  so  many 
years  ago,  but  at  present  I  do  not  see  any  chance  of  doing  so.  I 
rejoice  to  know  that  it  has  already  accomplished  so  much  good 
and  that  it  is  growing  more  and  more  potent  in  that  direction.

"New  Orleans,  La.,  Aug.  3,  1.896. 

"Mr.  Louis  C.  Ehle,  1111  Ashland  Block,  Chicago,  111.:  Dear 
Sir:  In  reading  over  the  July  number  of  the  Palm  I  notice  an 
article  .on  page  217  with  which  I  -am  in  thorough  accord — I  have 
reference  to  what  you  say  in  regard  to  fraternity  men  cooper- 
ting  in  restoring  lost  badges  to  their  owners. 

"Some  years  since  I  was  wandering  in  what  has  been  prop- 
erly, or  improperly,  termed  the  '  Bowery  of  New  Orleans  '  and 
for  want  of  something  better  to  do  I  stopped  and  looked  in  the 
window  of  several  of  the  second-handed  jewelry  shops.  Such  a 
collection  of  cheap  jewelry  as  is  always  to  be  found  in  them  has 
to  be  seen  to  be  realized. 

"Well,  in  one  window  there  were  three  badges  that  seemed

to  be  more  attractive  than  others,  and  they  naturally  caught  my 
eye.  Closer  investigation  showed  them  to  be  badges  of  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Theta  Delta  Chi  and  one  other,  I  forget 
which.  I  questioned  the  '  sheeny  '  who  kept  the  shop,  but  of 
course  got  no  information — excepting  that  they  '  very  pretty 
leetle  tings  and  for  zat  reason  he  had  not  melted  'em! '  The  A. 
T.  O.  badge  bore  the  name  of  a  classmate  at  Tulane,  and  that 
very  evening  he  was  informed  of  the  whereabout  of  his  badge 
and  next  morning  it  was  again  in  his  possession — after  having 
been  'lost,  mislaid  or  stolen '  for  a  number  of  years.  I  tried  to 
find  the  owner  of  the  T.  D.  C.  badge  but  failed.  But  I  felt  satis- 
fied w^ith  the  work  that  I  had  done. 

' '  This  matter  of  returning,  or  rather  restoring,  lost  badges 
to  their  owners  is  one  that  every  Greek  should  take  an  interest 
in,  it  is  a  true  fraternal  work  and  one  in  which  we  all  can  lend  a 
helping  hand.

A  great  deal  has  been  said  lately  about  changing  the  date  for 
convening  our  Congress.  The  matter  was  brought  up  by  Bro. 
John  C.  Pugh  at  Washington  and  it  is  understood  that  it  will  come 
up  again  at  Cleveland.  In  this  connection  the  practice  of  other 
fraternities  may  be  of  interest.  The  following  statements  in  re- 
gard to  the  dates  of  their  conventions  are  believed  to  be  accurate. 
Alpha  Delta  Phi,  Zeta  Psi  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi  meet  in  April;  Psi 
Upsilon  and  Northern  Kappa  Alpha,  in  May;  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Pi 
Kappa  Alpha  and  Pi  Beta  Phi,  in  July;  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  in 
August;  Southern  Kappa  Alpha,  in  September;  Kappa  Segma, 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  and  Sigma  Nu,  in  October;  Theta  Delta  Chi,  Delta

Only  this  week  he  wrote  to  his  par- 
ents telling  of  his  visit  to  Hendersonville,  of  the  proposed  moun- 
tain ])arty  on  Wednesday,  that  he  was  coming  to  Laurens  on 
Friday  to  preach  and  administer  the  sacrament  on  Sabbath,   and 
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tlien  coming  on  to  his  father's  home  on  Monday.  Now,  contrary 
to  ail  expectations,  we  are  gathered  here  to-day  to  lay  away  his 
body  in  its  last  resting  place,  and  administer  the  last  sad 
rites. 

Just  about  two  years  ago  we  gathered  here  to  set  him  apart 
to  the  full  work  of  the  gospel  ministry,  and  now^  the  earthly  ca- 
reer of  his  bright,  true  spirit  is  ended  like  a  flash.  If  the  highest 
expectations  that  we,  as  friends  and  relatives,  had  for  him  have 
not  been  realized  to  us,  it  is  to  him.  More  than  he  ever  hoped 
for,  or  dreamed  of,  is  being  realized  by  him  to-day,  for  he  has 
gone  to  the  goal  and  is  with  the  Lord.  Death  is  gain,  is  all  gain 
to  him. 

I  was  sitting  talking  to  Bro.  Bratton,  in  Spartanburg,  of  the 
cliurches  and  the  young  brothren  under  my  care  and  of  Bro.  Lee 
when  the  news  came  of  his  death.  1  wish  I  could  tell  you  how^  I 
felt  and  how  my  heart  went  out  to  his  kindred  and  con- 
gregation. I  thought  ol  my  adjutant,  a  noble  and  bright  young 
man,  who,  in  battle,  was  cut  down  by  my  side  without  a  moment's 
warning.  Let  me  say  to  those  of  his  people  who  are  here  from 
Yorkville,  it  will  be  long  before  you  will  have  his  like 
again. 

We  are  apt  in  a  time  like  ihis  to  depreciate  the  faults  and  to 
exaggerate  the  virtues  of  our  departed  ones,  but  I  declare  in  the 
house  of  God,  and  realizing  that  God  hears  my  words,  that  T  have 
never  known  one  so  stainless,  so  pure,  so  true,  so  humble  and  so 
absolutely  consecrated  to  the  work  of  the  Master.  The  Guild  of 
St.  Agnes,  a  society  in  his  church  in  Yorkville,  has  sent  flowers 
of  sweetest  fragrance  and  loveliest  hue;  they  are  tied  with  white 
ribbon,  and  on  that  is  painted  in  letters  of  gold  these  words: 
"Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart  for  they  shall  see  God.  If  they 
had  searched  the  Scriptures  through  they  could  not  have  found  a 
text  more  appropriate  to  lay  upon  his  grave.  His  venerated 
father  told  me  last  night  that  he  had  never,  even  when  he  was  a 
child,  had  occasion  to  scold,  or  reprove,  him  for  anything  he  had 
said  or  done.  I  would  rather  have  that  said  of  me  than  ail  the 
panegyrics  a  Macaulay,  if  one  could  be  found,  could  spread  upon 
the  pages  of  the  history  books. 

Let  us  remember  while  we  sorrow  that  the  loss  is  all  ours,  it 
is  all  gain  to  him.  While  it  is  hard  for  us  to  surrender  a  spirit, 
mmd  and  heart  like  his,  yet  we  must  do  it  at  the  Lord's  bidding. 
We  believed  there  were  some  victories  and  triumphs  for  him  on 
earth,  but  now  he  is  enjoying  the  greatest  of  all  triumphs,  for 
death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory  and  he  has  his  crown. — Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian,  July  22,  1896.

Miss  Elliott  is  the  grand  daughter  of  the 
late  Right  Rev,  Stephen  Elliott,  first  Bishop  of  Georgia,  one  of 
the  grandest  Bishops  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  daughter 
of  the  late  Right  Rev.  Robert  W.  B.  Elliott,  Bishop  of  Western 
Texas.

When  he  left  it  he  had  trans- 
formed the  city  and  had  made  it  a  capital  of  which  the  United 
States,  is  rightfully  proud.

(The  Congress  Oration  of  Bro.  Milo  H.  Massey,  of  Ga.  Alpha  Zeta,  now  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  at  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress,  held  at  Cleve- 
land, O.,  at  the  public  exercises.) 

BROTHERS  IN  ALPHA  Tau:  —  Permit  me  to  say  that  it  is  a 
matter  of  genuine  delight  that  I  am  privileged  to  m'ake  my 
appearance  before  this  assembly  of  royal  men.  As  the  scores 
of  representative  Alpha  Taus  are  in  review  before  me,  I  quiver 
that  on  me  lies  the  responsibility  of  standing  where  you  were 
pleased  to  call  my  distinguished  brother  of  Louisiana.  I  share 
with  you  the  great  regret  at  his  inability  to  fill  the  appointment, 
which  it  'Was  our  delight  to  bestow  upon  him  two  years  ago. 
May  I  not  hope  that  your  regret  in  our  brother's  absence  may  be 
changed  into  sympathy  for  me,  that  whatever  lack  there  may  be 
in  my  address,  as  befitting  such  an  occasion,  may  be  made  good 
by  the  sympathetic  hearing  with  which  you  will  favor  me. 

The  clear,  vigorous  and  beautiful  oration  at  our  last  Con- 
gress suggests  the  subject  of  my  address  to-day.  The  honored 
orator  of  that  occasion  spoke  of  the  ideal  American.  I  beg  to 
present  to  you  "the  ideal  Alpha  Tau. 

Every  nation  must  have  an  ideal,  if  it  would  attain  to  any 
degree  of  greatness,  and  that  greatness  is  always  in  exact  pro- 
portion to  the  nobility  of  the  ideal.  The  merest  glance  at  the 
history  of  the  world  is  sufficient  to  prove  this. 

Egypt,  with  her  sombre  philosophy,  fixing  her  sphmx  eye 
across  the  centuries  upon  eternity,  longed  to  be  immortal,  and 
built  and   buried   so  as   to  defy  decay.     Greece,  enamoured  of 
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beauty,  sought  aesthetic  perfection,  and  reached  the  highest 
point  ever  attained  in  sculpture  and  architecture.  Rome  sought 
the  strength  which  comes  from  discipline  and  obedience  to  law, 
and,  following  that  ideal,  she  bent  the  world  to  her  sway,^ — and 
so  it  has  ever  been.  You  will  find  that  every  nation,  whose  name 
is  ever  written  large  on  the  page  of  history, -had  some  ideal,  and 
was  great  in  proportion  as  it  was  faithful  to  it. 

The  gloomy  cloud  of  iJ trial  which  has  recently  swept  over  our 
country  came  happily  in  time  to  show  us  how  unreal  and  trans- 
itory is  material  prosperity, — that  a  nation's  life  consists  no 
more  than  a  man's  in  the  abundance  of  the  things  it  possesses. 
It  is  an  old  idea,  and  quite  a  correct  one,  too,  that  the  form  of 
government  reflects  the  character  of  the  citizen,  which  in  turn 
reflects  the  character  of  government.  ACperfect  commonwealth 
is  but  the  virtue  of  the  citizens  embodied  in  the  institutions  of 
the  country.  Every  vice  generates  some  abuse  or  corruption, 
some  pernicious  disorder,  some  lawless  power  incompatible  with 
national  nobility  and  greatness.  The  late  Professor  Swing  has 
happily  put  it.  *'  It  is  not  enough  to  be  a  citizen;  it  is  not  enough 
to  be  a  Christian;  our  ideal  is  the  Christian  citizen." 

Should  all  .men  cease  to  believe  that  there  is  any  power  above 
them,  any  future  before  them,  anything  in  heaven  or  in  earth  but 
what  their  senses  told  them  of,  does  anyone  believe  that  tbe 
moral  code  would  stand  unshaken,  and  with  it  the  reverence  of 
law,  the  sense  of  duty  toward  the  community  and  toward  the 
generations  to  come?  Another  has  very  fittingly  said:  "Let  a 
man  feel  around  him  the  constant  ministry  of  superior  intelli- 
gences, though  they  be  but  the  creatures  of  his  own  imagination, 
rather  than  look  upon  this  beautiful  world  as  so  much  senseless 
machinery  run  by  a  force  as  unintelligent  as  the  steam  of  facto- 
ries." Aside  from  the  teachings  of  Scripture  and  the  experience 
of  Christendom,  there  faces  us  still  the  same  problem.  We,  each 
of  us,  in  the  deepest  recesses  of  our  hearts,  are  highly  conscious 
of  a  presence  which  is  not  our  own,  communing  with  us  and  call- 
ing us  to  take  up  the  twofold  birthright  of  manhood, — the  mas- 
tery over  visible  things  and,  above  all,  the  mastery  over  our  own 
bodies,    actions  and  thoughts, — and  this  power  of    mysterious 
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communioi]  with  the  invisible  is  always  growing  with  him  who  is 
not  disobedient  to  the  heavenly  vision. 

In  the  broad  area  of  life  there  must  be  a  uniformity  of  prin- 
ciple. There  must  be  in  every  heart  a  €ultivatian  of  that  justice 
which  does  not  consist  in  mere  outward  conformity  or  specific 
acts.  The  seat  of  this  justice  is  in  the  inmost  nature;  it  produces 
the  charm  and  music  of  the  soul;  it  makes  the  whole  nature  of 
the  true  man  a  symphony  of  virtues,  attuned  to  the  mysterious 
and  everlasting  harmonies  of  heaven  and  earth. 

The  ideal,  upon  which  we  would,  for  this  occasion,  fix  our 
gaze,  is  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Incarnated.  The  prime  purpose  of 
our  loved  fraternity  is  tq  hold  up  this  ideal,  and  right  worthily 
has  this  purpose  been  kept  in  view.  Upon  our  roll  are  names 
well  suited  to  be  lights  of  the  nation.  The  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  our  brotherhood  have  so  united  the  hearts  of  our  mem- 
bers, that  we  cherish  the  glad  hope  that  these  principles  will,  in 
our  lives,  issue  in  glorious  fruition.  It^is  difficult  to  adequately 
appreciate  the  sacred  privileges  of  membership  in  such  a  body 
of  men. 

"  To  those  who  know  thee  not,  no  words  can  paint, 
And  those  who  know  thee,  linow  all  words  are  faint. " 

In  our  b'Lennial  council,  here  in  the  atmosphere  of  fraternal 
love,  and  in  the  inspiring  presence  of  these  our  delegates,  let  us 
lay  fresh  hold  of  our  great  principles  and  press  forward  with 
new  energy  toward  the  goal  of  our  ambition. 

Every  man  needs  to  have  his  horizon  widened,  his  sense  of 
awe  and  majesty  touched  by  whatever  calls  him  from  this  busy 
world  of  sight  and  sound,  into  the  stillness  of  faitn  and  com- 
munion with  the  unseen.  There  is  not  one  among  us  all,  I  care 
not  how  young  he  may  be,  who  has  not  heard  or  felt  the  call  in 
his  own  heart,  to  put  aside  all  evil  thoughts  and  desires,  and  to 
live  a  "brave  and  truthful  life  in  the  world.  It  comes  to  us  in  the 
lull  of  our  play,  in  the  leisure  of  our  study,  in  the  hour  of  our 
rest,  and  its  whisper  is  heard  even  in  our  busiest  activities.  In 
Pagan  hearts  the  same  thing  is  found.  The  choice  of  Hercules, 
and  the  Ajax  cry  for  light,  the  witnesses  of  nearly  all  histories 
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and  all  literatures,  show  that  it  is  a  common  experience  with  all 
earnest  men.     Our  own  Emerson  has  told  us: 

"  So  nigh  is  glory  to  our  dust, 

So  near  is  God  to  man, 
When  duty  whispers  low,  '  Thou  must,'  j[ 

The  youth  replies,  '  I  can.'  "  ■^j 

The  incarnation  of  the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  involves 
three  essentials.  The  first  one  to  be  mentioned  of  the  number  is 
Faith.  This  Is  an  element  which  is  no  passive  emotion  but  an 
active  principle  underlying  all  noble  endeavor.  How  useless 
and  irksome  to  society  is  the  man  who  has  neither  self-confidence 
nor  any  degree  of  trust  in  his  fellows,  nor  any  sign  of  faith  in 
God.  A  mere  drone  in  the  hive  of  human  activity,  far  better  is 
it  that  he  die  and  pay  a  premium  on  forgetf ulness  than  to  dream 
of  living  by  proxy  in  this  world  where  action  is  life. 

There  must  be  the  element  of  self -exertion,  if  life-work  be 
worth  anything,  and  the  man,  who,  for  the  sake  of  personal  ease 
or  comfort  would  economize  this,  is  both  a  bungler  and  a  trifler. 
How  many  men  there  are  in  the  world  who  are  satisfied  to  saunter 
along  upon  the  dead-level  of  mediocrity  with  the  plodding  multi- 
tude, and  how  few  there  are,  who,  with  a  noble  purpose,  born  of 
a  strong  confidence  and  an  indomitable  will,  mount  the  hills  of 
high  endeavor  till  from  their  loftier  eminence  faith  points  them 
to  grander  triumphs  beyond. 

To  stimulate  man  to  the  noblest  self- exertion  there  has  been 
set  before  him  a  perfect  example,  and  although  he  may  never  at- 
tain to  its  perfection,  yet  he  who  follows  it  will  surely  reach  a 
higher  ^ank  than  he  who  counts  on  certain  failure,  or  who  aims 
at  a  lower  standard.  Some  may  rise  above  us  in  their  flight,  it  is 
true.  Though  the  poet  and  the  prophet  may  be  borne  in  their 
chariot  of  fire  above  us,  through  the  clouds  and  into  the  clear  skies 
beyond,  and  we  be  unable  to  follow  them,  their  mantle  may,  per- 
chance, fall  upon  us,  and  we  may  go  forth  to  prophesy  in  their 
spirit,  or  we  may  catch  some  spark  of  the  fire  which  glowed  in 
their  bosoms,  and  reflect  upon  the  world  its  light  and  heat: 

Are  there  difficulties  in  the  way,  and  must  men  yield  to  un- 
favoring   circumstances?     The   heroic   soul   answers,    No.     Dis- 
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couragements  may  gather  around  him.     Faith   enables  him  to 
overcome  them,  and  gives  him  added  strength  from  the  conflict. 

"  Noble  souls,  through  dust  and  heat, 

Rise  from  disaster  and  defeat. 
The  stronger; 

And,  conscious  still  of  the  divine 

Within  them,  lie  on  earth  supine 
No^longer." 
Every  thinking  man  who  looks  around  upon  his  fellows  real- 
izing the  great  task  of  education,  must  look  above  him  to  the 
embodiment  of  all  good,  the  infinite  Creator  and  lover  of  men, 
who  desires  the  well-being  and  happiness  of  his  creatures.  Such 
a  man  imbued  with  strong  affection,  profound  devotion,  absolute 
unity  of  purpose,  will  ever  prove  a  mighty  power  in  harmonizing 
forces  human  and  divine,  and  in  elevating  man  toward  the  social 
and  moral  perfection  which  lifts  him  above  all  baseness,  girding 
him  with  truth  and  crowning,  him  with  glory, — giving  him  a 
grander  presence  and  a  nobler  future. 

Added  to  our  Faith  there  must  be  Hope,  that  anchor  to  the 
soul, sure  and  steadfast,  entering  into  that  within  the  vale,  Hope, 
which  banishes  all  despondency,  lights  up  all  gloom,  and  awakens 
in  saddest  hearts  songs  of  heavenly  melody.  Hope,  "like  the 
gleaming  taper's  light,"  cheers  us  for  every  struggle,  transform- 
ing stumbling  stones  in  our  path  into  stepping-stones  for  higher 
achievement.  The  hills  of  difficulty  rise  rugged  and  steep  be- 
fore us,  but  hope  changes  them  at  the  touch  of  our  feet  to  a 
stairway  of  glory  reaching  to  the  celestial  city. 

This  world  is  dark  at  best,  and  rough,  and  with  our  feeble 
powers  we  could  not  make  our  way  through  it  without  Hope,  and 
aHopethatis  heaven-born.  Faith  alone,  though  indispensable, 
does  not  suffice.  Faith  makes  us  steadfast  but  does  not  make  us 
joyous.  Faith  makes  a  hero,  but  Faith  and  Hope  make  a  martyr. 
To  the  man  who  has  no  Hope,  around  whose  horizon  there  is  no 
light,  nothing  is  possible,  Hope,  like  the  star  of  Bethlehem, 
guides  him  through  the  darkness,  like  the  distant  dawn,  tells  him 
of  the  coming  day,  and,  like  an  angel,  points  him  to  the  heavenly 
glory 
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And  along  with  Faith  and  along  with  Hope,  there  must  be 
Love,  the  crowning  excellence  of  all,  the  corner-stone  of  charac- 
ter. Let  this  grace,  my  brothers,  be  the  consummation  of  our 
greatness.  Love  hesitates  at  no  sacrifice,  counts  all  labor  a  joy, 
and  welcomes  death  at  the  call  of  duty,  whether  that  death  be 
that  of  a  hero  upon  the  field  of  battle,  of  a  martyr  at  the  stake, 
or  of  a  faithful  laborer  who  has  "finished  his  course,  fought  the 
fight  and  kept  the  faith,"  Love  gives  beauty  and  symmetry  to 
life.  All  the  beauty  of  the  universe  is  but  the  outflashing  of  the 
love  of  the  Eternal.  Love  binds  heart  to  heart,  home  to  home, 
and  makes  of  mankind  one  great  brotherhood.  It  is  not  the  lack 
of  money,  or  the  lack  of  machinery,  or  the  lack  of  learning,  from 
which  the  world  to-day  is  chiefly  suffering,  but  the  lack  of  Love. 
Love  has  given  to  us  our  motto,  and  in  proportion  as  we  are 
filled  w^ith  Love  will  we  be  able  to  bless  the  world.  Let  it  not  be 
forgotten  that  Love  means  self-denial.  Never  was  a  man  known 
to  be  worth  anything  to  humanity  without  the  practice  of  self- 
denying  Love.  The  worst  education  which  teaches  simplicity  and 
self-denial  is  better  than  the  best  which  omits  these. 

Self-indulgence  ruins  men.  It  is  the  Delilah  by  which  many 
a  noble  head  has  been  shorn  of  its  strength  and  manhood  for- 
ever. Self-denial  makes  men  strong.  It  is  the  angel  of  glowing 
conviction  and  high  purpose  that  leads  men  ever  onward  over  a 
rough  and  thorny  path,  it  may  be,  but  finally  puts  a  crown  of 
lasting  glory  upon  their  brows.  There  is  self-indulgence  in  the 
terror-stricken,  ruined  Belshazzar,  trembling  in  the  midst  of  his 
drunken  lords  and  debased  concubines.  There  is  self-denial  in 
the  prophet  who  stands  erect  before  him  to  pronounce  his  well- 
deserved  doom. 

While  Love  involves  self-denial,  it  also  involves  self -consecra 
tion  to  a  noble  object.  Instead  of  saying,  "I  am  my  own  mas- 
ter and  will  do  as  I  please,"  Love  says,  "  I  am  not  my  own;  I  will 
live  for  others,  for  truth  and  for  God."  A  man  may  gather  in 
from  the  rich  stores  about  him  all  that  he  thinks  will  gratify  his 
physical  desires,  inform  his  mind  and  increase  his  power;  all  that 
can  add  to  his  temporal  prosperity  and  win  for  him  a  place  and  a 
name  among  the  worldly  wise,  but  he  will  find. 
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"  Despite  those  titles,  power  and  pelf, 

The  wretch  concentered  all  in  self, 

Living,  shall  forfeit  fair  renown, 

And,  doubly  dying,  shall  go  down 

To  the  vile  dust  from  whence  he  sprung, 

Unwept,  unhonored  and  unsung." 
With  Love  he  extracts  the  poison  from  life  and  the  sting  from 
death.  He  walks  with  nature  and  has  lasting  communion  with 
that  wisdom  whose  "ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  her 
paths  are  peace."  He  may  reap  the  golden  harvest  of  commerce, 
secure  the  gems  of  enterprise  and  art,  or  cull  the  fairest  flowers 
of  literature.  He  may  lay  heaven  and  earth,  mind  and  matter, 
society  and  solitude,  nature  and  art,  under  contribution  to  aid  him. 
He  may  live  as  lives  the  oak  that  draws  its  nourishment  from 
every  clod  of  earth  at  its  roots,  from  every  particle  in  the  at- 
mosphere about  its  trunk  from  every  drop  of  dew  that  glistens 
upon  its  leaves,  from  every  sunbeam  that  plays  amid  its  foliage, 
and  gains  strength  from  every  passing  blast,  and  every  gentle 
breeze  that  sweeps  over  it. 

Faith,  Hope  and  Love — these  three;  they  are  not  distinct 
and  separate,  except  in  theory  and  for  purposes  of  discussion.  In 
realization  they  are  one.  Neither  is  complete  without  the  other 
two. 

Looking  around  us  among  the  dwarfed  and  stunted  and 
maimed  characters  of  the  centuries,  for  the  ideal  embodiment  of 
these  graces  and  virtues,  for  they  are  both,  we  find  the  object  of 
our  search,  the  real  incarnation  of  Faith  and  Hope  and  Love, 
nearly  nineteen  centuries  ago,  walking  the  hills  of  Galilee  and 
the  streets  of  Jerusalem, giving  Faith  to  the  unbelieving, Hope  to 
the  despairing,  and  saying:  "By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye 
are  my  disciples' if  ye  have  Love  one  to  another,"

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JASON  E.  HAMMOND. 

AMONG  all  the  men  whom  Beta  Kappa  has  been  proud  to  call 
her  own,  none  is  pointed  to  with  more  pride  and  a  higher 
feeling  of  respect  than  the  Hon.  J.  E.  Hammond. 

He  v/as  born  May  17th,  1862,  on  a  farm  in  Hillsdale  County, 
Mich.  His  early  days  were  passed  amid  rural  scenes  and  in  the 
trying  times  which  so  affected  the  farming  classes  during  and 
after  the  war.  But,  it  was  in  these  seeming  adverse  circum- 
stances that  the  possibility  of  dross  was  eliminated  from  his  char- 
acter and  the  purer,  finer  elements  of  a  noble,  upright  manhood 
were  early  engrafted  into  his  nature  and  carefully  and  zealously 
fostered.  His  parents,  though  not  wealthy,  were  highly  re- 
spected and,  before  the  death  of  his  mother,  when  he  was  but  a 
lad  of  fourteen,  the  beauty,  uprightness  and  simplicity  of  her  life 
had  left  an  indelible  impression  on  the  life  of  the  son,  who  from 
this  time,  was  to  meet  the  buffetings  and  stern  realities  of  the 
world. 

From  earliest  childhood,  one  of  the  foremost  ambitions  of  his 
life  was  to  become  acquainted  with  the  best  and  most  influential 
forces  which  tend  to  give  breadth  to  the  mental  horizon,  a  high 
conception  of  the  relations  of  the  individual  to  the  general  gov- 
ernment, a  thorough  comprehension  of  the  responsibility  of  man 
to  man  and  a  clear  unbiased  judgment  to  discriminate  between 
truth  and  error.  His  watchword  is  and  always  has  been,  "Pro- 
gress", With  indomitable  courage,  a  determination  which  knew 
no  defeat,  and  a  perseverance  which  would  never  compromise, 
young  Hammond  began  his  college  career  at  Hillsdale  College. 
While  yet  an  undergraduate,  he  continued  his  studies  at  the 
Michigan  Agricultural  College  under  circumstances  and  in  the 
face  of  such  opposition  as  would  have  disheartened  any  but  one 
who  was  possessed  of  those  knightly  qualities,  those  keen,  far- 
sighted  powers  of  discernment,  that  insatiable  love  for  Truth 
which  has  ever  prompted  and  directed  the  ambitions  and  aspira- 
tions of  our  wisest  legislators  and  most  trustworthy  public  citi- 
zens.    As  would  be  expected  from  such  a  student,  he  graduated 
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in  1886  from  M.  A.  C.  with  honors,  after  having  held  all  the  of- 
fices of  trust  and  distinction  which  it  was  within  the  power  of  his 
fellows  to  bestow. 

After  graduation  he  pursued  the  vocation  of  teacher  for  about 
five  years.  During  this  time  he  made  a  close  study  of  pedagogi- 
cal principles  and  their  practical  workings.  As  instructor,  he 
was  always  conscientious  and  thorough  in  his  labors,  kind  and 
courteous  to  those  over  whom  he  had  control,  always  giving  more 
by  way  of  instruction,  help,  advice  and  counsel  than  the  pittance 
which  he  received  could  possibly  remunerate.  His  labors  were 
not  then,  nor  have  they  ever  been,  measured  by  the  financial 
compensation  which  he  received. 

Later,  thinking  to  pursue  the  profession  of  law,  he  spent 
three  summer  vacations  reading  law  with  the  Hon.  A.  B.  St. 
John,  of  Hillsdale,  Mich.  In  this  work  he  laid  a  broad  founda- 
tion for  a  liberal  acquaintance  with  law  and  jurisprudence— a 
knowledge  which,  as  .it  later  developed,  has  been  of  inestimable 
value  to  him.  His  large  acquaintance  with  pedagogical  prin- 
ciples, his  thorough  sympathy  with  school  work,  his  unqualified 
popularity,  and  undoubted  worth,  led  in  1891  to  his  appointment 
to  the  office  of  School  Commissioner  of  Hillsdale  county.  In  this 
capacity  the  transforming  and  reorganizing  power  of  his  skill 
was  seen.  Where  before  order < was  wanting,  he  systematized;  in 
place  of  independent  effort,  he  substituted  unified  and  concerted 
action;  where  incompetent  and  misleading  methods  were  pursued, 
he  introduced  proficient  and  trustworthy  instruction  and  instruc- 
tprs.  He  ever  aimed  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  most  progressive 
methods  and  educational  leaders,  as  well  as  carefully  heeding  the 
petitions  and  instructions  of  his  immediate  constituents,  succeed- 
ing always  in  keeping  a  healthy  spirit  of  harmony,  unity  and  ad- 
vancement among  the  schools  and  at  the  same  time  a  well  quali- 
fied corps  of  high  minded  and  competent  teachers.  Having  these 
distinguishing  characteristics,  made  prominent  through  careful 
and  continuous  labor,  and  constant  because  of  a  mind  thoroughly 
equipped,  broad,  comprehensive,  fair,  it  was  not  strange  that 
Bro.  Hammond  should  have  been  the  man  who  should  be  consid- 
ered as  preeminently  qualified  for  the  appointment  to    the  office 
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of  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in  1893 — an  honor 
which  came  to  him  unsought  and  unexpected.  During  his  con- 
tinuance in  the  new  office,  beside  attending  to  all  the  arduous 
duties  inherent  in  such  an  office,  Bro.  Hammond  found  time  to 
compile  his  manual  entitled  "'School  Law  of  Michigan,"  a  book 
invaluable  to  student  and  teacher  alike. 

All  his  life  as  student,  teacher,  superintendent,  county  com- 
missioner and  deputy  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  has 
been  a  school  of  preparation,  every  opportunity  of  which  has 
been  improved,  every  precept  has  been  carefully  noted  and  every 
chance  for  clearer  insight  into  the  needs  of  humanity  has  been 
studiously  considered  and  wisely  disposed  of.  So,  when  he  was 
nominated  by  the  Republican  party  for  the  office  of  Supt.  of 
Public  Instruction  for  the  State  of  Michigan,  it  was  but  a  just 
and  deserving  recognition  of  services  which  had  been  far  reach- 
ing in  their  influence  and  acceptable  to  all,  and  his  election  to  the 
office  was  but  a  happy  and  fitting  testimonial  of  the  high  esteem 
and  gracious  honor  which  the  people  of  Michigan  wished  to  tender 
to  him.  The  fact  of  his  being  the  youngest  man  ever  elected  to 
the  important  office  which  now  rests  on  his  shoulders,  is  a  sure 
proof  of  his  worth,  ability  and  fitness.  In  1893,  Bro.  Hammond 
was  married  to  Miss  Genevieve  P.  Whittier,  of  Jonesville,  Mich., 
who  has  ever  been  a  kind,  sympathetic  and  helpful  companion. 
An  infant  son  constitutes  the  remaining  portion  of  the  hospit- 
able and  happy  family. 

Through  all  the  course  of  his  rapidly  rising  career,  Bro. 
Hammond  has  never  forgotten  Beta  Kappa  or  our  dearly  beloved 
fraternity,  but  remains  a  staunch  and  loyal  brother,  ready  to  ex- 
emplify by  deed  as  well  as  word  the  fundamental  and  eternal 
principles  upon  which  our  brotherhood  rests. 

His  brief  but  brilliant  career  is  sufficient  commentary  upon 
his  citizenship.  As  an  official,  he  is  keen,  clear,  obliging  and 
exact.  As  a  man,  he  is  beheld  with  sincerest  respect  and  pride, 
and  as  a  husband  and  father,  he  is  indulgent,  true  and  blameless. 
He  is  a  man  who  graces  our  fraternity,  and  whom  it  is  a  pleasure 
and  honor  to  consider  as  a  brother. 


RESPONSE  BY  JAMES  B.  GREEN  TO  TOAST. 

"ALPHA  TAU  ATTHE  BAR." 

MY  Brothers: — A  bishop  once  asked  a  law  teacher  how  he 
could  reconcile  it  to  his  conscience  to  bring  up  young  men 
in  a  profession  which  the  Bible  so  strongly  .condemned — "Woe  unto 
you  lawyers  for  ye  bind  hard  burdens  and  grievous  to  be  borne 
and  lay  them  upon  men's  shoulders  while  you  yourselves  will  not 
touch  them  with  one  of  your  fingers."  The  reply  was,  ''They 
are  not  lawyers,  but  preachers,  that  the  text  refers  to,  the  teach- 
ers and  expounders  of  the  Mosaic  law  and  not  municipal  and  con- 
stitutional lawyers  as  we  know  them." 

His  reverence  shook  his  head  gravely  and  went  forth  a  sadder 
and  a  wiser  man.  If  any  of  you  labor  under  similar  delusions,  let 
them  be  dispelled. 

My  subject  naturally  splits  into  twenty -two  main  branches. 
If  I  had  brought  my  powers  as  a  metaphysical  psychologist 
to  bear,  it  might  have  done  better,  but  I  concluded  to  act  as  a 
condenser,  pruning  knife,  boiler,  or  other  machine  to  lessen  bulk, 
not  wishing  to  be  speaking  here  till  1898. 

The  matter  then  assumes  the  shape  of  three  questions.  Why 
is  Alpha  Tau  at  the  bar?  Where  is  he  at  the  bar?  And  what  bar 
is  he  at?  And  the  answers  to  be  given  from  a  political,  a  practi- 
cal and  a  poetical  point  of  view. 

Following  the  example  of  the  last  presidential  message  I  call 
to  mind  that  the  nation  has  passed  through  a  somewhat  heated 
contest  in  which  one  of  Ohio's  favorite  sons  was  fortunate.  Some 
of  h:s  admirers  have  compared  him  with  the  late  Napoleon  Bon- 
aparte, but  this  ignores  the  existence  of  his  great  general  and 
friend,  Marcus  Antonius  Hannaus.  I  think  a  happier  parallel 
would  be  Julius  Caesar,  and  1  hope  no  light-minded  person  will 
spoil  the  analogy  by  the  inquiry,  "Hanna,  how  is  your  ma;" 
though  the  health  of  the  female  "members  of  that  gentleman's 
family  may  now  be  an  object  of   national   solicitude. 

You  have  been  informed  more  than  once  that  this  is 
a    government    of,    for    and     by     the    people.      Who    are    the 
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people?  Evil  disposed  men  have  been  heard  to  say  they 
are  the  lawyers,  that  the  whole  machinery  of  state  and 
national  government  runs  for  the  benefit  of  that  class; 
others,  that  they  are  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States  of  Ohio, 
and  more  affirm  .that  these  propositions  connect  New  England 
with  the  government.  Such  remarks  spring  from  envy,  hatred, 
malice,  and  all  uncharitableness.  It  is  true  that  no  country  on 
the  globe  affords  to  the  legal  profession  more  opportunities  for 
places  of  honor,  trust,  and  emolument;  but  that  is  because  a 
knowledge  of  the  law  fits  men  for  executive,  legislative  and 
judicial  duties.  While  men  ignore  the  golden  rule,  while  hum- 
bugs ply  their  trade,  while  buzzards  are  mistaken  for  eagles,  and 
the  ''treacherous  dealer  dealeth  treacherously,"  while  we  have 
inspectors  who  don't  inspect,  directors  who  don't  direct,  correc- 
tors who  don't  correct  and  detectors  who  don't  detect,  there  will 
be  need  of  Alpha  Tau  at  the  bar  and  he  will  be  there.  As  for 
Ohio,  her  great  enterprises  to  promote  education,  industry  and 
commercial  importance,  her  consequent  wealth  and  intelligence, 
entitle  her  to  a  potent  influence  under  our  republician  system. 
As  long  as  we  need  presidents,  cabinets,  senators,  and  diplomats, 
she  will  be  found  doing  business  at  the  old  stand  with  a  large 
and  varied  assortment  of  raw  and  finished  material  on  hand.  It 
is  said  that  when  the  Mayflower  came  otf  Plymouth  Rock  a 
meeting  was  held  in  her  cabin  when  the  following  resolutions 
were  passed:  "Resolved,  1st — That  the  earth  is  the  Lord's  and 
the  fullness  thereof.  2nd — That  the  Lord  has  given  the  earth 
to  his  people.  3rd — That  we  are  the  people."  Whether  this  be 
history  or  not,  I  can  not  undertake  to  say.  But  I  am  sure  that  as 
long  as  men  have  a  thirst  for  letters,  culture,  science,  philosophy, 
dogma  and  ism,  as  long  as  any  part  of  the  earth  stands  in  need  of 
a  claimant.  New  England  will  be  with  us.  Following  Browning, 
as  to  the  national  aspect  of  late  party  strife,  and  Edward  Lear  as 
to  personal  characteristics  of  some  participants  therein,  I  have 
attempted  to  chrystalize  and  embalm  in  verse  some  of  its  feat- 
ures.    First  by  way  of  allegory: 

There  were  three  ships, 

Three  gallant  ships  of  old, 
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That  sail'd  away  into  the  Northern  Sea 
Into  the  polar  cold. 

The  first  was  Give,  the  other,  Take, 

And  the  third  was  called  the  Gringer-Cake. 

Grive  was  crushed  by  bergs  of  ice. 

And  Take  got  grounded  on  a  rock, 
Their  hungry  crews  boarded  the  third 

And  ate  her  up — lock,  barrel  and  stock. 

You  will  readily  recognize  the  persons 
To  whom  these  other  lines  refer. 

There  was  a  young  man  of  the  North 

Who  in  quest  of  adventure  went  forth, 

In  the  West — wild  and  wooly. 

He  realized  fully 

'Twas  risky  to  cut  a  wide  swath. 

There  was  a  young  man  of  the  East, 
Who  wanted  sound  money  increased, 
He  rode  on  a  wheel,  caught  fish  with  a  reel 
And  was  counted  a  swell  at  a  feast. 

There  was  a  young  man  of  the  West, 

Who  considered  "Free  Silver"  the  best,

'Til  the  people  cried — "Give  us  a  rest."

This  is 
adapted  to  music  for  any  who  choose  to  sing  it.  Tune — Sweet 
Standard  Oil. 

Many  dramatic  and  often  comedy  features  are  presented 
in  the  course  of  a  lawyer's  practice.  County  court  day  in  our 
state  is  notable  every  month.  People  flock  in  without  any  busi- 
ness in  court,on  all  kinds  of  specimens  of  horse  flesh  and  in  every 
manner  of  vehicle,  for  the  purpose  of  talking  politics,  listening 
(as  in  "Drumtochty"),  making  bargains,  paying  debts,  or  renew- 
ing old  notes,  growling  over  weather,  bugs,  crows  and  all  the 
numerous  plagues  of  farmers,  and  occasionally  fighting  it  out  on 
the  court  green. 

'*Mr.  Sheriff,"  said  the  judge,  "What's  the  cause  of  all 
this  disorder  in  the  court  room."

The  evidence  of  guilt  was  overwhelming  and  at  the 
argument  the  judge  said,  "I  sentence  you  to  be  hanged  before 
sun  down."

I  have  not  indulged  in  the  sad  reminiscent  nor  yet  in  the  florid 
looking  forward  style,  but  standing  midway  on  the  bridge  of  life, 
I  have  held  your  attention  to  the  present.  My  soul  is  sitting 
pondering  the  questions  of  the  now,  the  whyness  of  the  where- 
fore and  the  howness  of  the  how.

THE  GREATEST  OF  ALL  CONGRESSES  OF  OUR  FRATERNITY  IN 
MANY  RESPECTS.— A  DETAILED  ACCOUNT  OF  ITS  WORK 
'  AND  DIVERSIONS. 

IT  is  with  a  sigh  that  we  record  that  the  Fifteenth  Biennial 
Congress  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  has  met,  fulfilled 
its  mission,  disbanded,  and  is  now  history.  No  brother  in  attend- 
ance will  fail  to  join  in  the  regret  that  it  was,  necessarily,  of 
such  brief  duration,  and  yet  it  would  be  very  difficult  indeed  to 
convey  to  those  not  present  an  adequate  idea  of  the  many  pleas- 
ant features  of  the  best  attended  Congress  in  the  history  of  glori- 
ous old  Alpha  Tau  Omega.

Reports  of  the  Fourteenth  Biennial  Congress  at  Washington 
were  called  for  and  given  by  Bros.  E.  F.  Eldredge, Herbert  Johns 
and  E.  J.  Shives,  all  of  whom  were  listened  to  with  much  interest. 

Reports  were  then  given  by  representatives  of  the  different 
Ohio  chapters.  Bro.  H.  F.  Norton  made  an  interesting  report  of 
the  history  and  condition  of  Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  showing  her  success 
in  every  line  of  chapter  work,  and  the  delegates  of  the  other 
chapters  represented  made  equally  satisfactory  reports  of  their 
respective  chapters. 

Bro.  C.  M.  Lemmon  was  elected  as  delegate  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress,  and  all  questions  which 
it  was  thought  were  likely  to  arise  at  its  meetings,  such  as  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Sixteenth  Congress,  chapter  exten- 
sion and  other  matters  of  fraternity  policy,  were  generally  dis- 
cussed, for  the  instruction  of  the  delegate. 

Bros.  A.  A.  Henderson,  of  Ohio  Beta  Omega,  E.  F.  Eldredge, 
of  Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  and  W.  R.  Bass,  of  Ohio  Beta  Eta,  were  ap- 
pointed as  a  committee  to  select  the  time  and  place  of  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Association. 

Bro.  A.  A.  Henderson  was  elected  president  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  ensuing  year,  and  Bro.  Howard  G.  Jones,  secretary. 

After  a  discussion  of  the  plans  for  the  establishment  of  Con- 
gress at  Cleveland,  the  Association  adjourned  to  meet  at  time 
and  place  to  be  fixed  by  Committee  above  named. 

SEVENTH  ANNUAL  CONCLAVE  OF  OHIO  CHAPTERS. 

It  is  generally  conceded  throughout  Alpha  Taudom  that  no- 
where are  brothers  more  active  in  our  fraternity  interests  than 
in  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  those  who  attended  the  Seventh  Annual 
Conclave  of  the  active  chapters  of  that  state  were  fully  convinced 
that  this  reputation  for  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  is  well  merited. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  the  banquet  hall  of  the  Hollenden 
Hotel  on  Dec.  29th,    1896,  and  wais  promptly  called  to  order  at 
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2:30  p.  M.  by  Bro.  W.  B.  Pearson,  of  Ohio  Beta  Eta,  who  pre- 
sided in  the  absence  of  Bro.  Hummon,  of  Ohio  Alphi  Psi,  and 
Bros.  Pearson  and  P,  R.  Hickok,  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  were  there- 
upon chosen  president  and  secretary  pro  tern.,  respectively. 

The  reports  of  the  different  chapters  participating  in  the 
Conclave  were  then  presented  as  follows: — Ohio  Beta  Mu,  at  Uni- 
versity of  Wooster,  by  Bro.  H.  G.  Jones.  Ohio  Alpha  Psi,  at 
Wittenberg  College,  by  Bro.  C.  E.  Hildum.  Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  at 
Mt.  Union  College,  by  Bro.  E.  J.  Wightman.  Ohio  Beta  Omega, 
at  Ohio  State  University,  by  Bro.  A.  A.  Henderson.  Ohio  Beta 
Eta,  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  by  Bro.  J.  B.  Braden.  Ohio 
Beta  Rho,  at  Marietta  College,  by  Bro.  E.  B.  Follett.

It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Game,  of  Ohio  Beta  Omega,  and  sec- 
onded by  Bro.  Jones,  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  that  a  nominating  com- 
mittee of  five  brothers  be  appointed  by  the  president  to  submit 
nominations  for  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  Bros.  Game,  of 
Ohio  Beta  Omega,  Jones,  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  Braden,  of  Ohio  Beta 
Eta,  Marsh,  of  Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  and  Hildum,  of  Ohio  Alpha  Psi, 
were  thereupon  appointed  as  such  nominating  committee. 

While  the  committee  on  nominations  was  out,  the  Conclave 
was  addressed  by  Worthy  Grand  Chief  Glazebrook,  who  especial- 
ly complimented  the  Ohio  chapters  on  the  splendid  success  of 
their  state  conclave  plan,  and  spoke  of  its  strengthening  influence 
on  the  general  fraternity.  He  also  congratulated  the  Ohio 
brothers  on  their  admirable  state  catalogue  and  on  having  the 
most  efficient  state  alumni  association  in  the  fraternity,  and  gave 
them  helpful  suggestions  for  the  conduct  of  their  fraternity  work. 
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The  Committee  on  Nominations  then  reported  the  following 
slate: — President,  Bro.  W.  O.  Mclntire,  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu;  vice- 
president,  Bro.  F.  B.  McKinney,  of  Ohio  Beta  Rho;  secretary, 
Bro.  Levi  Rawson,  of  Ohio  Beta  Omega;  treasurer,  T.  L.  Caskey, 
of  Ohio  Alpha  Nu.  It  was  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  Conclave 
as  reported,  and  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  meeting  was  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  above  officers. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and  upon 
proper  motions  by  Bros.  Game  and  Jones,  the  new  office  of 
Worthy  Keeper  of  Annals,  with  substantially  the  same  duties  of 
the  corresponding  officer  in  the  chapter,  was  created,  and  it  was 
afterward  resolved  that  the  secretary  of  the  Conclave  from  year  to 
year  should  look  after  this,  in  addition  to  his  other  work.  It  was 
also  provided  that  by-laws  for  the  Conclave  be  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted for  approval  to  that  body  and  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief. 

Before  adjoinment,  the  Conclave  listened  to  some  very  inter- 
esting and  inspiring  remarks  from  Bro.  Edward  Lyle,  of  New 
York  Alpha  Lambda,  Bro.  Hodgson,  of  New  York  Beta  Theta, 
Bro.  Ellsworth,  of  North  Carolina  Alpha  Chi,  and  Bro.  Atwood, 
of  New  York  Beta  Theta. 

THE  FIRST   MEETING  OP   CONGRESS. 

Many  brothers  had  hastened  to  Cleveland  in  advance  of  the 
time  fixed  for  the  formal  opening  of  Congress,  in  order  to  attend 
the  meetings  of 'the  Ohio  Alumni  Association  and  the  Conclave 
of  the  Ohio  chapters,  and  to  form  an  early  acquaintance  with  the 
members  of  the  local  association;  but  the  majority  of  the  dele- 
gates and  guests  of  Congress  did  not  arrive  until  Tuesday  night, 
Dec.  29th,  1896,  or  early  Wednesday  morning.  All  of  them  found 
a  very  hearty  welcome  at  the  hands  of  the  local  committee  and 
the  brothers  who  had  preceded  them,  and  the  management  of  the 
Hollenden  was  prepared  to  receive  all  in  a  royal  manner.  There 
was  no  mistaking  the  chosen  headquarters,  for  the  stars  and 
stripes  were  stretched  across  the  street  in  front  of  the  hotel,  bear- 
ing the  words  "Welcome  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega."  The  two  meet- 
ings of  the  Ohio  brothers  were,  of  course,  a  means  of  making! 
many  of  the  delegates  and  visiting  brothers  acquainted,  and  be- 
sides each  brother  considered  himself  a  member  of  the  unofficial 
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Committee  on  Introductions,  and  every  Maltese  Cross  and  dele- 
gate's ribbon  was  a  reminder  of  his  duty.  So  it  is  not  strange 
that,  before  the  formal  opening  of  Congress,  each  brother  felt 
acquainted  with  every  other  brother  in  Cleveland,  although  he 
might  have  found  it  difficult  to  call  each  by  his  proper  surname; 
"brother"  was  all  sufficient,  however,  for  the  purpose. 

It  was,  therefore,  a  well-prepared  body  that  assembled  in 
the  very  pleasant  and  suitable  rooms  of  the  Cleveland  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  as  the  legislative  body  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  In 
many  ways,  it  differed  from  previous  Congresses.  There  were 
not  a  half  dozen  present  who  had  been  at  Richmond  in  1890, 
Nashville,  in  1892,  and  Washington,  in  1896,  and  new  chapters  and 
alumni  associations  were  represented  and  old  chapters  which  had 
delegates  at  those  Congresses  were  not  represented  here;  but,  in 
spite  of  the  changes  in  the  personnel  of  Congress,  there  was 
noticeable  the  constant  feature  of  all  its  meetings,  viz.,  loyalty  to 
the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  ardent  enthusiasm  and 
interest  in  her  welfare.  There  was  at  the  Fifteenth  Biennial 
Congress,  also,  as  compared  with  recent  Congresses,  an  innova- 
tion which  should  not  have  been  an  innovation,  and  that  was  an 
adherence  to  the  forms  prescribed  in  the  Secret  Work  for  the 
opening  and  closing  of  its  sessions,  and,  through  the  kindness  of 
Ohio  Beta  Mu,  the  grand  officers  were  provided  with  the  proper 
regalia. 

Congress  was  opened  promptly  at  the  fixed  hour  and  found 
the  largest  number  of  delegates  in  the  history  of  the  fraternity, 
seated,  and  ready  for  work.  Of  the  Grand  Officers,  only  two,  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chaplain  and  Worthy  High  Chancellor,  were  ab- 
sent, and  it  was  utterly  out  of  the  question  for  them  to  attend. 
Bro.  James  E.  Green,  Tenn.  Alpha  Tau,  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  the  former  office  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and  Bro. 
Paul  R.  Hickok,  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  was  appointed  Worthy  Grand 
Usher;  Bro.  W.  B.  Pearson,  Ohio  Beta  Eta,  Worthy  Grand  Sen- 
tinel, and  Bro.  Reed  H.  Game,  Ohio  Beta  Omega,  Assistant 
Worthy  Grand  Sentinel. 

THE  APPOINTMENT  OF   COMMITTEES. 

Extreme  good  judgment  was  exercised  by  the  Worthy  Grand 
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Chief  in  the  appointment  of  the  regular  Congress  committees  as 
follows:

After  the  announcement  of  the  committees,  on  motion,  the 
reading  of  the  journal  of  the  last  Congress  was  dispensed  with, 
although  it  appeared  that  same  had  been  prepared  in  admirable 
shape,  together  with  journals  of  preceeding  Congresses  by  Wor- 
thy Grand  Scribe  White.  Through  his  efforts,  there  need  be  no 
trouble  in  the  future  about  the  official  minutes  of  Congress,  as 
they  are  all  splendidly  preserved  in  a  suitable  book,  well  adapted 
to  the  purpose,  The  minutes  of  the  Fourteenth  Biennial  Con- 
gress were  so  fully  reported  in  the  Palm,  that  the  reading  of  the 
journal  would  have  been  a  mere  repeiition  of  its  contents. 
report  of  the  w.  g.  c.  andw.  g.  k.  a. 

The  report  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  for  the  last  two  years 
was  in  admirable  form  and  was  received  with  much  interest.  It 
showed  the  order  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition,  and  that  the 
management  of  this  high  office  had  been  in  the  best  of  hands.  A 
very  instructive  survey  of  the  various  chapters  and  associations 
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was  made,  and  the  subjects  of  extension  and  the  treatment  of 
weak  chapters  was  considered  in  a  most  commendable  manner. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  Worthy  GrandcChief,  extension  work 
has  been  carried  on  conservatively  and  wisely,  and  new  life  has 
been  infused  into  some  of  the  almost  lifeless  branches  of  the 
order,  while  the  pruning  knife  has-been  applied  to  those  chapters 
which  were  in  such-a  condition  as  to  be  a  menace  to  the  strength 
of  the  order,  rather  than  a  support  to  it,  with  a  rare  sagacity. 
The  report  contained  many  valuable  suggestions,  which  were 
wisely  embodied  in  the  form  of  legislation  by  Congress.  The 
close  of  the  report  was  marked  by  continued  applause  and  by  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  yell. 

The  report  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  was  also 
of  great  interest,  showing  a  very  large  amount  of  work  on  the 
part  of  both  Bro.  Green  and  Bro.  Ruflin.  Its  history  of  the 
splendid  work  on  the  catalogue  was  particularly  well  received,  as 
were  also  the  suggestions  as  to  the  better  co-operation  of  the 
chapter  officers  with  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  The  annals  are  now  shown 
to  be  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition,  for  which  Bro.  Ruffin  gave 
a  very  large  measure  of  credit  to  the  efficient  Committee  on  Cat- 
alogue. His  announcement  that  the  Catalogue  would  surely  be 
ready  for  delivery  by  the  date  fixed  was  one  of  the  most  gratify- 
ing pieces  of  news  which  has  been  given  to  the  fraternity  during 
its  entire  history  and  it  was  hailed  in  the  usual  Alpha  Tau 
manner.

Three  representatives  being  present  from  Pennsylvania,  it 
was  decided  by  those  representatives  that  when  the  Allentown, 
Pa.,  representative  was  present  it  should  have  the  vote,  other- 
wise Bro.  Hosack  of  the  Pittsburg  Alumni  Association  should 
cast  the  vote. 

Telegrams  and  letters  of  regret  were  read  by  the  Worthy 
Grand  Scribe  from  Hon.  Thomas  G  Hayes,  of  Baltimore,  Md. ; 
Hon.  Erskine  M.  Ross,  of  San  Francisco,  Cal. ;  Henry  D.  Jump, 
of  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  and  other  prominent  brothers,  and  a  com- 
mittee of  three,  consisting  of  Bros.  Thos.  Rufiin,  James  E.  Green 
and  Zac  Tolliver,  was  appointed  to  reply  to  same.  This  ended 
the  first  morning  session. 

SECOND  SESSION  OF  CONGRESS. 

Promptly  at  2  P.  M.,  the  work  of  Congress  was  resumed, 
and,  first  of  all,  a  cordial  invitation  was  extended  to  Congress  by 
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the  Ohio  chapters  to  a  reception  at  the  Hollenden,  Wednesday 
night,  which  was  accepted  with  thanks. 

An  invitation  was  also  received  from  the  Cleveland  Chamber 
of  Congress  to  its  annual  reception,  the  following  night,  which 
was  also  accepted  in  an  appropriate  manner  by  Congress. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternity  Banner,  appointed 
at  Washington  in  1894,  showed  that  the  matter  had  been  thor- 
oughly investigated  by  the  committee,  and  that  the  design  which 
appeared  in  the  June  number  of  the  Palm  was  the  most  accept- 
able. The  Committee  was  unable  to  make  any  recommendation 
to  Congress,  owing  to  the  lack  of  an  appropriation.  It  was  found 
that  it  would  be  necessary  to  import  the  material  for  a  suitable 
banner.  After  considerable  discussion  the  amount  to  be  used 
for  this  purpose  was  limited  to  |75,  and,  on  proper  motion,  the 
committee  was  continued. 

At  the  Fourteenth  Biennial  Congress,  N.  Y.  BetaJ  Theta 
chapter  was  appointed  a  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Song 
Book.  The  report  of  the  committee,  signed  by  C.  C.  Clinton,  as 
chairman,  showed  a  critical  consideration  of  the  old  collection  of 
songs  and  recommended  the  selection  of  certain  of  them  for  the 
revised  song  book,  and  the  revision  or  exclusion  of  others,  and 
urgently  requested  the  contribution  by  the  various  chapters  and 
individual  brothers  of  song  and  music. 

No  appropriation  having  been  made  for  the  work  of  this  com- 
mittee and  no  suggestion  having  been  made  by  Congress  for  the 
expense  of  the  publication,  only  general  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
the  new  work  were  presented.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the 
committee  continued. 

The  reports  of  chapters  and^alumni  associations  were  then 
taken  up,  and  almost  without  exception,  they  showed  prosperity 
and  strength.  They  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  number  of 
the  Palm,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  .every  chapter  and  nearly 
every  association  sent  in  a  report. 

On  the  report  of  the  Committeejon  Photographs  it  was  voted 
by  Congress  that  the  Congress  group  be  taken  at  the  Soldiers' 
and  Sailors'  monument  at  noon  Friday.  Jan.  1st,  1897. 

After  listening  to  the  painstaking  report  of  the  efficient  Com- 
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mittee  on  Catalogue,  which  showed  the  virtual  completion  of  its 
arduous  undertaking,  and  manifesting  approval  in  the  heartiest 
manner,  Congress  adjourned. 

RECEPTION  BY  OHIO  CHAPTERS. 

One  of  the  most  enjoyable  of  the  social  features  of  Congress 
was  the  reception  extended  to  the  visiting  brothers  by  the  Ohio 
chapters  after  their  first  day's  work.  It  was  held  in  the  banquet 
room  of  the  Hollenden  and  was,  apparently,  attended  by  every 
Alpha  Tau  in  Cleveland.  In  many  respects,  it  was  a  repetition 
of  the  Washington  smoker,  although  perhaps  a  trifle  more  formal 
and  without  the  presence  of  our  genial  Bro.  Stofer,  famous  for 
his  "Watermillion"  and  "Possum  '  songs. 

But  the  occasion  was,  by  no  means,  a  stilted  affair.  Par  from 
it.  Everybody  felt  at  home,  and  everybody  had  a  jolly  good 
time.  Songs  were  sung  with  a  vim  and  the  Alpha  Tau  yell  was 
almost  continually  in  the  air,  with  occasional  variations  and  inno- 
vations, which  won  approval  on  account  of  their  greater  capabil- 
ities in  the  matter  of  noise. 

It  was  long  after  the  time  when  extra  charging  for  burning 
of  electric  lights  began,  when  the  delegates  retired,  better  ac- 
quainted than  ever  before,  and  with  another  warm  spot  in  their 
hearts  for  the  Ohio  boys. 

THURSDAY   MORNING  SESSION. 

Congress  did  not  allow  social  pleasures  to  interfere  in  any 
way  with  its  important  work,  and  delegates  were  promptly  in 
their  places  at  the  opening  hour  Thursday  morning. 

The  first  business  was  the  completion  of  chapter  reports,  and 
these  were  followed  by  the  report  of  the  Worthy  High  Chancellor, 
the  first  in  recent  years,  which  gave  a  careful  review  of  the  work 
of  the  office  for  the  last  two  years  and  made  several  wise  recom- 
mendations in  regard  to  appeals  from  chapters. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Ehle,  seconded  by  Bro.  Henderson,  the 
Worthy  Grand  Scribe,  was  unanimously  instructed  by  Congress 
to  extend  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress 
to  the  Cleveland  Chamber  of  Congress  for  its  kindness  in  extend- 
ing to  the  Fraternity  the  use  of  its  splendid  suite  of  rooms,  and 
for  many  other  courtesies. 
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It  was  also  moved  by  Bro.  Phillips,  and  duly  seconded,  that 
the  thanks  of  Congress  be  extended  to  the  Ohio  Brothers  for  their 
kind  enterLainment,  and  same  was  unanimously  carried,  and,  on 
motion  of  Bro.  White,  a  similar  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to 
the  press  of  Cleveland  and  the  Associated  Press  for  their  full  re- 
ports of  the  work  of  Congress. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  showed  everything 
regular,  and  was  duly  accepted.  This  report  passed  on  one  of 
the  most  satisfactory  reports,  that  of  the  W.  G.  K.  E.  which  was 
found  to  be  in  most  excellent  shape,  vouchers  having  been  pre- 
served for  every  item  of  expenditure,  all  of  which  were  in  regu- 
lar form.  In  spite  of  unusual  expenses,  Bro.  Tolliver  showed  a 
very  satisfactory  balance  in  his  hands,  and  the  report  was  greeted 
with  hearty  cheers,  and  on  motion  of  Bro.  White  a  vote  of  thanks 
for  his  efficient  work  was  tendered  him. 

After  this  report,  Congress  reached  what  later  proved  to  be 
its  most  interesting  item  of  business,  as  regards  the  lively  de- 
bating to  which  it  gave  rise.  Bro.  Atwood,  of  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta, 
moved  that  the  next  Congress  be  held  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans. 
Immediately,  representatives  of  other  cities  were  on  their 
feet  and  it  was  apparent  that,  as  usual,  the  question  of  the  place 
of  holding  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress  would  provoke  much 
discussion. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Paul  R.  Hickok,  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  it  was  re- 
solved that  Congress  receive  invitations  from  the  various  cities 
and  that  after  all  nominations  were  made,  the  vote  be  taken  by 
calling  the  roll  of  delegates,  and,  as  the  time  at  the  disposal  of 
Congress  for  this  session  was  insufficient  for  the  purpose,  on 
motion  of  Bro.  J.  O.  Nixon,  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  the  matter  of  the 
selection  of  place  for  next  Congress  was  made  the  first  order  of 
business  after  the  public  exercises. 

THE   PUBLIC   EXERCISES. 

The  assembly  room  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  well 
filled  with  brothers  and  their  guests  at  2  P.M.  Thursday,  Decem- 
ber 31,  1896,  the  hour  fixed  for  the  public  exercises,  and  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  promptly  called  the  audience  to  order  at 
hat  time. 
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It  had  been  expected  that  Congress  would  be  addressed  by 
Governor  Bushnell,  of  Ohio,  but  it  was  impracticable  for  him  to 
attend,  and  a  worthy  substitute  was  found  in  Cleveland's  young 
and  energetic  Mayor,  McKisson,  who  showed  himself  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  Greek  letter  fraternity  system  and  with  the 
main  points  in  the  history  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  He  congratu- 
lated those  present  on  their  membership  and  extended  to  the  Fif- 
teenth Biennial  Congress  the  freedom  of  the  city  and  assured 
the  brothers  that  he  would  see  that  they  had  it.  He  expressed  a 
high  opinion  of  the  benefits  of  fraternity  life  and  its  associations 
and  a  belief  that  fraternity  men  would  come  more  and  more 
prominently  before  the  public  as  time  goes  on.  His  concluding 
words  were  greeted  with  hearty  applause: 

"  We  are  glad  to  be  with  you  to-day  and  to  bid  you  welcome 
to  our  city.  We  are  very  proud  to  know  that  you  selected  this 
city  two  years  ago  for  your  next  convention.  We  are  proud  to 
know  that  you  exercised  enough  judgment  to  know  that  the  State 
of  Ohio  was  to  be  very  importact  in  '96. 

"The  purposes  for  which  this  society  was  organized  are 
worthy  of  our  heartiest  support.  In  an  organization  of  this 
character  the  friendships  you  carry  into  active  life  are  not  mere 
formalities,  but  are  based  on  principle  and  sincerity.  In  this 
work  you  have  been  successful  for  something  like  thirty  years, 
and  we  are  glad  with  you  in  the  knowledge  of  the  helpful  in- 
fluences generated  by  your  organization,  and  that  these  influences 
are  national  in  character. 

"Remember  that  we  always  bid  you  welcome  to  Cleveland. 
We  thank  you  for  the  courtesies  extended  us  in  coming  here  to- day, 
and  we  trust  that  your  sojourn  with  us  will  be  happy  and  pros- 
perous, and  that  you  will  not  fail  to  come  often  to  visit  us,  for  our 
latchstring  is  always  out." 

Bro.  John  C.  Pugh,  of  Alabama,  who  was  expected  to  re- 
spond on.behalf  of  the  fraternity  to  the  address  of  welcome,  was 
called  to  New  York  on  pressing  professional  business,  and,  in  his 
absence,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  called  on  Bro.  Louis  C.  Ehle, 
of  Chicago,  to  reply.     His«address  was  as  follows: 

"Mr.    Mayor,   Friends,    Worthy    Grand    Chief    and 
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Brothers:  A  most  unworthy  spokesman  of  a  great  and  glorious 
fraternity,  I  come,  in  the  absence  of  a  more  eloquent  brother,  to 
respond  to  these  kindly  words  of  welcome,  and  if  my  words 
should  perchance  seem  weak  or  cold,  attribute  it  not  to  ingrati- 
tude, but  rather  to  depth  of  feeling,  which  while  it  makes  the 
heart  beat  faster,  often  makes  the  tongue  strangely  mute. 

'*  I  feel  that  no  apology  is  necessary  on  this  occasion  for  the 
recognition  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  by  the  great  city 
of  Cleveland.  We  are  proud  of  our  -organization  and  feel  that 
our  pride  is  justifiable.  As  has  just  been  said,  the  Greek  letter 
fraternity  system  is  an  established'Jand  important  part  of  uni- 
versity and  college  life.  As  time  goes  on,  its  influence  becomes 
more  and  more  potent  until  it  is  now  almost  universally  recog- 
nized by  the  college  authorities  and  the  general  public  as  a  very 
helpful  part  of  the  American  educational  system. 

"The  college  fraternity  is  strictly  an  American  institution, 
and  its  history  is  to  be  traced  back  to  colleges  which  have  played 
a  most  important  part  in  American  history.  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
the  first  society  bearing  a  Greek  letter  name,  was  founded  in  the 
year  of  American  Independence  at  the  old  College  of  William 
and  Mary,  but  it  is  an  honorary  literary  society,  and  in  no  waj^  a 
rival  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

"A  little  over  seventy  years  ago,  at  Princeton  College,  it  is 
claimed  by  some  that  the  Greek  letter  fraternity  system  was 
born.  For  a  long  time  student  organizations  or  clubs  had  existed 
there,  but  these  were  not  native,  but  quite  similar  to  organizations 
which  had  existed  for  a  long  time  in  England  and  on  the  conti- 
nent of  Europe.  They  did  not  fully  satisfy  the  requirements  of 
the  American  youth.  A  closer  fraternal  union  was  needed,  and  in 
response  to  this  demand  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity  is  said  to  have 
been  formed.  It  still  lives  and  flourishes,  but  it  is  one  of  •  the 
ironies  of  history  that  Princeton,  by  many  considered  to  be  the 
cradle  of  the  Greek  letter  system,  is  now  the  one  great  university 
which  maintains  a  hostile  attitude  toward  college  secret  societies. 

'*  But  the  honors  of  Princeton  are  strongly  disputed  by  an- 
other college,  great  in  the  past,  and  reviving  now  some  of  her 
ancient  glory,  standing  in  the  historic  city  of  Schenectady  in  the 
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lovely  valley  '  where  the  Mohawk  gently  glides  on  its  clear  and 
winding  way  to  the  sea.'  It  is  maintained  that  here,  and  not  at 
Princeton,  was  the  first  Greek  letter  society  born  about  the 
year  1825,  and  there  are  two  claimants  for  precedence,  Kappa 
Alpha  and  Sigma  Phi;  but  it  would  be  idle  for  us  to  attempt  to 
decide  the  controversy.  Certain  it  is  that  at  Princeton  or  Union, 
about  seventy  years  ago,  the  first  link  was  formed  of  the  now 
very  lengthy  chain  of  Greek  letter  fraternities.  Prom  the  very 
first,  extension  work  prospered  rapidl3^  although  occasionally  in 
the  face  of  strong  opposition.  The  idea  appealed  strongly  to 
American  college  men  and  many  rival  fraternities  sprang  up. 
No  other  country  has  ever  fostered  such  fraternities,  nor  were 
they  received  with  favor  abroad.  In  one  solitary  instance 
has  an  attempt  been  made  to  establish  a  chapter  outside  of  North 
America,  and  that  was  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh  among 
American  students  in  attendance  there,  and  the  chapter  died 
with  the  departure  of  its  founders.  There  is  only  an  imaginary 
line  between  this  country  and  Canada,  and  it  is  noc  strange  that 
chapters  planted  beyond  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  St.  Lawrence 
seem  to  have  found  congenial  soil,  and  many  students  from  the 
Dominion  have  been  honored  by  election  to  membership  in  our 
American  chapters.  It  is,  therefore,  on  account  of  their  peculiar 
American  ideas  and  characteristics  that  our  college  fraternities 
are  worthy  of  your  recognition,  Mr.  Mayor. 

"I  have  spoken  of  college  fraternities  in  general;  it  is  fitting 
that  I  should  say  something  more  particularly  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  to  us  the  grandest  and  dearest  of  them  all.  Let  us  begin 
at  the  beginning.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  founded  in  the  Old 
Dominion  a  little  over  thirty  years  ago.  It  was  just  after  the 
close  of  a  trying  war  that  three  noble  young  men,  who  had  been 
close  friends  during  their  college  life,  met  together  in  a  little 
room  in  Richmond  and  determined  to  perpetuate  their  friendly 
relations  and  to  admit  other  worthy  .men  into  the  benefits  of  the 
bond  which  they  had  formed,  and  with  that  end  in  view,  they 
formed  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity.  No  historian  will  ever 
be  able  to  fitly  tell  of  the  significance  of  that  event  in  the  history 
of  the  New  South  and  of  the  nation.     The  message  which  came 
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from  the  Southland  was  like  a  lovely  flower  growing  among  the 
ruins  and  perfuming  all  the  air,  or  a  stream  of  sweet  waters  flow- 
ing down  through  a  waste  landscape,  causing  the  green  grass  to 
spring  up  and  the  valley  to  bloom  again.  Or  rather,  it  was  like 
some  giant  oak  springing  up  amid  desolation,  to  defy  storm  and 
stress  for  the  centuries  to  come.  The  sweet  message  which  it 
bore  reminds  one  of  thestory  of  the  travelers  who  visited  a  famous 
battle-field.  In  the  course  of  their  explorations,  they  came  upon 
one  of  the  awful  instruments  of  war  which  had  scattered  death 
and  destruction  on  an  eventful  day,  now  standing  there  dilapi- 
dated and  rusted,  and  they  said:  'What  a  terrible  monster  it  is! 
How  many  brave^warriors  it  has  humbled  in  the  dust!'  But  then 
they  looked  more  closely  and,  lo,  within  the  very  muzzle  of  the 
grim  messenger  of  death,  they  found  that  a  little  bird  had  built 
her  nest  and  reared  her  young,  a  symbol  of  peace  on  the  very 
field  of  war.  It  was  thus  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  appealed  to  the 
young  college  men  of  this  broad  land.  It  was  important  at  that 
time  to  link  in  close  fraternal  bonds  the  cultured  youth  of  the 
South,  and  so  it  was  that  from  the  West  Point  of  the  South  the 
fraternity  rapidly  spread  to  every  reputable  institution  in  that 
section.  But  the  fraternity  was  to  be,  and  is,  national  in  its 
character.  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  was  no  barrier  to  its  progress, 
and  it  is  now  established  in  the  best  educational  institutions 
throughout  our  broad  land.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  as  broad  and 
as  American  as  our  flag,  and  it  seemed  to  me  particularly  fitting 
that,  as  we  came  up  the  streets  of  your  beautiful  city,  we  should 
be  greeted  by  Old  Glory,  the  most  welcome  sight  to  a  patriot' s 
eye,  and  attached  to  it  the  greeting,  '  Welcome  to  Alpha  Tan 
Omega.'  We  associate  our  fraternity  and  our  flag  in  our  minds 
and  in  our  hearts,  and  on  this  account  the  greeting  was  the  more 
impressive. 

"The  character,  aims  and  history  of  our  founders  are  dear  to 
us.  Their  different  callings  are  significant  of  the  diversity  of  our 
membership.  One  of  them  chose  an  engineer's  life  and  met  his 
death  like  a  soldier  in  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty. 
Another  is  now,  and  has  been  for  many  years  a  faithful  bearer  of 
that  sweet    message,  which    rings  so  clearly  in  our  ears  at  this 
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glad  Christmastide,  'Peace  on  earth,  good  will  to  men.'  His 
presence  is  an  inspiration,  his  words  are  noble,  his  character  is 
grand.  His  memory  shall  ever  live  in  our  hearts  and  our  minds. 
Far  away  at  the  other  extreme  of  our  country,  where  the  Golden 
Gate  invites  the  Orient,  lives  our  other  founder,  an  upright,  fear- 
less and  honored  judge,  whose  opinions  are  everywhere  respected. 
We  would  be  unworthy  indeed  of  our  proud  heritage,  did  we  not 
honor  them  one  and  all. 

"I  feel,  Mr.  Mayor,  friends  and  brothers,  that  I  should  weary 
you,  speaking  thus  on  the  spur  of  the  moment,  should  T  continue 
much  longer.  I  have  said  something  of  what  we  thii^k  of  our  or- 
ganization and  something  of  our  feeling  of  gratitude  to  you  for 
your  welcome  to  our  order  on  our  first  visit  to  this  great  city, 
famous  now  as  the  home  of  the  great  modern  Warwick.  I  should 
not  feel  that  I  had  done  my  duty,  however,  did  I  not  say  some- 
thing of  w^hat  to  me  is  the  mission  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  other 
like  societies.  Briefly,  it  is  character  building,  something  which 
does  not  and  cannot  appear  in  the  curriculum  of  any  college. 

"Character  appears  to  me  to  be  the  most  important  thing  in 
the  world.  Money  can  not  buy  it,  nor  can  learning  monopolize  it. 
I  care  not  how  well  a  man  may  be  versed  in  the  dead  languages, 
the  sciences,  or  philosophies  of  the  world,  if  he  has  not  character, 
to  me  he  seems  a  failure.  To  me  this  is  the  most  important  side  of 
college  life,  and  here,  rather  than  in  senseless  display  or  in  osten- 
tatious rivalry,  is  to  be  found  the  true  mission  of  college  frater- 
nities. Let  the  colleges  make  students  learned,  but  let  the  col- 
lege fraternities  make  them  7nen.  The  newspapers  and  preachers 
tell  us  much  of  college  prodigality  and  viciousness.  Let  Greek 
letter  men  stand  for  college  culture  and  refinement,  and,  in  active 
life,  let  them  stand  for  intelligent  patriotism  and  high  moral 
principles. 

"And  now,  in  closing,  let  me  thank  you  all  for  your  kind  at- 
tention and  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  once  again  for  your  words  of  wel- 
come. Two  years  from  now  other  brothers,  in  some  other  city, 
will  constitute  an  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Congress,  but  courtesies  and 
kindliness  such  as  that  of  the  people  of  Cleveland  can  not  so  soon 
be  forgotten.     As  we  depart  to  our  widely    separated  homes  we 
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will  bear  with  us  sweet  and  indelible  memories  of  our  pleasant 
visit  here.  Again  I  thank  you,  and  trust  that  in  the  near  future 
^ve  may,  in  our  turn,  play  the  host  to  you  as  honored  guest." 

Next  on  the  program,  was  the  Congress  poem  by  Bro.  C.  C. 
Pinckney,  of  Tenn.  Omega,  but  he  had,  unfortunately,  been  de- 
tained by  illness  on  his  way  to  Cleveland,  and  on  very  short  notice 
Bro.  F.  E.  Sharp,  of  the  same  chapter,  prepared  the  graceful 
verses  which^appear  elsewhere  in  this  number,  and  which  were 
well  received  by  those  present  at  the  reading  by  Bro.  W.  Hender- 
son, Jr.,  of  Tenn.  Omega. 

The  crowning  number  came  last,  in  the  shape  of  the  splendid 
Congress  oration  of  Bro.  Milo  H.  Massey,  of  Ga.  Alpha  Teta, 
which  appears  first  in  this  number  of  the  Palm.  Bro.  Massey 
appeared  for  Bro.  Andrew  Price,  who  was  detained  by  Congres- 
sional business  at  Washington.  The  speaker  had  been  heard  at 
Washington,  and  the  evidence  there  given  of  his  ability  was  such 
as  to  lead  those  present  to  expect  a  rare  effort,  and  in  this  they 
were  in  no  way  disappointed,  as  will  be  best  j)roved  by  the  ora- 
tion itself.  Our  gifted  brother  held  his  audience  spellbound  by 
his  effective  delivery  and  virile  thoughts.  He  was  applauded  to 
the  echo,  and  a  recess  was  taken  to  enable  those  present  to  grasp 
him  by  the  hand. 

CONGRESS   BUSINESS  RESUMED. 

When  Congress  reassembled,  greetings  were  presented  from 
the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  Fraternity,  assembled  at  St.  Louis,  to 
which  a  warm  response  was  promptly  sent. 

Then  the  matter  of  the  choice  of  place  for  the  licxt  meeting 
of  Congress  was  made  the  order  of  business,  and  a  lively  debate 
was  at  once  started.  The  five  cities  placed  in  nomination  for 
the  honor  were  Atlanta,  New  Orleans,  Chicago,  New  York  and 
Canton,  O.  Each  was  represented  by  an  eloquent  special 
pleader,  but  it  was  very  evident  that  it  was  the  sense  of  the 
Congress  that  both  Chicago  and  Canton  had  had  enough  good 
things  in  the  past.  Brother  Phillips  urged  the  claims  of  Atlanta 
in  a  touching  and  witty  speech,  while  Brother  Nixon  did  the 
honors  for  New  Orleans,  and  Brother  Ned  Lyle  championed  the 
metropolis  of  the    East.     Atlanta,  in  spite  of  the  eloquence  of  the 
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Georgia  brothers,  was  soon  out  of  the  race,  owing,  doubtless,  to 
the  fact  that  Congress  had  visited  ti^at  city  in  the  past,  and  did 
not  care  to  seem  too  partial.  As  a  result,  a  deadlock  developed 
between  New  York  and  New  Orleans  and  it  was  only  by  the 
casting  vote  of  the  ^Worthy  Grand  Chief  in  favor  of  the  latter 
city,  that  the  question  was  finally  decided.  The  contest  was 
greatly  enjoyed  by  all  present  and  the  speeches  made  were  of 
more  than  usual  merit.  So  hotly  was  the  question  debated,  that 
the  time  for  adjournment  had  arrived  before  it  was  settled. 

THE   CHAMBER  OF   COMMERCE   RECEPTION. 

Throughout  the  stay  of  Congress  in  Cleveland,  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  that  city  continually  extended  courtesies  to  our 
fraternity,  all  of  which  were  very  highly  appreciated  by  dele- 
gates and  officers.  The  organization  was  imrticularly  kind  in 
extending  to  the  brothers  an  invitation  to  the  annual  reception, 
which  was  held  Thursday  night,  December  31st,  1896,  and  very 
many  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  distin- 
guished men  who  make  up  the  highly  respectable  society  or  cor- 
poration. Other  guests  were  the  members  of  the  Yale  Glee 
Club  and  the  Modern  Language  Association. 

The  address  to  the  different  organizations  was  made  by 
President  Cowles,  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  His  opening- 
words  were  as  follows:  "Gentlemen  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, friends  and  guests  of  the  Alpha  Tan  Omega  Fraternity, 
and  of  the  Modern  Language  Association  and  the  Yale  Glee 
Club: 

"  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  this  social  occasion 
in  the  closing  hours  of  the  old  year,  and,  awaiting  the  stroke  of 
12  o'clock,  the  signal  of  1897,  I  wish  you  all  a  'happy  new 
year.'  Let  us  all  look  forw^ard  into  the  coming  year  in  the 
spirit  of  courage  and  hope  expressed  by  Robert  Browning's  lines 
relating  to  the  great  future  before  us  all  and  '  Greet  the  unseen 
Vvith  a  cheer.' 

''The  year  1896  is  at  its  end  and  I  venture  to  say  we  are  all 
glad  of  it.  It  has  been  a  year  of  struggle  and  hardship  to  many, 
and  of  difficulties  and  delays  to  all  in  the  execution  of  the  plans 
with   which  it  was  entered  upon^  so  that  it  is  fortunate,  for  the 
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country  and  especially  its  commercial  interests,  that  the  year  has 
ended  with  no  greater  disasters  than  have  befallen." 

A  very  able  consideration  of  business  and  national  and  local 
affairs  then  followed,  constituting  a  most  instructive  address  on 
the  subject  and  one  which  showed  a  thorough  grasp  of  the 
subject. 

The  remainder  of  the  program  consisted  of  a  march  by  the 
Schubert  Club;  a  very  appropriate  address  by  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  Glazebrook  for  the  fraternity ;  an  address  for  the  Modern 
Language  Association  by  Brother  C.  F.  R.  Hochdoerfer,  A.  M., 
Ph.  D.,  of  Ohio  Alpha  Psi,  Professor  of  Modern  Languages  at 
Wittenberg  College;  minuet,  by  the  Schubert  Club;  Hungarian 
Dances,  by  the  Schubert  Club;  Zanita,  by  Mr.  Sholes  and  the 
Schubert  Club;  final,    "Auld  Lang  Syne." 

Altogether,  it  was  a  highly  enjoyable  occasion,  and  the 
reception  of  the  Cleveland  Chamber  of  Commerce  will,  doubtless, 
be  considered  by  the  delegates,  in  retrospection,  as  one  of  the 
most  noteworthy  events  of  Congress  week. 

FRIDAY   MORNING  SESSION. 

The  first  matter  to  receive  the  attention  of  Congress,  on 
reassembling  New  Year's  Day,  was  the  report  of  the  High  Coun- 
cil. It  was  given  verbally  by  Brother  James  B.  Green,  tem- 
porary chairman,  and  on  motion  of  Brother  Nash,  seconded  by 
Brother  Pearson,  was  accepted.  It  showed  no  matters  requiring 
particular  attention  from  Congress.  The  written  report  of  the 
chairman  follows: 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Dec.  30,  1896. 

"To  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress 
of  Alfjha  Tau  Omega: 

"The  High  Council  of  the  Fraternity  begs  to  offer  congratu- 
lations, and  herewith  submit  the  report  of  its  work  : 

"  The  meetings  required  by  the  Constitution  have  been  held, 
oae  in  Washington,  November,  1895,  and  the  other  upon  the  eve  of 
this  Congress,  in  Cleveland.  Ohio.  In  addition  to  these  stated 
gatherings,  the  members  have  been  carefully  consulted  upon  all 
matters  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  chairman,  and  while  this 
method  has,  upon  the   whole,  worked  well,  yet  we   must  freely 
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admit,  that  the  members  have  not  enjoyed  that  personal  inter- 
change of  views,  which  we  desired,  as  we  did  not  feel  at  liberty 
to  tax  the  exchequer  unless  absolutely  necessary, 

**A  conservative  policy  has  characterized  our  labors,  and  we 
have  endeavored  in  every  way  to  advise  and  encourage  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief.  In  return  we  have  received  from  that  of- 
ficer the  most  respectful  consideration,  which  has  developed  in 
us  an  ardent  affection. 

"Applications  for  charters  have  been  approved  or  denied  as 
the  W.  G.  C.  deemed  best. 

"The  issue  of  the  proof  sheets  of  our  Catalogue  has  had  our 
unqualified  support,  and  we  would  be  indeed  ungrateful  did  we 
not  offer  our  congratulations.  The  W.  G.  C.  and  the  Committee  de- 
mand our  hearty  thanks  for  the  work. 

"The  visitation  of  chapters  by  a  member  of  the  High  Coun- 
cil has  been  inaugurated,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  sufficient  funds 
may  be  provided  for  an  expansion  of  this  policy. 

"We  urge  a  more  lively  interest  upon  the  part  of  the  chap- 
ters^in  the  advancement  of  the  fraternity  at  large,  and  a  more 
careful  instruction  of  the  initiates  in  the  history  and  aims  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega. 

"The  Palm  continues  to  serve  the  fraternity  well,  and  we  so- 
licit the  generous  support  of  all  our  brothers.  It  is  our  official 
organ  and  it  must  at  all  hazards  be  kept  in  the  forefront  of  fra- 
ternity journalism. 

"The  High  Council  regards  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
all  brothers  at  once  send  in  their  subscriptions  to  the  fraternity 
catalogue.     The  work  is  in  every  way  deserving  of  this  support. 

N.  Wiley  Thomas,  Chairman." 

Next  followed  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  delinquncies, 
which  showed  very  little  opportunity  to  criticise  or  censure. 

On  motion,  Bros.  Geo.  M.  Hosack,  of  the  Pittsburg  Alumni 
Association,  and  J.  B.  McGrew,  of  the  Springfield  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation, were  given  seats  as  delegates  and  Brother  Nash  was 
given  the  representation  of  Ga.  Alumni  Association. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  reported  and   showed  a 
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conscientious  performance  of  its  duties,  and,  on  motion  of  Bro. 
James  E.  Green,  it  was  accepted  as  a  whole. 

Bro.  Thomas  Ruffin,  who  has  served  the  fraternity  faithfully 
as  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Catalogue  Committee,  presented  his  resignation  from  the  latter 
body  on  account  of  the  fact  that  his  time  was  too  limited  by 
business  demands  to  enable  him  to  give  proper  attention  to  the 
work.  Congress  asked  for  a  reconsideration,  but  as  Bro.  Ruffin 
insisted  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  continue  on  the 
Committee,  the  resignation  was  very  reluctantly  accepted.  On 
motion  of  Bro.  Ruffin,  seconded  by  Bro.  Nash,  Bro.  E.  F.  El- 
dredge  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Hammat,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Fif- 
teenth Biennial  Congress  extend  to  the  Catalogue  Committee  its 
hearty  thanks  for  the  efficient  work  done  on  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Catalogue,  a  resolution  that  will  find  a  hearty  second  in 
every  wearer  of  the  Maltese  Cross. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Official  Register  was  brief, 
but  comprehensive,  and  was  accepted  as  a  whole  on  motion  of 
Bro.  Henderson,  seconded  by  Bro.  Hodgson. 

OTHER  RESOLUTIONS. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Ehle,  seconded  by  Bro.  Nash,  it  was  re- 
solved that  it  is  the  sentiment  of  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress 
that  it  is  an  important  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Worthy  Keepers 
of  Annals  to  promptly  report  to  the  W.  G.  K.  A.  any  deaths  of 
brothers  occurring  within  the  knowledge  of  their  respective 
chapters,  together  with  as  full  information  as  possible  in  regard 
to  the  histories  of  such  brothers  and  the  time,  place  and  circum- 
stances of  death. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Shives,  seconded  by  Bro.  Eldredge,  it 
was  resolved  that  the  thanks  of  Congress  be  extended  to  Bro. 
F.  E.  Shoup,  of  Tenn.  Omega,  for  his  beautiful  Congress  poem, 
read  at  the  public  exercises  by  Bro.  Henderson.  It  was  the 
sentiment  of  all  brothers  present  that  this  resolution  was  particu- 
larly ax^propriate,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Bro.  Shoup  had  but 
a  short  time  in  which  to  prepare  this  poem,  having  been  notified

t       On  motion  of  Bro.  Ehle,  seconded  by  Bro.    Nixon,  it  was 

moved  that  the  reported  lifting    by chapter  of  several 

members  of  another  fraternity  be  referred  to  Congress  with  pow- 
er to  act,  was  carried,  and  on  motion  of  Bro,  Jas,  B.  Green,  it  was 
resolved  that  it  was  the  sentiment  of  Congress  that  the  persons 
in  question  were  never  members  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fratern- 
ity.    Congress  then  adjourned  for  the  final  session. 

FRIDAY    AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  following  resolution  by  Bro.  Rufiin  was  tabled: 

Resolved,  That  there  be  incorporated  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  the  following:  That  where  a 
delinquency  occurs  in  the  payment  of  his  initiation  fee  by  an  in- 
itiate of  this  fraternity,  the  W.  G.  K.  E.  be  required,  within  fif- 
teen days  after  knowledge  of  such  initiation  reaches  him,  to 
notify  the  delinquent  that  thirty  days  will  be  allowed  him  to  make 
payment  of  said  fee;  that,  at  the  end  of  thirty  days,  should  said 
fee  not  be  paid,  the  W.  G.  K.  E.  be  required  to  report  the  circum- 
stance to  the  High  Council;  that  the  High  Council  be  empowered 
and  instructed  to  expel  the  offending  member  thus  reported  to  it; 
that  the  High  Council  be  authorized  to  accept,  at  its  discretion, 
an  excuse  for  such  a  delinquency^  provided  such  excuse  be  really 
meritorious,  and  endorsed  by  officers  of  the  offender's  chapter, 
and,  further,  accompanied  by  an  acceptable  assurance  of  immedi 
ate  payment  of  said  fee. 

A  motion  to  appoint  a  committee  to  design  an  altar  for  chap- 
ter halls  was  carried,  and,  on  motion  of  Bro.  J.  E.  Green,  second- 
ed by  Bro.  Tolliver,  it  was  resolved  to  strike  out  Section  3,  Ar- 
ticle 16  of  the  Secret  Work,  entitled  "On  Furniture." 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Shives,  seconded,  by  Bro.  Phillips,  the 
office  of  Architect  of  the  Fraternity  was  instituted,  and  Bro. 
David  A.  White  was  unanimously  chosen  as  the  first  incumbent 
of  the  position,  without  salary.  He  will  be  the  official  designer 
of  the  fraternity. 

A  motion  by  Bro.  Erdman,  seconded  bj^  Bro.  Thompson,  to 
permit  every  Alumni  Association  to  vote  at  Congress  was  tabled. 
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A  FRATERNITY   WHISTLE  AT  LAST. 

The  effort  made  at  Washington  to  adopt  a  fraternity  whistle 
was  laughed  down,  but  its  advocates  were  not  to  be  discouraged, 
as  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  a  motion  made  by  Bro.  Paul  R. 
Hickok,  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  seconded  by  Bro.  King,  of  III.  Gamma 
Zeta,  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief,  who  shall  at  once  submit  recommendations  for  a 
general  fraternity  whistle,  was  carried,  and  Bros.  Hickok, 
Schwable  and  King  were  appointed  as  such  committee,  and  re- 
ported as  follows: 

"Your  committee  appointed  to  submit  recommendations  for 
a  national  fraternity  whistle  beg  to  submit  their  report. 

'*We  recommend  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  the  whistle 
of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity: 


"The  challenge  is  the  music  to  words  which  compose  the 
name  of  our  Fraternity,  'Alpha  Tau  Omega.'  The  response  is  the 
music  to  their  secret  meaning  and  is  to  be  given  in  staccato.

Wesley  E.  King." 
On  motion  of  Bro.  Nixon,  seconded  by  Bro.  Lisle,  the  report 
was   accepted,    and   the   whistle  adopted,  and  the  Editor  of  the 
Palm  was  requested  to  have  a  plate  prepared  of  the  music,  to  be 
used  in  each  number  of  the  magazine,  on  the  second  page. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Ruflfin,  seconded  by  Bro.  Phillips,  it  was 
resolved  that  250  copies  of  Bro.  Massey's  Congress  Oration  be 
printed  and  50  copies  be  sent  to  the  orator  and  the  remainder  dis- 
tributed among  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fraternity. 

•PLEDGE  BUTTON  ADOPTED. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Nash,  seconded  by  Bro.  Gannon,  it  was 
resolved  that  a  pledge  button  be  adopted,  and  Bros.  Pearson,  Lee 
and  Nash  were  appointed  as  a  committee  to  recommend  a  design 
and  later  reported  as  follows: 
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*'We,  the  undersigned  committee  on  pledge  button,  beg  to 
submit  the  following  report: 

' '  Having  examined  several  designs  for  an  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
pledge  button,  we  do  hereby  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  circu- 
lar button,  having  a  field  of  white  enamel,  in  which  shall  be 
placed  a  golden  crescent  above  three  golden  stars,  as  arranged  in 
the  center  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  badge,  and  said  button  shall 
be  three-eights  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  and  the  same  shall  be 
made  either  with  thrust  pin  or  button  fastening.

One  of  the  most  interesting  items  of  business  on  the  last  day 
of  Congress  was  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations, 
which  was  as  follows: 

"To  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress:  The  Committee  on 
Nominations  begs  to  submit  the  following  report:  We  nominate 
and  recommend  the  election  of  the  following  brothers  to  the  of- 
ficers named:

Bro.  Ruffin  presented  a  minority  report,  substituting  the 
name  of  Bro.  Atwood  for  his  own  in  the  above  list,  but  was  pre- 
vailed upon  to  accept  the  position  of  Worthy  Grand  Scribe  by 
the  unanimous  sentiment  of  Congress,  and  the  above  slate  was 
accepted  by  Congress  and  the  nominees  declared  elected  to  the 
respective  offices.  There  was  no  contest  in  the  regular  list  of 
Grand  Officers,  except  in  the  case  of  Worthy  Grand  Chaplain,  for 
which  Bro.  E.  C.  Colvin,  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu  was  nominated,  but 
there  were  several  candidates  nominated  for  the  offices  of  orator 
and  poet,  and  some  very  eloquent  nominating  speeches  were 
made.  The  elections  of  the  above  officers  were  made  unanimous. 
final  proceedings. 

In  the  course  of  Congress  an  instance  of  irregularity  in  in- 
itiation was  developed  in  a  certain  chapter,  and  was  strongly 
condemned  by  all  present.  In  order  that  there  might  be  no  mis- 
take in  regard  to  the  attitude  of  the  fraternity  toward  this  prac- 
tice, a  motion  was  introduced  by  Bro.  Ehle,  and  unanimously  car- 
ried, declaring  that  we,  as  a  fraternity,  are  decidedly  and  unre- 
servedly opposed  to  ''lifting  "or  the  election  and  initiation  of 
aliens  who  are  members  of  other  Greek  letter  fraternities. 

It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Phillips,  and  duly  seconded  by  Bro. 
White  and  carried,  that  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress  express 
its  regret  that  our  distinguished  and  revered  brother  and  founder, 
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Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  D.  D.,  has  necessarily  been  absent  from  its 
sessions. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Ruffin,  it  was  resolved  that  Bro.  Otis  A. 
Glazebrook,  D.  D. ,  be  requested  to  furnish  for  the  catalogue  a  his- 
torical sketch  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  and  that  he 
be  furnished  with  a  stenographer  and  typewriter  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Some  discussion  of  extension  followed,  but  no  definite  action 
was  taken,  and  the  applications  received  were  referred  to  the 
High  Council. 

It  had  been  supposed  that  the  status  of  city  alumni  associa- 
tions was  fixed  by  the  Nashville  Congress,  but  on  account  of  a 
misunderstanding,  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
was  introduced  by  Bro.  Ehle,  seconded  by  Bro.  Henderson,  and 
carried. 

''When  five  or  more  alumni  brothers  in  any  city  shall  apply 
to  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  for  permission  to  establish  an  organi- 
zation or  association,  not  at  an  institution  of  learning,  he  may 
grant  them  permission  to  organize  such  an  association,  to  be 
known  as  the  Alumni  Association  or  Club  of  that  city.  The  same 
rules  and  regulations  respecting  State  Alumni  Associations  shall 
govern  such  City  Alumni  Associations  or  Clubs,  except  that 
in  any  one  state,  having  both  a  State  and  one  or  more  City 
Alumni  Associations,  they  shall  have  but  one  vote  at  Congress, 
and  that  vote  shall  be  cast  by  the  State  Alumni  Association." 

This  practically  ended  the  business  session  of  Congress,  al- 
though matters  of  minor  importance  received  considerable  atten- 
tion, until  it  was  with  a  feeling  of  all  work  completed,  that  the 
last  meeting  closed  in  due  form  and  even  more  harmoniously,  if 
possible,  than  it  began  its  first  session.

^.JI  CONGRESS  Banquet  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity 
jy\  is  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  experiences  of  a  life  time,  and 
well  worth  the  expense  and  trouble  of  a  special  trip  to  Nashville, 
Washington,  Richmond,  Cleveland,  Atlanta,  New  Orleans  or  any 
other  city  where  Congress  may  happen  to  meet.  As  the  time  of 
separation  draws  near,  the  brothers  all  feel  'the  necessity  of 
making  the  best  of  the  few  hours  remaining  for  fraternal  inter- 
course, and  whatever  feeling  of  formality  exists  at  the  meetings 
of  Congress  vanishes  before  the  banquet  is  over.  Delegates  who 
are  compelled  to  miss  this  last  and  most  enjoyable  of  all  Congress 
events  are  unfortunate  indeed. 

From  the  time  of  -  their  arrival  in  Cleveland,  the  visiting 
brothers  realized  that  they  were  in  good  hands,  and  as  time  went 
on,  they  were  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  Committee  on  Ar- 
rangements, on  which  Bro.  E.  F.  Eldredge  was  particularly 
active,  had  done  its  work  splendidly.  There  was  not  a  hitch  or 
defect  in  any  of  the  arrangements  made  and  the  banquet  was  be- 
yond criticism.  f 
As  the  brothers  marched  into  the  splendid  banq  r^  et  room  o 
the  Weddell  House  on  New  Year's  night  the  prettily  decorated 
tables  and  the  display  of  the  fraternity  colors  presented  a  most 
inviting  sight,  beneath  the  bright  chandeliers  and  in  contrast 
with  the  darkly  tinted  walls  and  ceiling.  But  the  menu  cards, 
specially  designed  for  the  occasion,  were  particularly  attractive.

Impromptu  Toasts. 

"But  with  the  morning  cool  reflection  came." 

On  the  last  page  of  the  cover  was  the  Alpha  Tau  yell,  which 
always  finds  its  best  exemplification  at  Congress.  Altogether 
the  menu  card  made  a  very  pretty  souvenir  of  the  congress,  and 
was  another  evidence  of  the  thoughtfulness  and  good  taste  of  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  in  his  efforts  for  the  fraternity. 

After  the  invocation  of  the  divine  blessing  by  Bro.  F.  C. 
Colvin,  the  brothers  were  seated,  and  the  menu  was  found  very 
inviting  on  close  inspection  and  received  the  devoted  attention  of 
the  banqueters,  who  were  entertained  by  a  capable  orchestra, 
which,  every  now  and  then  struck  up  some  favorite  college  or 
fraternity  air,  and  the  brothers  would  unite  in  singing  it  with  a 
vim  that  would  drown  out  the  instruments.  Besides  there  were 
frequent  yells,  remarkable  for  their  noisiness  and  novelty,  for 
which  Bro.  Max  Erdman,  of  Pa.  Alpha  Iota,  was  largely  respon- 
sible, and  which  would  have  done  credit  to  the  old- time  Comanches 
on  the  warpath. 

It  was  after  11  o'clock  before  the  end  of  the  elaborate  menu 
was  reached  and  the  brothers  settled  back  to  coffee  and  cigars  in 
a  pleasant  mood,  arising  from  self-satisfaction  and  satisfaction 
with  the  world  in  general  and  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity, 
in  particular.  It  was  then  that  our  Worthy  Grand  Chief  laid 
aside  the  high  prerogatives  of  his  office  for  the  almost  as  dignified 
position  of  Worthy  Grand  Toastmaster,  a  position  which  it  is  need- 
less to  say,  was  filled  with  as  signal  ability  as  the  former. 

The  first  announcement  of  the  toastmaster  was  a  grievous 
disappointment.  It  was  to  the  effect  that  it  had  been  found  im- 
possible for  Bro.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook  to  reach  Cleveland  for  the 
banquet,  and  thus  one  of  the  greatest  Congress  events,  his 
toast,  was  missed,  and  the  brothers  could  only  solace  themselves 
with  the  thought  that  their  founder  was  with  them  in  spirit,  if 
not  bodily  present. 

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  Jump,  the  toast  on  "Tfie  Fifteenth 
Congress"  was  eloquently  responded  to  by  Bro.  Perirn  Kerr,  of 
Alabama,  whose  speech  in  favor  of  New  Orlerns  had  made  a  very 
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favorable  impression  on  Congress.  Bro.  Kerr  well  sustained  his 
reputation  as  a  speaker,  and  the  only  matter  of  regret  was  that 
it  was  so  brief. 

Bro.  W.  T.  S.  Gulp,  of  Cleveland,  paid  a  splendid  tribute  to 
his  city  in  response  to  his  toast  to  ''The  Forest  City,"  keeping 
the  close  attention  of  the  brothers,  and  insisted  on  the  high  ideal 
which  brothers  must  maintain  in  life. 

The  next  toast,  by  Bro.  James  B.  Green,  of  the  High  Council, 
was  one  of  the  features  of  the  evening,  as  will  be  seen  from  a 
perusal  thereof  elsewhere  in  this  number.  It  is  impossible,  how- 
ever, to  reproduce  the  delivery,  which  contributed  much  to  the 
effect  of  the  witty  speech. 

Bro.  Shives's  toast  was  one  of  the  most  thoughtful  and  note- 
worthy of  the  evening.  He  predicted  for  the  fraternity  a  con- 
tinued and  increasing  usefulness  in  the  educational  world  and  in 
active  life,  and  urged  on  the  brothers  that  they  should  live  up  to 
responsibilities  arising  from  membership  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

Bro.  Henderson  gave  a  very  interesting  exposition  of  the 
science  and  history  of  spiking,  which  proved  both  instructive 
and  amusing  to  his  audience,  and  gave  an  insight  into  t-he  cause 
of  the  splendid  success  of  Tenn.  Omega. 

In  his  toast  to  the  Alumni,  Bro.  Ehle  insisted  on  the  ethical, 
political  and  social  responsibilities  of  alumni,  and  the  necessity 
of  their  keeping  alive  their  college  ideals  and  remaining  true  to 
the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  as  a  most  satisfactory  guide 
in  life. 

The  next  toast  was  a  most  worthy  innovation  of  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  Glazebrook,  a  toast  to  "Our  Glorious  Dead, "and  was 
drunk  standing  in  silence,  after  the  long  roll  call  of  the  brothers 
who  have  passed  aw^ay  since  last  Congress.

So  tonight  we  welcome  them  here, 
And  we  give  them  our  warmest  cheer.

Azrael,  nor  the  things  they  held  so  dear,

And  so  'tis  fit  we  play  the  host 
And  drink  to  our  dead  a  silent  toast, 
Just  as  the  solemn  midnight  hour 
Strikes  from  the  clock  in  the  tower. 
Bro.    Hosack  gave   a  very  brilliant  toast  which  evoked  fre- 
quent applause  from  his  audience,  whom  he  regaled  with   some 
amusing    anecdotes    of    prominent    brothers    and    of    personal 
experiences. 

Bro.  Ernest  Robinson,  who  responded  for  Bro.  Fortune,  was 
eloquent  in  his  tribute  to  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  girls,  and  his 
knightly  sentiments  won  the  unreserved  endorsement  of  the 
brothers  present. 

After  this,  the  last  of  the  regular  toasts,  came  the  surprise 
of  the  evening,  in  the  shape  of  the  presentation  of  a  beautiful 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  badge  to  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  by  Bro. 
Shives,  in  a  very  appropriate  speech,  expressive  of  the  deep  ap 
preclation  by  the  brothers  of  the  splendid  work  he*has  accom- 
plished for  the  fraternity  by  his  unselfish  and  unceasing  efforts 
or  her  welfare.      Bro.  Glazebrook's  response  was  most  feeling 
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and  convinced  the  brothers  that  the  little  token  was  most  deeply- 
appreciated. 

After  the  completion  of  the  regular  toast  list  came  many 
noteworthy  impromptus  from  Bros.  White,  Massey,  Lyle  and 
others,  interspersed  with  songs  and  yells,  until  far  into  the  "wee 
sma'  hours,"  and  it  was  at  a  late  hour  of  the  night  before  the 
brothers  left  the  hall,  voting  one  and  all,  that  the  Fifteenth  Bi- 
ennial Congress  was,  as  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  in  his  announce- 
ment, had  said  it  must  be,  "a  memorable  Congress."

What  a  treat  it  was  to  again  look  into  those  grand  old 
familiar  faces.  How  delightful  the  reminiscences  of  Atlanta, 
Springfield,  Richmond,  Nashville  and  Washington. 

It  was  indeed  delightful  to  again  grasp  the  hand  of  Brothers 
Glazebrook,  Tolliver,  Ehle,  Green,  Krout,  White,  Ruffin,  Colvin, 
Hosack  and  the  many  others  whose  presence  graced  other  Con- 
gresses. 

Of  course  we  all  missed  Brothers  Otis  A.  Glazebrook  and

A  LETTER  FROM  W.  G.  K.  E.  TOLLIVER. 

BEAR  Palm:  Perhaps  the  only  feature  in  the  arrangement  for 
the  Cleveland  Congress  which  was  not  satisfactorily  carried 
out  was  in  regard  to  return  tickets.  This  cannot  be  attributed  to 
any  fault  of  either  our  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  or  the  Cleveland 
Committee  of  Arrangements,  as  we  had  fully  believed  that  we 
would  have  100  in  attendance  who  had  purchased  tickets  on  the 
certificate  plan.  In  this  we  were  mistaken.  The  agent  of  the 
Passenger  Association  very  kindly  remained  in  Cleveland  until 
Saturday  evening,  January  2,  at  which  time  he  received  instruc- 
tions to  approve  the  tickets  by  which  one-third  fare  would  be 
given  on  return.  Unfortunately  but  a  few  of  the  brothers  re- 
mained; to  these  this  rate  was  given.  I  realized,  the  second  day 
of  our  session,  that  we  would  not  have  the  required  number,  and 
at  once  telegraphed  the  Joint  Commissioner  at  Chicago  to  this 
effect  and  asked  that  the  agent  on  the  grounds  be  allowed  to  ap- 
prove the  tickets  held.  I  followed  this  with  several  telegrams, 
but  received  no  reply  until  Saturday  af ternoou.  The  agent  in- 
structs me  to  ask  all  the  brothers  who  took  receipts  for  their  re- 
turn fare  to  forward  the  same  to  me,  and  I  will  attach  it  to  your 
ticket  and  make  an  effort  to  collect  the  difference.  Should  I  be 
successful  I  will  ask  that  checks  be  issued  to  your  personal  order 
which  I  will  forward  to  you.  In  the  meantime  I  will  place  a  list 
of  the  tickets  in  the  hands  of  our  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  ask 
his  co-operation.

One  of  the  most  cultered  of  living  Americans  is  the  Hon. 
Andrew  D.  White,  who  has  been  prominent  as  a  foreign  minister 
and  a  Venezuelan  commissioner,  and  who  was  the  first  president 
of  Cornell  University.  In  a  recent  address  delivered  before  the 
Wisconsin  State  Historical  Society,  at  Madison,  Wis.,  which 
would  bear  reproduction  in  full,  il  space  permitted,  in  which  he 
maintained  the  superiority  of  progress  by  evolution  over  progress 
by  revolution,  he  commented  on  the  alleged  fact  that*  men 
educated  in  our  colleges  are  not  the  most  successful  men  in  the 
modern  business  world,  as  follows: 

"The  question  has  frequently  been  asked  whether  our  univer- 
sities and  colleges  produce  their  share  of  business  men,  and  a 
very  high  authority  in  business  circles  has  declared  that  they  do 
not.     But  he  failed  to  note  one  or  two  points  of  great  importance. 

"1.  University  graduates,  according  to  the  best  authority, 
form  only  a  small  fraction  ox  1  per  cent  of  the  whole  population, 
while  they  hold  nearly  60  per  cent  of  the  more  important  posi- 
tions in  the  country. 
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**2.  He  failed  to  note  the  fact  that  until  very  recently  our 
universities  trained  men  almost  exclusively  for  what  are  known 
as  the  'learned  professions,'  and  not  at  all  for  business  in  the  or- 
dinary sense  of  the  word;  whereas  within  the  last  few  years  al- 
most all  the  institutions  for  advanced  instruction  have  been 
developing  courses  fitting  men  for  the  pursuits  of  life  which  lead 
more  directly  into  great  business  operations,  and,  therefore,  to 
act  far  more  powerfully  upon  material  development  than  hereto- 
fore. 

"3.  He  missed  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  the  prevalence  of  the 
old  system  of  training  hitherto,  every  large  college  class  shows  a 
certain  number  of  men  engaged  successfully  in  business. 

"4.  While  few  of  the  colossal  millionaires  of  the  country 
have  been  educated  at  our  higher  institutions  of  learning,  there 
is  one  thing  of  which  every  university  and  college  graduate  may 
well  be  proud,  and  that  is,  that  among  those  who  have  piled  up 
great  fortunes  by  scoundrelism  there  is,  so  far  as  is  known,  not 
one  university  or  college  graduate.  The  great  plundering  schemes 
of  the  country  have  not  been  conducted  by  men  trained  in  our  uni- 
versities. In  this  field  of  material  progress  our  higher  institu- 
tions of  learning  seem  to  have  helped  the  better  evolution  rather 
than  those  schemes  and  enterprises  which  are  in  danger  of  bring- 
ing revolution." 

Perhaps  the  best  answer  to  the  position  above  considered  is 
a  reference  to  the  career  of  such  men  as  Pres.  White  himself. 
At  any  rate,,  the  treatment  of  the  subject  is  interesting  and 
worthy  of  respectful  consideration. 


MEMORIAL  OF  BROTHER  CARL  HOMER  GRAY. 

/I  •  LIGHT  has  gone  out  from  among  us,  and  we  are  left  in  the 

xV-     darkness  of  grief  and  desolation.     At  nine  o'clock  on  the 

morning  of  January   twelfth,    the  soul  of  Bro.  C.  H.  Gray  took 

flight  from  its  earthly  home. 

Bro.  Gray  left  Athens  on  Dec.  23rd  to  spend  the  holidays  at 
his  home,  in  Jackson,  Ga.  On  New  Year's  Day  he  was  unwell, 
from  a  cold,  and  was  advised  not  to  return  to  the  University 
within  a  week.  Two  days  afterward  he  was  confined  to  his  bed 
with  pneumonia  and  the  first  symptoms  of  erysipelas  appeared; 
this  malady  steadily  spread  over  his  face,  and  probably  touched 
his  brain  on  Sunday  night,  after  which  time  he  was  never  fully 
conscious,  although  he  lived  until  Tuesday  morning. 

Before  he  lost  consciousness,  our  deceased  brother  knew  that 
he  could  not  live,  and  expressed  his  resignation  to  die  and  his 
trust  for  the  future.  This  trust  had  good  foundation,  for  not  a 
more  strictly  moral,  upright  and  manly  youth  ever  attended  the 
University. 

Bro.  Gray  was  distinguished  in  the  class  room,  upon  the 
rostrum,  and  the  athletic  field.  Entering  the  Sophomore  class 
in  the  fall  of  '95,  he  has  since  then  ever  maintained  a  degree  of 
excellence  which  few  students  have  reached.  His  favorite  studies 
were  English,  in  all  its  branches,  and  metaphysics. 

On  Field  Day  and  in  the  class  baseball  games,  Bro.  Gray  won 
a  reputation  as  an  athlete  and  as  a  pitcher.  Though  low  in 
stature,  our  brother  won  several  events  in  jumping  and  running. 

However,  it  is  as  an  orator  that  our  University  has  sustained 
its  greatest  loss  in  his  death.  During  last  year,  his  first  year  in 
college,  Bro.  Gray  won  the  medal  for  the  best  Sophomore  debate 
in  the  Phi  Kappa  Society,  and  the  Sophomore  medal  for  declama 
tion,  and  was  a  champion  debater  at  Commencement.  He  was 
studying  English  composition,  style,  rhetoric,  and  oratory  with 
the  intention  of  satisfying  his  ambition  to  become  a  celebrated 
lawyer.  When  speaking  of  his  aim  in  life  he  said,  "  I 
not  only  want  to  make  a  name  in  the  world,  but  I  want  the  world 
to  be  better  for  my  having  lived  in  it."     To  that  end  our  deceased 
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brother  devoted  his  energies,  studying  hard  such  branches  as 
would  help  him  in  oratory,  indulging  in  athletic  sports  to  keep  in 
good  physical  condition,  and  all  the  time  living  a  severely  moral 
life.  His  avowed  principle  was  that  man  should  be  as  pure  as 
woman,  and  he  advanced  this  principle  among  his  associates,  not 
only  by  verbal  advocacy,  but  by  a  perfect  example  of  a  virtuous 
life. 

On  the  morning  of  the  twelfth  of  January  a  thunderbolt  fell 
among  our  chapter,  and  his  many  friends  out  of  an  almost  clear 
sky.  We  did  not  know  the  serious  nature  of  the  illness  of  Bro. 
Homer  Gray  until  the  dispatch  was  received  from  his  brother 
Claude,  announcing  his  death. 

A  floral  tribute  was  ordered  at  once  by  our  chapter  and  three 
of  our  number  left  that  afternoon  as  a  delegation  to  the  funeral. 
Spending  the  night  in  Atlanta,  they  reached  Jackson  and  drove 
out  to  the  Gray  residence  just  in  time  for  the  funeral,  which  oc- 
curred at  eleven  o'clock  Wednesday  morning.  The  three  mem- 
bers of  the  delegation,  Bros.  U.  B.  Phillips  '97,  H.  R.  Perkins 
and  L.  L.  Linder  '98,  acted  as  pall-bearers  during  the  sad  rites  over 
our  departed  hero. 

Our  delegation  were  much  gratified  to  observe  that  their 
presence  at  the  obsequies  seemed  to  be  a  source  of  some  consola- 
tion to  the  dear  ones  that  their  loved  one  had  left  behind.  The 
family  now  consists  of  the  father  and  mother,  two  sisters  and 
two  brothers.  Mr.  Gray  is  a  substantial  cotton  planter,  who  has 
made  many  sacrifices  that  his  children  might  have  the  best  pos-  • 
sible  education;  he  has  thus  far  been  bereaved  by  the  death  of 
two  children,  a  daughter  and  a  son,  just  as  their  educations  were 
being  completed. 

Brother  Claude  Gray  is  an  Alpha  Tau  Alumnus  of  Alpha  Zeta 
Chapter,  at  Mercer  University,  and  is  now  principal  of  the  acade- 
my at  Harmony  Grove,  Ga.,  and  is  eminently  successful  in  his 
profession.  Between  Brothers  Claude  and  Homer  had  always  ex- 
isted the  deepest  of  brotherly  love;  so  the  former  is  to  be  espec- 
ially sympathized  with  in  this  loss. 

In  the  depth  of  sorrow  and  grief  into  which  Brother  Gray's 
death  has  plunged  his  family  and  friends,  however,  there  steals 
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a  ray  of  consolation,  in  the  fact  that  the  life  of  our  brother  has 
been  so  eminently  exemplary  that  he  has  certainly  already  ob- 
tained his  reward  in  the  beautiful  World  Beyond;  and  that  by  the 
force  of  his  example,  others  of  our  youth  will  be  encouraged  to 
walk  uprio^htly.  In  this  instance  the  words  of  the  poet  Bryant 
seem  especially  fitting: 

"He  who  from  zone  to  zone 
Guides  thy  certain  flight, 
In  the  long  way  that  I  must  tread  alone 
Will  guide  my  steps  aright." 
In  this  connection,  we  wish  to  render  our  thanks  to  Dr.  B.  F. 
Ritey,   of  this  university,   for  his  kindness  and  consideration  in 
accompanying  our  delegation  to  Jackson,  and  assisting  in  the  last 
ceremonies  over  the  body  of  our  Brother,  now  gone  from  us  for- 
ever.

EDITORIALS. 

THIS  number  is  full  of  Congress  news,  because  the  Biennial 
Congresses  are  the  great  events  of  our  fraternity  system  and 
the  occasions  when  there  is  the  most  convincing  demonstration  of 
the  greatness  attained  by  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and,  on  this 
account,  very  little  will  be  found  in  its  pages  which  does  not 
bear,  directly  or  indirectly  on  the  splendid  convention  at  Cleve- 
land on  December  30th  and  31st,  1896,  and  January  1st,  1897. 
This  is  on  account  of  the  belief,  which,  we  think,  generally  pre- 
vails, that  a  large  part  of  the  purpose  of  the  High  Council  in 
maintaining  the  Palm  is  to  preserve  the  history  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Fraternity.  The  Congresses  serve  to  divide  this 
history  into  convenient  periods  of  two  years  each,  and  to  sum- 
marize the  work  accomplished  in  them  and  give  a  more  intelligi- 
ble expression  to  the  brothers  and  the  world  of  the  nature  and 
significance  of  the  Fraternity.  These  periodical^  gatherings 
serve  also  as  an  infallible  index  of  the  growth  of  our  order, 
both  in  intension  and  extension.  That  the  Congresses  them- 
selves increase  in  value,  character  and  efficiency  with  the  pass- 
ing years  is  but  the  natural  result  of  the  progressive  growth  of 
the  fraternity  in  every  desirable  way.  We  have  no  hesitancy, 
therefore,  in  saying  that  the  Fifteenth  Biennial  Congress  was  in 
no  way  disappointing  to  a  true  lover  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  or 
a  careful  student  of  her  history.  For  convincing  proof  of  this 
we  can  only  refer  to  the  account  of  Congress  presented  in  this 
number  and  to  the  impressions  formed  by  those  in  attendance. 

While  successful  in  every  desirable  way,  the  Fifteenth 
.  Biennial  Congress  is  difficult  of  description.  There  w^as  verj 
/  little  earnest  debate  and  there  were  few  picturesque  incidents. 
The  work  done  was  well  done,  and  the  conservative  spirit,  which 
befits  the  legislative  body  of  a  fraternity  of  the  size  and  develop- 
ment of  ours,  prevailed.  A  dignified  stand  was  taken  on  the 
question  of  "lifting"  and  other  irregularities  and  ample  provi- 
sion was  made  for  meritorious  work,  such  as  the  catalogue,  w^hich 
received  particular  attention. 
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The  social  events  of  Congress  were  of  a  dignified  character, 

but,  at  the  same  time,  highly  enjoyable.     The  receptions  and  the 

banquet  were  all  satisfactory  in  every  way  and  the  relations  of 

delegates  among  themselves  and  with  the  Grand  Officers  were 

most  pleasant.     Altogether,  the  Congress,  in  its  makeup  and  in 

its  conduct,  was  most  worthy  of  the  fraternity  it  represented. 
******* 

The  editor  of  the  Palm  is  pleased  to  know  that  his  services 
have  not  been  considered  as  unworthy  of  continuance  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  fraternity.  While  not  free  from  annoyance,  the  work  is 
interesting  and  enjoyable  in  many  ways,  and  it  gives  much  satis- 
faction to  be  able  to  do  something,  however  little,  for  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  But  the  work  is  resumed  with  a  firmer  conviction  than 
ever  before  that  the  Palm  cannot  be  made  properly  represent- 
ative without  the  hearty  support  and  co  operation  of  every 
member  of  the  fraternity,  and  for  that  we  again  appeal  to  the 
readers  of  the  Palm,  and,  in  doing  so,  we  feel  that  we  are 
simply  reminding  them  of  their  duty. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  note  in  this  connection  that, 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  in  his  report  to 
Congress,  and  with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  editor,  the  High 
Council  has  appointed  two  assistant  editors  of  the  Palm.  They 
are  Bros.  Milo  H.  Massey  and  Bro.  J.  H.  Gannon,  Jr.,  both  of 
whom  are  well  known  in  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  world. 

Bro,  Gannon  was  intiated  by  N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron  in  1894,  while 
a  student  at  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  an  affiliate  of  N.  Y. 
Beta  Theta.  He  has  always  manifested  an  interest  in  literary 
work,  and  has  become  prominent  in  this  way  at  the  University, 
being  editor  of  the  Cornellian,  the  excellent  college  annual,  and 
of  the  Widotv,  a  college  weekly  of  a  very  modern  character, 
besides  contributing  considerably  to  other  publications  and  to 
prominent  newspapers.  We  feel  confident  that  Bro.  Gannon  will 
be  quite  as  popular  as  a  member  of  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
PA]!iM  as  he  is  otherwise  in  fraternity  circles  and  among  college 
men  generally. 

Bro.  Massey  needs  no  introduction  from  the  Palm.  It  has 
been  our  pleasure  on  many  occasions  to  chronicle  his  splendid 
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efforts  as  an  orator  and  author.  The  Congress  Oration,  delivered 
at  Cleveland,  and  which  is  given  in  this  number,  was  a  most 
worthy  successor  of  that  of  Bro.

There  were  very  few  changes  made  in  the  list  of  officers  of 
the  fraternity  at  Cleveland,  and  our  past  experience  has  proved 
this  to  be  wise.  When  a  good  man  is  found  for  a  place  and  is 
willing  to  do  its  work  and  do  it  faithfully,  the  fraternity  should 
benefit  by  the  opportunity,  and  should  not  make  risky  experi- 
ments by  introducing  new  blood  too  freely.  One  of  the  reasons 
for  the  steady  progress  of  our  fraternity  is  the  adoption  of  this 
policy.  It  brings  about  a  highly  desirable  continuity  in  fraternity 
traditions,  and  yet  the  Cleveland  Congress  did  not  make  the  mis- 
take of  carrying  this  policy  to  extremes. 

The  re-elections  of  Worthy  Grand  Chief  Glazebrook,  W.  G. 
K.  E.  Tolliver  and  Worthy  Grand  Chaplain  Vincent  were  a  matter 
of  course.  All  of  these  brothers  have  the  interests  of  the  frater- 
nity at  heart  and  willingly  sacrifice  their  own  convenience  for 
her.  It  would  have  been  highly  disappointing  to  the  fraternity, 
had  Qiuj  change  been  made  necessary. 

Bro.  James  E.  Green's  election  was  virtually  a  re  election,  as, 
owing  to  ill  health,  he  was  compelled  to  resign  before  the  com- 
pletion of  his  last  term.  The  fraternity  generally  rejoices  in  the 
happy  recovery  of  his  health,  for  the  deep  and  abiding  interest 
of  this  worthy  brother  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  widely  recognized 
and  appreciated.  He^will  give  to  the  duties  of  his  office  the  very 
careful  attention  they  demand.

In  the  properly  appointive  offices,  which  were,  however, 
filled  by  Congress,  equal  good  judgment  was  shown.

Bro.  Thomas  W.  Gregory,  alternate  orator,  is  a  member  of  Tenn. 
Alpha  Tau,  and  is  now  quite  generally  recognized  as  the  leading 
lawyer  of  Texas.  He  is  located  at  Austin  and  is  enthusiastic  in 
advancing  the  interests  of  his  fraternity  in  the  Lone  Star  State, 
having  been  very  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Texas  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation and  in  the  founding  of  the  chapter  at  the  Univerity  of 
Texas.

A.  I.  Bacheller,  of  New  York  AlphagOmicron,  has  made 
his  mark  in  New  York  City  as  the  head  of  the  Bacheller  syndi- 
cates, which  supply  the  foremost  newspapers  of  the  country  with 
high  class  novels,  stories  and  general  articles.     He  has  estab-. 
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iished  quite  a  reputation  for  himself  as  a  poet  in  the  East  and  any 
production  from  his  pen  will  be  found  well  worthy  of  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Sixteenth  Biennial  Congress.  Bro.  Edward  Lyle,  of 
old  New  York  Alpha  Lambda,  now  commonwealth's  attorney 
of  Roanoke,  Va.,  was  elected  alternate  poet.

For  two  years  previous  to  October,  '95,  Alpha  Tau's  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Boston  were  very  anxious  to  organize  an  alumni  associa- 
tion. Represented  by  chapters  in  five  New  England  col- 
leges and  by  members  of  other  colleges  attending  Har- 
vard, Mass.,  Institute  of  Tech.  and  Boston  Univesrity,  the 
prospects  for  a  thriving  alumni  association  seemed  exceed- 
ing bright.  For  a  considerable  time  we  endeavored  to  find 
old  A.  T.  O.  men,  but  we  were  not  successful.  We  decided  to  or- 
ganize with  only  young  members. 

The  first  decisive  step  was  taken  at  a  banquet  held  at  Young's 
Hotel  and  given  by  the  Mass.  Gamma  Beta  chapter, Tufts  college. 
Ten  alumni  were  present  and  immediate  action  was  taken  to  orga- 
nize. The  association  meets  but  four  times  a  year,  three  times  a  ta 
regular  meeting  and  the  fourth  at  a  banquet.

The  baby  Chapter  of  A.  T.  O.  begs  leave  to  make  the  following 
report. 

Illinois  Gamma  Zeta  was  ushered  into  life  March  16,  1895,  at 
Champaign,  111.,  in  the  center^of  the  great  prairie  state,  one  hun- 
dred miles  south  of  the  great  and  windy  city  on  the  lake. 

Bros.  Atwood,  Lyon  and  Thornton  divulged  the  mysteries  of 
the  Greek  letters  to  several  enterprising  youths,  mostly  members 
of  the  sophomore  class.  It  being  so  near  the  close  of  the  school 
year,  little  was  accomplished  bej  ond  obtaining  suitable  quarters, 
initiating  two  more  men  and  entertaining  a  few  times. 

Champaign  has  a  reputation  for  social  affairs,  and  from  the 
start  Gamma  Zeta  made  herself  a  prominent  factor. 

The  school  year  of  '95-96  was  fraught  with  many  difficulties. 
The  number  of  initiates  was  increased  to  twenty,  but  five  had  not 
returned,  leaving  fifteen  members,  two  of  whom  were  honorary 
and  thirteen  active.  During  this  year  we  had  many  ups  and 
downs.  Our  quarters  were  not  large  enough,  so  we  gave 
them  up  and  sought  new  ones.  Three  months  passed  before  they 
were  secured,  the  present  delegate  being  initiated  in  a  grave- 
yard in  the  absence  of  rooms.  February  1  found  us  in  the  finest 
suite  of  rooms  the  city  afforded,  in  a  splendid  new  business  block, 
opposite  the  Opera  House.  We  still  boast  of  the  best  appointed 
and  organized  suite  in  the  city.  In  a  social  way  this  has  estab- 
lished our  prestige.  Our  thirteen  active  men  were  proud  of  their 
success.  University  honors  were  not  lacking;  two  'varsity 
football  men,  two  Glee  Club  men,  assistant  editor  of  college  paper 
and  also  of  junior  annual,  the  Illio.  Four  men  were  graduated  and 
left  last  year,  and  only  five  re-appeared  for  work.  The  prospect 
was  rather  disheartening.  However  the  five  city  alumni  and  ten 
professors  cheered  us  up  and  we  went  to  work  with  a  will.  Eight 
splendid  men  were  secured  from  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
classes,  but  all  new  men.  One  has  been  initiated,  seven  more  will 
greet  the  goat  next  school  term.  So  to-day  we  report  six  actives 
seven  spikes,  five  city  alumni  and  two  honorary  members. 

Socially  we  are  very  evident  and  the  following  may  illustrate 
our  situation. 
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Sigma  Chi  for  years  has  held  the  palm  in  our  institution. 
This  fall  they  acknowledged  us  as  their  most  formidable  rivals. 
We  have  three  T.  N.  E.'s,  two  Alpha  Delta  Phi's  and  two  Shield 
and  Tridents,  Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior  Fraternities,  re- 
spectively.

This  year,  as  last,  the  delegate  is  on  the  college  paper 
staff  and  W.  M.  Pithian  is  to  edit  our  next  annual. 

Branch,  the  terror  to  Western  footballers,  is  an  A.  T.  O.  He 
will  captain  the  'varsity  team  next  season.     He  is  our  athletic  idol. 

Our  Worthy  Master  is  the  son  of  a  well-known  United  States 
Representative,  and  we  have  the  sons  of  two  State  Representa. 
tive  members. 

Branch,  '98,  will  captain  next  year's  'varsity  team,  and  our 
prospects  are  good  for  live  members  of  the  track  team.  A.  T.  O. 
will  also  be  represented  on  the  'varsity  debating  team. 

Illinois  Gamma  Zeta  comes  to  this  her  first  fraternity  Con- 
gress fully  realizing  her  infancy  and  her  weakness.  She  boasts 
of  nothing  but  hope  and  a  small  degree  of  pluck.  She  jumped 
into  a  school  where  there  are  six  other  splendid  national 
fraternities,  two  sororities  and  three  class  fraternity  represent- 
ed. We  do  not  claim  first  place  among  them,  yet  there  is  not 
one  but  would  have  some  better  men  if  we  were  not  there.

Everybody  knows  what  we  did  to  the  crack  Ohio  team  this 
fall. 
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Most  of  our  students  are  Illinois  boys,  so  that  in  a  few  years 
we  shall  boast  of  strong  Alumni  Chapters.     And  at  the  next  Con- 
gress, be  it  at  Atlanta  or  New  Orleans,  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta  will 
have  a  better  representative  and  a  better  report.

Since  the  fourteenth  Congress  held  in  1894  our  college  has 
passed  two  very  prosperous  years.  The  list  of  students  now 
numbers  about  500  in  all  departments,  the  corps  of  instructors 
has  been  increased  until  at  the  present  time  there  are  seventy  in 
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the  faculty.     The  endowment  fund  has  ^rown  to  a  considerable 
extent  and  a  large  number  of  courses  have  been  added. 

Gamma  Beta  Chapter  has  shared  in  the  general  prosperity, 
and  the  last  two  years  have  shown  great  progress  in  all  di- 
rections. In  every  department  of  college  life  we  exercise  a 
powerful  influence.  From  the  gridiron  to  the  diamond,  in  all 
branches  of  athletics  our  power  is  supreme,  while  from  the 
editorial  board  to  the  debating  platform,  the  old  gold  and  blue 
are  prominent. 

'At  the  time  of  the  last  Congress  the  Chapter  was  in  the  most 
critical  condition  that  it  had  ever  seen.  Starting  the  college  year 
of  1894  with  but  seven  men,  misfortunes  came  at  once.  One  of 
our  prominent  brothers,  the  leader  of  his  class,  passed  away  on 
Nov.  9.  The  six  remaining  members  were  made  of  more  than 
the  ordinary  material.  They  started  in  on  a  strong  progressive 
system.  A  month  after  Brother  BoUes'  death,  six  men  were 
initiated,  and  in  February  of  1895,  five  more  were  taken  in, 
swelling  the  total  number  to  seventeen.  The  effect  of  the  new 
blood  was  soon  evident,  we  started  on  our  upward  course,  and 
from  then  until  the  present  date.  Gamma  Beta  has  never  faltered. 
Even  during  this  unfortunate  year  we  had  a  place  in  college  life, 
having  members  on  many  important  committees,  a  man  on  the 
editorial  staff  of  the  Junior  publication,  and  six  men  including 
the  captain  of  the  team  which  defeated  Harvard  in  baseball. 

Only  one  man.  Brother  Page,  was  graduated  this  year,  so 
that  we  came  back  to  college  the  next  fall  in  a  very  fair  con- 
dition, having  eleven  men.  Shortly  after  the  opening  of  college 
we  took  in  six  new  brothers  and  the  next  February  seven  more, 
making  the  total  number  of  initiates  for  the  year  thirteen. 
Brother  Eddy  left  in  January  to  take  care  of  a  parish  at  Neenah, 
Wis.,  and  Brother  Sedgewick  left  at  mid-year,  going  to  Brown 
University;  two  other  brothers  left  later  in  the  year,  one  on  ac- 
count of  illness,  and  the  other  to  study  law.  This  left  us  twenty 
members  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

During  this  year  our  success  became  marked  and  our  rapid 
strides  were  commented  upon  by  members  of  the  older  fraterni- 
ties. We  had  several  men  on  the  football  team,  a  majority  on 
the  baseball  team,  including  the  captain.  The  manager  of  this 
team  was  a  brother,  and  the  first  manager  of  an  athletic  team  to 
turn  over  a  balance  on  the  right  side  to  the  Athletic  Association. 
We  also  had  three  class  captains,  tennis  champion,  and  several 
men  prominent  in  track  athletics.  We  had  an  editor  of  the  "His- 
tory of  the  College,"  and  several  members  of  the  Debating  So- 
ciety, including  one  of  the  three  college  debaters. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year  in  the  election  for  the  present  session 
we  were  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  three  members  of  the  Ad- 
visory Board  of  Athletics,  and  several  minor  officers. 

Three  men  besides  Brother  Eddy  were  graduated  in  June. 

This  fall  we  opened  with  fourteen  men  and  excellent  pros- 
pects. We  changed  our  rooms  to  Somerville,  within  ten  minutes 
walk  of  the  college,  and  here  we  are  very  pleasantly  located. 
Our  relations  with  the  other  college  organizations  are  of  the 
pleasantest.  -We  have  initiated  five  men,  all  from  the  sophmore 
class.  This  came  about  on  account  of  a  resolution  not  to  take  in 
freshmen  until  after  mid-year,  a  subject  on  which  there  has  been 
much  discussion  here  among  the  various  fraternities.  Four 
freshmen  will  probably  be  taken  in  next  term,  bringing  our  num- 
ber slightly  over  twenty,  this  size  seeming  to  give  the  best 
results. 

This  fall  we  have  had  our  share  of  the  college  honors,  chief 
among  them  being  Marshall,  of  the  senior  class,  and  football 
captain  for  next  year. 

The  only  feeling  of  regret  we  have  is  on  account  of  our 
financial  condition.  The  indebtedness  of  the  Chapter  was  largely 
incurred  at  the  time  of  its  starting  by  brothers  who  are  now  out 
of  college. 

This  debt  we  have  taken  upon  ourselves  to  pay.  At  the  be- 
beginning  of  last  year  we  owed  in  all  ^140  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  this  had  been  reduced  to  ^90.  This  year  it  is  our  earnest 
desire  to  bring  this  down  to  nothing,  and  though  the  necessity 
of  sending  a  delegate  to  Congress  has  caused  considerable  ex- 
pense, we  expect  our  aim  will  be  reached,  and  the  Chapter  put 
on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  lay  especial  stress  on  the  strength  and 
confidence  which  have  been  given  us  by  the  Boston  Alumni 
Association  and  the  New  England  Association  of  Active  Chapters, 
both  founded  since  the  last  Congress. 

With  the  earnest  wish  for  the  success  of  the  fraternity 
everywhere,  we  close.

Since  that  time  our  chapter  has  enjoyed 
a  steady  and  prosperous  growth.  Our  chapter  roll  numbers  163, 
the  greater  number  of  whom  have  taken  degrees.  The  chapter 
house  question  having  been  agitated  by  our  chapter  for  some 
time,  a  year  and  a  half  ago  we  took  active  steps  in  that  direction, 
and  as  a  result  one  of  the  finest  properties  in  our  section  of  the 
city  was  rented  by  us  for  a  chapter  house.  The  enterprise  has 
proved  eminently  successful;  the  other  fraternities  in  the  college, 
Delta  Gamma,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  and  Sigma  Nu,  following 
our  example,  now  rent  houses  for  their  exclusive  use.  We  have 
proved  to  ourselves  and  our  alumni  that  the  chapter  house  scheme 
is  not  a  visionary  one,  and  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  own  a  chap- 
ter house  in  order  to  have  one.  It  is  within  our  reach  whenever 
we  desire  to  come  into  possession  of  property  of  our  own. 

It  is  a  matter  of  special  pride  to  us  to  be  able  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  fraternity  to  our  chapter  souvenir,  a  book  of  over 
200  quarto  pages,  giving  a  complete  history  of  the  college  and 
the  founding  of  O.  Alpha  Nu  with  biographical  sketches  and 
half-tone  engravings  of  each  member  of  the  chapter.  We  have 
derived  great  satisfaction  from  it  and  have  a  copy  with  us  for  the 
inspection  of  Congress. 

In  a  word,  we  have  enjoyed,  as  we  believe,  almost  unprece- 
dented i)rosperity.     We  point  with  pride  to  our  alumni  brothers, 
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who  are  more  than  ever  worthy  wearers  of    the   Maltese   Cross.

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  Ohio  Beta  Eta  chapter  submits 
her  fifth  biennial  report. 

This  chapter  is  located  at  the  Ohio  Wesley  an  University, 
Delaware,  Ohio.     This  college  is  fast  becoming  favorably  recog- 
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nized  throughout  the  eaucational  world.  It  has  an  endowment 
of  over  one  million  dollars,  and  a  fine  equipment. 

Our  university  has  always  been  considered  good  fraternity 
ground,  and  as  a  result  we  have  seven  rivals.  They  are,  Beta 
Theta  Pi,  Sigma  Chi,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Delta  Tau 
Delta,  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon. 

In  the  nine  years  of  our  chapter's  history  sixty  members 
have  taken  their  sacred  obligations  in  our  hall,  while  three  have 
affiliated  with  us  from  sister  chapters. 

Since  last  Congress  we  have  initiated  thirteen  splendid  men. 
They  are,  Samuel  I.  Bass,  Chas.  "W.  Phifer,  Lieutenant  Waldo  'E: 
Ayer,  Allen  Porter  Temple,  Harry  B.  Bass,  Burt  E.  Taylor, 
Stephen  K.  Mahon,  Waldo  F.  Smith,  J.  J.  Halliday,  A.  Nold 
Hoelzel,  Charles  B.  Laymon,  Pearl  H.  Greene,  Carl  N.  Sharp.

We  have  been  hampered  by  debt  throughout  the  last  two 
years,  owing  to  some  unfortunate  arrearages  which  had  been  al- 
lowed to  accumulate.  But  notwithstanding  this  and  the  fact  that 
some  of  those  who  left  the  chapter  last  year  owed  us  165.00,  a 
large  part  of  which  is  still  unpaid,  we  are  now  out  of  debt,  with 
the  exception  of  a  slight  balance  due  the  general  fraternity. 
This  will  soon  be  cancelled. 

We  have  lately  moved  our  chapter  quarters  into  a  more  de- 
sirable location,  and  by  the  middle  of  this  year  they  will  be  the 
best  appointed  fraternity  quarters  at  our  university.  Several  of 
our  alumni  have  extended  t3  us  a  helping  hand. 

Among  the  many  very  pleasant  occurrences  in  the  history  of 
our  chapter  during  the  past  two  years  was  the  visit  we  received 
from  our  beloved  Dr.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook.  His  presence  with  us 
foi-  a  few  hours  opened  every  heart  to  him  and  we  still  feel  the 
helpful  influences  of  his  visit.  Also  our  Ex.  W.  G.  C.  Bro.  E.  J. 
Shives  has  been  with  us  on  numerous  occasions,  and  he  always 
gives  us  greater   inspiration  in  the  cause  of  our  beloved  order. 
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We  feel  it  a  great  pleasure  as  well  as  privilege  to  come  into  touch 
in  this  way  with  one  who  has  helped  guide  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
through  so  many  years  of  her  history,  and  we  hope  for  his  con- 
tinuance on  the  High  Council. 

The  Ohio  State  Annual  Conclave  held  its  session  of  last  Feb- 
ruary in  our  chapter  hall.

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Congress  our  chapter  has  been 
steadily  growing  in  membership  and  in  influence.  We  have  init- 
iated nine  men  and  at  present  have  a  chapter  roll  of  seventeen 
active  members.  *Of  this  number  five  are  affiliates  from  our  sister 
chapters  and  two  are  alumni  from  our  own  institution.  Our 
chapter  has  also  received  valuable  assistance  from  several  Alpha 
Taus  residing  in  the  city. 

The  university  of  which  we  are  proud  to  be  members  has 
achieved  a  remarkable  development  since  our  last  report  and 
gives  promise  of  becoming  in  time  the  foremost  institution  in  the 
state.  Its  appropriation  has  been  doubled  by  recent  legislation, 
and  at  present  three  new  buildings  are  in  process  of  construction 
costing  from  175000  to  1100,000  each.  A  part  of  one  of  the^e  is 
to  be  devoted  to  a  large  and  well  equipped  gymnasium.  When 
completed  there  will  be  a  total  of  twelve  buildings  in  full  use  by 
the  university.  The  attendance  has  been  steadily  growing  and 
now  numbers  nearly  1000  students.  This  year,  in  spite  of  hard 
times,  there  was  an  increase  of  over  a  hundred.  The  university 
has  been  fortunate  in  procuring  the  services  of  Dr.  Canfield  as 
president,  and  his  energy  and  influence  will  soon  make  it  one  of 
the  prominent  institutions  of  the  northwest. 

Seventeen  Greek  Letter  Societies  flourish  at  our  University; 
among  these  are  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  and  Phi  Delta  Phi  and  four 
sororities.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  Congress  two  fraternities 
and  one  sorority  have  planted  their  standards  among  us.  This 
addition  to  the  already  large  number  indicates  the  important 
position  that  the  State  University  commands  in  the  fraternity 
world.  Amidst  this  formidable  set  of  rivals  we  are  proud  to  say 
that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  does  not  occupy  a  secondary  place. 
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In  financial  matters  the  Chapter  has  undergone  severe  trials. 
We  are  suffering  from  the  evil  effects  of  a  long  established  policy 
for  which  none  of  the  present  members  of  the  Chapter  are  re- 
sponsible. This  policy  has  placed  us  in  arrears  to  the  National 
Fraternity,  and  together  with  this,  owing  to  certain  unavoidable 
Chapter  House  complications,  we  were  thrown  in  debt,  recently, 
to  the  extent  of  about  I250.U0.  Yet  in  the  face  of  these  mis- 
fortunes and  attendant  discouragement,  by  arduous  efforts  we 
are  to-day  out  of  debt. 

The  general  character  of  the  Chapter  is  of  the  very  best. 
We  have  well  attended  and  enthusiastic  meetings  regularly. 
Notwithstanding  the  disintegrating  influences  of  city  life  our 
members  are  prompt  and  loyal  in  their  support  of  interests  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega.  And  I  may  say,  with  some  degree  of  pride, 
that  the  present  year  has  begun  with  more  promising  prospects 
for  the  future  prosperity  of  Ohio  Beta  Omega  than  any  year  in 
her  previous  history;  she  seems  to  have  taken  into  herself  new 
life, a  sudden  awakening  to  the  blessings  that  are  bestowed  by  our 
most  noble  brotherhood.  That  the  chapter  ha§  been  delinquent 
in  many  respects  in  the  past  can  not  be  denied,  and  it  is  not  the 
purpose  of  this  report  to  in  any  manner  conceal  her  real  condi- 
tion, but  we  feel  safe  in  saying  that  all  the  mistakes  of  our 
chapter  shall  be  rectified.  With  a  growing  college  and  enthusi- 
astic members,  our  future  cannot  but  be  a  brilliant  one. 

In  scholarship  Alpha  Taus  are  in  the  front  rank.  As  usual 
we  have  received  our  share  of  college  honors,  having  since  the

The  period  of  two  years  since  the  Fourteenth  Biennial  Con- 
gress at  Washington  contains  for  Beta  Rho  a  year  and   a  half  of 
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prosperity  and  success,  of  which  we  are  justly  proud,  consider- 
ing the  number  of  students  from  which  we  have  been  compelled 
to  select;  and  a  half  a  year,  or  less,  in  which  we  have  been  some- 
what disabled  by  loss  of  men.  There  are  about  two  hundred  stu- 
dents, or  less,  in  Marietta  College,  and  of  this  number  compara- 
tively few  are  worthy  of  becoming  Alpha  Taus.  There  have 
been  five  fraternities  represented  at  Marietta, but  about  a  week  ago 
we  received  a  letter  saying  that  the  Eta  Chapter  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  had  been  deprived  of  her  charter.  Of  course  this  will,  in 
some  measure,  be  a  help  to  Beta  Rho.  Our  principal  drawback 
is  that  so  many  students,  especially  those  who  have  money,  either 
affiliate  with  other  Chapters  of  A.  T.  O.  or  attend  colleges  in 
which  we  have  no  Chapters.  This  accounts  also  for  our  some- 
what low  financial  condition  and  our  inability  to  contribute  as 
much  as  we  should  like  to  Alpha  Taus  interests,  both  at  home 
and  abroad. 

We»  have  no  Chapter  house,  but  rent  a  pleasantly  situated 
hall  where  we  meet  once  a  week.  One  thing  I  can  say  for  Beta 
Rho  which  is  very  important:  she  cannot  be  classed  with  those 
fraternities  which  have  been  referred  to  by  our  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  as  showing  lack  of  enthusiasm.  Our  boys  are  always  wide 
awake,  and  it  is  not  our  fault  if  a  man  whom  we  have  wished 
joins  another  fraternity  and  few  do,  for  that  matter.  Neverthe- 
less we  luill  not  take  anything  but  the  best.  And  we  haven't  a 
man  whom  I  should  be  at  'all  backward  about  having  you  one  and 
all  "test  and  examine."  I  cannot  give  our  exact  doht  but  it  is 
very  small.  As  for  the  number  initiated  since  last  Congress, 
there  are  only_six  or  seven  in  the  sophomore  and  freshmen 
classes.  ** 

I  must  now  close  this  short  report  to  hear  more  important 
ones  and,  if  the  others  may  some  of  them  be  somewhat  more 
favorable  be  patient  with  us  as  in  a  month  more  we  promise  you 
a  much  more  favorable  one.  We  are  just  now  passing  a  crisis, 
and  when  it  has  passed,  Beta  Rho  expects  to  be  in  an  exceedingly 
presentable  condition.  One  thing  which  I  might  mention  is  con- 
cerning college  honors.  Last  year  we  had  captain  and  four 
other  members  of  the  baseball  team;  on  this  year's  football  team 
one  man,  the  best,  on  the  team  by  the  way;  the  president  of  the 
Athletic  Association;  winner  of  junior  prize  essay;  two  class 
presidents;  editor  college  annual;  three  men ''on  Glee  Club  and 
several  others.

Our  Chapter 
is  well  represented  in  every  department  of  college  work  and  her 
members  have  received  a  large  number  of  college  honors.  In 
the  class  room,  public  speaking  and  debate,  we  have  prize  win- 
ners and  honor  men.  We  are  represented  on  both  musical  clubs, 
have  the  leader  and  director  of  the  Glee  Club,  manager  and  three 
members  of  the  Symphony.  We  are  represented  on  the  college 
publicatioiTS  by  Brother  Deming,  managing  editor  of  the  Liber 
Jiruv.en.sis,  the  college  annual,  and  by  Brother  Randall,  Business 
Manager  of  the  Broivn  Magazine. 

In  athletics,  A.  T.  O.  has  from  her  very  beginning  at  Brown, 
taken  first  rank.  At  the  field  day  meet  last  spring  she  took  fifty- 
iwo  points  out  of  a  total  of  about  eighty-five  points,  thus  win- 
ning over  the  combined  force  of  her  twelve  rivals  and  the  non- 
Iraternity  men.  Last  spring  we  had  two  men  on  the  baseball 
team  which  defeated  Yale  in  three  successive  games  and  won 
first  place  among  the  college  teams  of  America.  In  football  we 
were  ably  represented   by  four  of   our   brothers.     We   have  the 
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manager  of  the   football   team,  captain   of  Athletic    team   and 
leaders  in  every  line  of  college  athletics. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  the  Univer- 
sity in  which  A.  T.  O.  is  thus  prospering.  From  a  student  en- 
rollment of  235  and  fifteen  members  of  the  faculty  in  1890,  the 
University  has  increased  until  to-day  she  numbers  930  students 
and  eighty  five  members  on  the  faculty.  In  all  departments  she  has 
made  rapid  advancement  as  well  as  in  members,  and  placed  her- 
self a  worthy  competitor  and  close  second  to  the  "Big  Four," 
and  from  the  above  facts  it  is  evident  that  A.  T.  O.  is  having  her 
share  in  and  keeping  pace  with  this  advancement. 

We  believe  that  our  success  is  due  in  large  part  to  the  fact 
that'we'live  together  in  our  own  quarters.  »Two  years  ago  we  rented 
a  Chapter  House  as  an  experiment,  and,  believing  from  one  year's 
experience,  that  by  thus  living  together  we  are  bound  more 
closely  in  the  true  fraternity  spirit,  we  have  leased  property  and 
intend  to  make  this  a  permanent  feature  of  our  work.  Last

We  have  affiliated  with  us  this  year 
Bro.  D.  O.  Cameron,  of  Tenn.  Lambda,  and  the  chapter  roll  now 
numbers  fifteen.  Great  care  has  always  been  exercised  in  the  se- 
lection of  men  and  consequently  we  have  a  set  of  brothers  as 
agreeable  and  friendly  as  could  be  well  gotten  together.

We  urge  that  the  catalogue  be  issued  as  soon  as  practicable, 
as  it  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  us  in  Texas,  in  locating  men 
who  are  still  ignorant  of  our  existence  in  the  state.  The  Texas 
list  has  boon  corrected  and  prepared  by  Bro.  Geo.  W.  Mitchell  of 
our  chapter.  This  committee  will  publish  early  in  the  new  year 
a  Texas  catalogue,  and  by  that  time  we  hope  to  have  a  complete 
list.

CLIPPINGS. 

COLLEGE  FRATERNITY  STRONGHOLDS. 

The  more  wide-spread  college  fraternities  have  accomplished 
a  most  useful  function  in  bringing  to  students  in  widely  separated 
institutions  a  knowledge  of  each  other.  The  general  public  are 
too  apt  to  believe  that  the  college  life  of  the  country  is  confined 
to  some  half  dozen  or  ten  much  advertised  institutions.  When- 
ever a  popular  magazine,  for  instance,  announces  a  series  of  ar- 
ticles upon  American  college  life,  we  can  tell  in  advance  that 
they  will  contain  the  same  old  studies  and  same  old  pictures  of 
Yale  and  Harvard,  Columbia  and  Princeton,  the  Universities  of 
Virginia  and  Johns  Hopkins,  possibly  Michigan,  and  a  sketch  of 
the  iSTational  Schools  at  West  Point  and  Annapolis  thrown  in  by 
way  of  variety.  Indeed,  many  otherwise  well  informed  per- 
sons are  surprised  to  learn  that  there  are  colleges  in  ex- 
istence which  do  not  send  crews  of  rowing  men  to  Europe, 
or  have  pugilistic  encounters  before  crowds  of  onlookers 
for  attractive  gate  money.  And  yet  the  real  college  life 
of  the  country  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  institutions  we 
have  named,  and  perhaps  in  some  others,  but  in  the  college  of 
300  students  on  the  average,  with  meager  endowment  and  facili- 
ties, perhaps,  but  where  the  students  are  divided  by  no  social 
lines,  where  the  indolence  and  insolence  of  wealth  is  not  con- 
trasted with  the  industry  and  humility  of  poverty,  where  brains 
and  character  are  the  sole  standards  of  quality,  where  the 
students  are  taught  by  the  professors  and  not  by  tutors,  and 
where  the  time  and  attention  of  the  students  is  not  wholly  given 
to  forms  of  athletic  publicity.  These  colleges,  frequented  by 
the  boys  from  what  for  want  of  a  better  term  we  call  the  "middle 
classes  "  are,  in  our  opinion,  the  best  field  for  fraternity  work 
and  fraternity  life.  It  is  in  such  cnlleges  that  our  fraternity 
finds  its  true  home,  it  is  from  such  colleges  that  we  have  drawn 
the  men  who  give  us  standing  in  the  world  at  large,  and  it  is  at 
such  colleges  that  we  must  becoAie  permanent  factors  in  the  col- 
lege life  by  eagerly  seizing  every  means  to  secure  a  strong  hold 
upon  the  institution.  But  for  the  fraternities,  the  knowledge  at 
one  institution  of  this  class  at  a  similar  institution  a  thousand 
miles  away  would  be  vague  indeed.  The  fraternities,  however, 
bring  into  contact  students  from  such  institutions,  who  find  that 
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their  college  life  is  much  the  same  in  Maine  as  in  Georgia,  in  Ohio 
as  in  Missouri,  and  that  the  idea  that  study  and  not  advertisement 
is  the  purpose  of  college  residence  had  not  entirely  disappeared 
from  educational  circles  — The  Beta  Theta  Pi, 

A  reporter's  mistake. 

The  sound  of  voices  in  the  vicinity  of  the  stone  crusher 
called  the  Citizen  correspondent's  attention  to  the  city  ledge 
Tuesday  evening.  A  careful  scrutiny  of  this  lonely  spot  re- 
vealed the  presence  of  a  number  of  forms,  and  in  a  short  time 
there  appeared  a  number  of  young  men  tightly  grasping  a  heavy 
rope  to  which  were  tied  several  cowering  and  shivering  indi- 
viduals who  appeared,  from  their  costumes,  to  be  hobos. 

Visions  of  a  Western  lynching  bee  came  to  the  Citizen  man's 
mind  and  he  followed  on  so  as  to  be  in  at  the  death  with  a  two- 
column  scoop.  Down  the  car  track  the  grim  procession  moved 
on.  When  about  half  way  to  the  square  the  procession  halted 
at  a  convenient  pole  with  a  projecting  cross- tree,  and  each 
blindfolded  victim  was  sternly  ordered  to  roll  up  the  left  leg  of 
his  pants. 

It  was  only  another  dose  of  Tufts  College  initiatory  work. 
Through  the  square  they  marched  to  the  new  Chapin  building, 
where  the  chapter  rooms  of  Gamma  Beta  Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  are  located. 

The  five  fortunate  or  unfortunate  victims  who  went  through 
ah  evening's  ordeal  were  E.  Eugene  Gibson,  of  Ontario,  Can.; 
Arien  Cummings,  of  Woburn;  Merwin  Davis,  of  Haverhill;  Chas. 
H.  Rand,  of  Waltham,  and  George  B.  Heath,  of  Calais,  Me. — 
Somerville  Citizen. 
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son  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  so  i  shall  pass  at  once  to  that  of  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  University  and  Va.  Beta  Chapter. 

Over  a  century  ago  the  sturdy  Scotch -Irish  pioneer,  armed 
with  the  sword  in  one  hand  and  the  Bible  in  the  other,  pushed 
his  way  deep  into  the  primeval  forests  of  Virginia,  seeking  for 
himself  an  asylum  from  the  wrongs  he  had  suffered  across  the 
waters.  Reaching  the  summit  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  he  paused, 
and,  shading  his  eyes  from  the  last  rays  of  the  setting  sun, 
looked  down  upon  the  peaceful  valley  stretched  at  his  feet.  In 
the  eyes  of  the  wanderer  it  was  a  "Promised  Land"  and,  breath- 
ing a  prayer  of  thankfulness  to  the  One  who  had  guided  his  steps 
hither,  he  lay  down  under  the  open  skies  and  dreamed  of  his 
future  home.  Before  this  sturdy  pioneer's  advance  everything 
gave  way,  and  ere  long  the  smoke  curling  among  the  tree  tops 
told  of  the  cabin's  site  and  the  ceaseless  stroke  of  the  axe  marked 
the  advent  of  civilized  man.  At  the  close  of  day  the  children 
gathered  around  their  father's  knee,  listening  to  the  tales  of  far 
off  England  and  gathering  such  fragments  of  knowledge  as  could 
be  imparted  without  books  at  the  cabin  fireside.  Soon,  however, 
this  became  inadequate,  the  increasing  population  and  prosper- 
ity requiring  better  educational  advantages.  To  fill  this  need, 
Robert  Alexander  in  1749  ushered  into  existence  Augusta  Acade- 
my, situated  near  Greenville  in  Augusta  Co.,  which  school  was 
the  corner  stone  upon  which  was  built  Washington  and  Lee 
University. 

The  school,  always  prosperous,  was  moved  several  times, 
keeping  up  with  the  advancing  tide  of  civilization  which  was 
ever  setting  up  the  Valley.  In  1774  it  was  moved  to  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant, in  Rockbridge  Co.,  and  was  called  Mt.  Pleasant  Academy, 
In  1776,  it  was  rechristened  "The  Child  of  Freedom"  and  took 
the  name  of  Liberty  Hall  Academy.  In  1777  it  was  again  found 
necessary  to  move  the  school  and  it  was  accordingly  moved  to 
TimVjcr  Ridge,  a  few  miles  from  the  present  site  of  Lexington. 
Here  it  remained  until  1785,  when  it  was  moved  to  Mulberry  Hill 
near  its  present  site.  Once  more,  however,  was  it  destined  to  be 
moved,  for,  in  1802,  the  buildings  were  demolished  by  fire,  leav- 
ing only  the  picturesque  ruins  which  stand  on  an  eminence  west 
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of  the  town,  and  when  it  was  reopened  it  bore  the  name  of  Wash- 
ington College,  in  honor  of  Gen.  Washington,  one  of  its  most 
munificent  benefactors,  its  location  being  transferred  to  the 
present  site.  From  this  time  on  its  prosperity  was  ever  on  the 
increase  and  even  after  having  been  ravaged  by  the  cruel  hand 
of  the  civil  war,  it  was  one  of  the  first  of  Southern  Colleges  to 
recover  and,  under  the  guidance  of  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee,  reached 
its   maximum  point  in  numbers  and  usefulness. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  appeared  upon  the 
scene  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  and  it  was  but  natural 
that  Washington  College  should  become  the  home  of  the  first  off- 
spring of  the  mother  chapter.  But  a  very  short  time  elapsed 
after  the  establishment  of  the  Fraternity  before  steps  were  taken 
to  organize  Va.  Beta,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  extract 
taken  from  the  minutes  of  the  first  regular  meeting  which  was 
held  Feb.  16,  1866: 

"The  Washington  College  Chapter  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omegaf* 
Society  held  its  first  regular  meeting  in  its  hall  in  Lexington, I 
Rockbridge  Co.,  Virginia,  on   the  16th  day  of  February,  1866.     *\ 

*  *        The   society   had   been   established    through   the 

mother  society  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  by  conferring  a 
membership  on  John  Stonestreet  Van  Meter,  in  November  of 
1865.  Membership  was  afterward  conferred  on  the  following 
persons  in  the  order  recited,  Flavins  J.  Snyder,  F.  Augustus 
Berlin,  Milton  B.  Hurt,  W.  F.  Turner,  J.  W.  Turner."  Besides 
the  above  names  six  more  were  added  to  the  roll  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  twelve  men  in  the  chapter  during  the  session 
'65-'66.  The  next  session  twenty-tw^o  more  were  added  and  as 
many  of  the  previous  session's  enrollment  returned,  the  chapter 
numbered  about  thirty  men.  Among  them  appear  the  names  of 
Bros.  Bullock, Orr,  Deaderick,  Chalmers,  Breckenridge,  Calhoun, 
Clay  and  many  others  conspicuous  in  the  annals  of  the  Fratern- 
ity. For  many  years  prosperity  followed  in  the  path  of  the 
Chapter.  Every  year  eight  or  ten  new  names  were  added  to  the 
roll,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Chapter  had  to  cope  with 
old  established  fraternities.  In  view  of  the  increasing  numbers 
and  prosperity,  a  new  hall  was  obtained  and  elegantly  fitted  up. 
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entertainments  were  given  and,  in  the  words  of  a  W.  S.  of  the 
time,  "The  Chapter  went  on  its  way  rejoicing".  To  all  appear- 
ances Va.  Beta  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  had  become  a  permanent 
factor  in  the  student  life  at  Washington  College. 

For  some  unaccountable  reason,  however,  due  probably  to 
lack  of  fit  material  and  the  establishment  of  other  fraternities  at 
the  college,  the  Chapter  began  to  decline  and  in  1884  its  charter 
was  given  up,  after  an  honorable  career  of  nearly  twenty  years 
duration.  Much  more  could  be  written  concerning  the  early  days 
of  the  Chapter  when  it  and  Virginia  Alpha  constituted  the  whole 
Fraternity  and  held  the  first  convention  in  Lexington,  of  the  com- 
munity chapters  they  ^established,  of  the  charters  they  granted 
and  of  the  supreme  offices  they  created,  but  this  belongs  to  the 
general  Fraternity  and  must  be  left  for  another  pen  to  relate- 
For  five  years  after  the  death  of  the  old  Virginia  Beta,  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  was  represented  at  Washington  and  Lee  only  by  an 
occasional  transfer,  no  steps  being  taken  to  reorganize  the 
Chapter  until  the  session  of  '89-'90,  when  Bro.  Davidson,  a  son  of 
N.  C.  Alpha  Eta,  undertook  to  place  it  once  more  upon  its  feet. 
The  minutes  of  the  meeting  show  that  the  following  men  were 
initiated  as  charter  members  of  the  revised  Beta:  E.  P.  Dismukes, 
M.  J.  Goble,  S.  B.  Jones,  H.  K.  Loraiae  and  Claude  Sublett. 

From  the  very  first  the  new  Beta  Chapter  had  a  hard  struggle 
for  existence,  as  the  college  was  already  overcrowded  with  fra- 
ternities, and  had  it  not  been  for  its  transfers,  it  must  have  in- 
evitably succumbed  a  second  time  and  relinquished  its  charter. 
To  none  of  these  is  more  credit  due  than  to  Bro.  Wm.  A.  Bell, 
who  affiliated  with  the  Chapter  on  its  reorganization  in  '90,  from 
La.  Beta  Epsilon.  At  the  beginning  of  session  '93-'94  he  and 
Bros.  Avis  and  Curd,  the  latter  from  Ga.  Alpha  Zeta,  were  the 
sole  representatives  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  at  Washington  and 
Lee.  Bro.  Bell,  however,  having  the  true  love  for  Alpha  Tau  in 
his  heart  and  mindful  of  the  brilliant  record  of  the  old  Beta 
Chapter,  put  forth  every  effort  to  avert  its  impending  death.  In 
this  he  was  ably  assisted  by  Bros.  Avis  and  Curd  and  they  had 
the  satisfaction,  before  the  year  was  out,  of  seeing  their  efforts 
crowned  with  success,  for  ten  men  bound  by   the  ties  of   Alpha 
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Tau  Omega  were  the  result  of  their  labors.  It  appeared  now  as  if 
the  Chapter  was  established  on  a  firm  basis.  Misfortune,  how- 
ever, seemed  to  attend  it,  for  only  two  men,  Bros.  Bell  and 
Bryan,  the  latter  being  an  affiliate  from  Ga.  Alpha  Theta,  re- 
turned at  the  opening  of  the  next  session  to  take  up  the  work  of 
the  previous  year.  The  outlook  was  indeed  discouraging,  but 
Bro.  Bell  once  more  arose  to  the  occasion  and  a  second  time 
placed  the  Chapter  upon  its  feet.  Prom  this  time  on  its  progress 
was  gradual  but  sure,  the  following  men  being  initiated  during 
the  sessions  '94-'95  and  '95-'96:  C.  C.  Tutwiler,  H.  R.  Drewry,  W. 
N.  Jones,  W.  H.  Tutwiler,  S.  G.  Hamner,  W.  H.  Garnett,  J.  S. 
Kuykendall,  H.  S.  Dixon  and  C.  H.  Burke.  At  the  present  time 
the  Chapter  numbers  eight  men  which,  although  small  in  com- 
parison with  many  of  our  other  Chapters,  is  above  the  average 
in  size  at  Washington  and  Lee.  We  still  have  a  regular  yearly 
transfer,  whom  we  always  gladly  welcome,  being  ever  mindful 
of  the  part  which  our  affiliates  have  played  in  our  troubled  his- 
tory. Bro.  Hammat  comes  to  us  from  Ohio  Beta  Rho,  Bro. 
Cochran,  from  Ga.  Alpha  Theta,  and  Bro.  Michler,  from  Penn. 
Alpha  Upsilon.  All  three  are  taking  law,  as  is  also  Bro.  Slicer, 
while  Bros.  Hamner,  Dixon,  Burke  and  Wingfield  are  pursuing  a 
course  of  study  in  the  Academic  department.  I  shall  not  stop  to 
tell  of  the  honors  they  have  won  or  the  successes  they  have 
achieved,  although  they  are  many,  for  it  is  not  in  these  that  the 
strength  of  the  Chapter  lies  but  in  the  common  bond  of  fraternity, 
which  unites  them  in  a  common  cause. 

The  new  Beta  has  sprung  from  the  ashes  of  the  old  to  new 
life  and  vigor  and  who  can  doubt  that  its  future  will  be  a  reflec- 
tion of  its  brilliant  past  and  that  it  shall  become  one  of  the  bright- 
est stars  in  the  galaxy  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega?

CONSERVATISM.

IN  view  of  recent  events  in  the  history  of  our  fraternity,  a  word 
or  two  on  the  much- vexed  question  of  conservatism  seems  in 
place.  As  in  all  mooted  questions  there  are  two  extremes,  so  are 
there  in  the  one  of  conservatism.  Prom  our  point  of  view  con- 
servatism does  not  mean  the  indiscriminate  lopping-off  of  weak 
chapters  in  order  to  bring  the  general  tone  of  the  fraternity  up 
to  the  standard  of  one  of  our  [strongest  chapters.  No,  on  the 
contrary,  true  conservatism  means  the  fostering  and  encouraging 
of  our  weak  chapters,  to  the  happy  medium,  to  the  very  desider- 
atum of  the  fraternal  idea. 

It  must  be  plainly  evident  to  a  thorough  fraternity  man  that 
the  addition  of  new  chapters  to  his  fraternity,  while  there  are  yet 
within  that  fraternity  chapters  so  weak  that  even  the  revocation 
of  their  charters  is  imminent,  is  a  suicidal  policy.  It  is  the 
greatest  clog  in  the  fraternity  machinery;  it  distorts  the  principles 
of  the  fraternity  as  the  weight  of  the  infant's  body  distorts  its 
soft,  immature  bones  when  allowed  to  walk  too  young.  Would 
it  not  be  the  height  of  folly  to  further  handicap  the  babe  with 
burdens  before  its  feeble  limbs  can  support  .its  trunk?  And  yet 
this  is  the  policy  opposed  to  conservatism. 

The  desire  to  see  your  fraternity  in  the  lead  as  regards  num- 
bers will  cause  you  to  cast  a  vote  which  if  there  is  no  rivalry  you 
would  never  have  cast.  Remember  that  the  largest  is  not  neces- 
sarily the  ideal  fraternity.  We  saw  the  statement  in  the  April 
Cosmo-politan  that  although  belonging  to  one  of  the  largest  and 
oldest  fraternities  in  America,  the  D.  K.  E.'s  of  Yale  often 
refused  to  recognize  their  own  fraternity  men  from  other  colleges. 
Is  this  the  ideal  fraternity?  And  yet  it  is,  as  we  have  said,  one 
of  the  largest.  No,  the  ideal  fraternity  is  not  over  strong  in 
numbers;  it  is  strong  in  the  quality  of  its  members  and  to  be 
strong  thus,  it  must  be  conservative.  There  must  be  perfect  or- 
ganization, perfect  centralization,  and  lastly  there  must  be  per- 
fect harmony. 

As  the  most  convincing  proof  of   the  non-necessity  of   num- 
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bers  as  the  source  of  strength,  Kappa  Alpha,  Northern,  the  old- 
est fraternity,  at  least  in  the  modern  sense,  which  was  founded 
at  Union  in  1825,  has  very  few  chapters — I  believe  not  more  than 
a  dozen — and  yet  she  is  one  of  the  strongest  and  best  known  of 
fraternities.     In  this  we  see  the  fruits  of  conservatism. 

Then  allow  the  fraternity  idea  to  fix  itself  upon  every  chap- 
ter that  Alpha  Tau  now  has.  Let  it  become  planted  there;  let  it 
take  root;  let  it  grow  by  a  slow  but  sure  gradation.  Let  its 
results  show  themselves  first,  in  the  outcoming  of  the  leaves  and 
then  by  the  appearance  of  the  blossoms,  one  by  oije,  slowly  to  be 
sure,  but  with  perfect  contour  and  strength,  and  thus  the  frater- 
nity shall  grow,  taking  upon  itself  new  chapters  when  the  trunk 
is  able  to  bear  their  weight,  when  the  heart  of  the  plant  is  so  ma- 
tured that  it  feels  not  the  tax  upon  it. 

And  now  the  question  comes,  can  Alpha  Tau,  in  the  present 
stage  of  her  development,  afford  to  take  upon  herself  the  burden 
of  more  chapters,  for  a  burden  it  is.  It  takes  time  for  the  spirit 
to  become  ensconced'  in  a  chapter,  for  the  chapter  to  take  on 
the  air  of  dignity  and  power  that  ought  to  belong  to  every  chapter 
of  Alpha  Tau;  it  takes  time  for  these  things  to  come,  and  until 
they  come,  the  chapter  cannot  compete  with  her  older  rivals  for 
the  best  men.  And  where  does  this  power  come  from?  where  does 
this  dig-nit}'-  emanate?  From  the  recognization  that  she  has  in 
the  college  world;  from  the  after  lives  of  her  men;  from  the 
marks  they  make  on  the  world's  target. 

Then  let  us  work  together  to  form  this  so  promising  clay 
which  our  predecessors  have  furnished  to  us  into  a  perfect  fig- 
ure,  that  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Our  predecessorsideal  shall  be 
our  model,  and  when  we  have  formed  the  figure  and  softaaed 
and  smoothed  the  rough  places,  then  let  those  who  follow  us, 
give  to  the  figure  the  symmetry,  graces,  the  magnetic  charm  of 
beauty  and  strength  combined,  and  so  realize  the  noble  ideal  of 
our  honored  founders. 


A^lETTER   FROM    THE    CHAIRMAN    OF    THE  HIGH 

COUNCIL. 

Sandusky,  Ohio,  April  12,  1897. 

To  The  Editor  of  Palm.  Mij  dear  Brother  Ehle.—l  have 
iiad  the  pleasure  of  making  several  trips  since  Congress,  and  I 
believe  you  and  the  readers  of  the  Palm  will  be  interested  in  an 
account  of  my  experiences. 

About  the  middle  of  February  I  took  the  Big  Pour  train  here 
at  Sandusky  and  made  a  run  to  Champaign.  111.  to  visit  the  boys 
of  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

I  found  there  a  most  flourishing  chapter  of  fourteen  active 
members,  whose  love  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  never  been  sur- 
passed. You  will  remember  that  Wesley  King  was  their  delegate 
at  the  Cleveland  Congress,  and  we  all  declared  that  King  was 
* 'all  right;"  it  was  my  pleasure  to  find  others  just  like  him  at 
Champaign.  The  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta  boys  have  a  hall  consist- 
ing of  three  very  beautiful  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  a  build- 
ing located  in  the  heart  of  the  city.  Their  hall  surpasses  any  I 
have  ever  entered.  With  hard  wood,  polished  floors,  large  rugs, 
beautiful  wall  paper,  easy  chairs,  rich  draperies,  handsome  pic- 
tures on  the  walls,  and  an  upright  piano,  these  boys  have  an  ideal 
fraternity  home. 

I  learned  from  tne  faculty  that  the  boys  were  all  distinguish- 
ing themselves  in  their  college  work,  and  from  prominent  citi- 
zens came  the  report  to  me  that  they  were  among  the  '  'four  hun- 
dred" in  social  affairs.  To  say  that  I  enjoyed  my  stay  with  them 
is  putting  the  matter  very  mildly,  for  I  shall  always  look  back  to 
my  visit  with  the  Champaign  boys  as  one  of  the  bright  spots  in 
my  fraternity  life. 

Prom  Champaign  I  went  to  Terre  Haute,  Ind.,  and  found  a 
jolly  set  of  fellows  at  the  station  to  meet  me.  You  will  recall 
the  fact  that  two  of  the  very  popular  brothers  at  Cleveland  were 
Schwable  and  Montgomery,  the  delegates  of  our  Indiana  Gamma 
Gamma  chapter;  let  me  assure  you  "there  are  others"  at  Rose 
Polytechnic  Institute. 
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Indiana  Gamma  Gamma  has  twelve  active  members — all  as 
good  as  gold.  Fraternity  life  means  much  to  these  young  men. 
Thier  respect  for  our  grand  old  Maltese  Cross  is  unbounded. 
The  word  * 'brother"  in  this  chapter  has  a  sacred  meaning,  and 
the  bond  that  unites  brother  and  brother  is  one  without  a  single 
flaw.  I  am  told  that  the  last  meeting  of  the  chapter  in  June — the 
one  just  before  the  long  summer  vacation — is  the  maddest  of  the 
year;  it  is  like  the  breaking  up  of  the  family  circle.  Sometimes 
a  juvenile  spirit  will  take  possession  of  a  chapter  and  the  real 
object  for  which  a  fraternity  exists  is  overlooked;  meetings  are 
not  held  regularly,  and  when  held  the  proper  decorum  is  not 
maintained;  by-laws  exist,  but  they  are  not  lived  up  to;  the 
enactments  of  Congress  are  disregarded,  and  the  constitution 
openly  violated. 

The  true  Alpha  Tau  will  endeavor  to  put  into  practice  each 
day  the  principles  which  characterize  his  fraternity,  and  no  one 
will  deny  that  the  principles  that  underlie  the  Maltese  Cross  are 
the  very  best  foundation  stones  upon  which  to  build  a  manly 
character. 

I  was  especially  pleased  to  see  the  real,  active  interest  the 
Indiana  Gamma  Gamma  boys  manifest  in  each  other's  welfare. 
They  keep  their  Alumni  in  touch  with  the  chapter  by  issuing  a 
bulletin  each  month  and  sending  a  copy  to  each  Alumnus.  This 
bulletin  gives  the  chapter  news  for  the  current  month,  and 
touches  upon  other  matters  that  would  be  of  interest  to  the 
Alumni. 

Our  Terre  Haute  boys  are  not  only  doing  excellent  work  in 
their  respective  college  classes,  but  they  have  a  social  standing 
in  the  city  of  which  they  may  well  be  proud.  Their  occasional 
social  functions  are  always  a  success,  and  their  annual  dance  is 
an  event  of  unusual  moment.  They  have  a  hall  consisting  of 
several  well  furnished  rooms,  located  on  the  second  floor  in  one 
of  the  principal  business  blocks  in  the  city.  I  shall  always 
regard  it  a  special  privilege  to  visit  the  Terre  Haute  boys,  and 
would  urge  all  Alpha  Taus  who  pass  through  this  beautiful  c  ity 
to  stop  and  meet  these  wearers  of  the  Maltese  Cross. 

Prom  Terre  Haute  I  hastened  back  to  Ohio  and  visited     my 
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alma  mater  and  home  at  Wooster.  I  arrived  in  time  to  attend 
the  chapter  meeting  of  the  Ohio  Beta  Mu.  My  arrival  was  unex- 
pected, but  nevertheless  I  found  sixteen  loyal  Alpha  Taus  at  the 
chapter  meeting  which  was  held  in  their  large,  newly  papered 
and  furnished  hall. 

Prof.  J.  C.  Boyd,  a  frater  in  the  university  faculty,  and  Bro. 
H.  B.  Work,  Principal  of  the  Wooster  High  School  were  present 
at  this  meeiing.  I  was  specially  pleased  to  see  the  interest  man- 
ifested by  these  two  Alumni  brothers.  It  always  speaks  well  for 
a  chapter  when  its  resident  Alumni  take  sufficient  interest  in 
the  meetings  to  attend.  I  always  feel  at  home  with  the  Wooster 
boys,  and  I  am  sure  they  appreciate  my  visits.  The  chapter  was 
never  in  better  condition  than  it  is  at  present.  The  members  are 
well  thought  of  by  the  college  faculty,  and  they  hold  the  respect 
of  aliens,  whether  members  of  other  fraternities  or  no  fraternity. 
The  finest  social  function  given  last  year  in  Wooster  was  that  at 
the  home  of  Bro.  Fred  Zimmerman,  given  by  the  Alpha  Taus  of 
Ohio  Beta  Mu  chapter. 

While  at  the  Cleveland  Congress,  I  promised  the  Michigan 
delegates  that  I  would  attend  the  Michigan  State  Conclave  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  which  would  be  held  at  Adrian  on  the  2d  and 
3d  of  April. 

When  the  time  arrived  I  boarded  a  Lake  Shore  train,  and 
after  a  few  miles  ride  found  myself  at  the  station  of  Adrian. 
Before  the  train  stopped  I  caught  a  glimpse  of  a  half  dozen  Alpha 
Tau  badges.  During  the  morij^ing,  the  reception  committee 
visited  the  incoming  trains,  and  by  noon  over  forty  delegates 
were  present  from  Albion,  Hillsdale,  Adrian  and  other  parts  of 
Michigan. 

In  the  afternoon  a  very  delightful  reception  was  held  at  the 
home  of  Bro.  Fred  Johnson.  At  this  reception  the  Alpha  Tau 
boys  met  the  ladies  whom  they  were  to  escort  to  the  banquet  in 
the  evening  at  Hotel  Emery.  The  banquet  was  the  crowning 
feature  of  the  Conclave  and  was  a  success  in  every  particular. 

The  proprietor  of  the  hotel  was  as  proud  of  his  guests  as  the 
six-yearold  is  of  his  first  primer.  After  a  ten  course  menu  had 
been  disposed  of,  there  came  the  ''feast  of  reason  and    flow  of 
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wiV^  The  business  session  of  the  Conclave  was  held  next  morn- 
ing in  the  beautiful  hall  of  the  Adrian  boys,  across  the  street 
from  the  hotel  where  the  banquet  had  been  held. 

The  reports  of  the  various  delegates  proved  that  the  Michi- 
gan chapters  are  in  excellent  condition.  It  was  decided  to  resur 
rect  the  inactive  chapter  at  the  Michigan  State  University  located 
at  Ann  Arbor.  There  are  at  least  twelve  Alpha  Taus  attending 
this  institution,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  have 
an  active  chapter  in  this,  one  of  the  best  Universities  in  the 
United  States.

I  had  occasion  last  week,  to  go  to  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  on  my 
return  I  made  arrangements  to  stop  off  at  Delaware  and  visit  Ohio 
Beta  Eta.  I  found  them  in  their  new  quarters  which  are  a  great 
improvement  over  what  they  formerly  had.  These  boys  have 
been  manfully  struggling  with  a  chapter  debt  which  they  have 
finally  liquidated.  They  are  now  in  the  midst  of  furnishing  their 
new  hall,  which  consists  of  two  large  beautiful  rooms.  They 
have  already  papered  the  rooms,  and  have  put  down  two  brussels 
carpets  of  beautiful  pattern.  When  completely  furnished,  the 
Delaware  boys  will  have  a  hall  equal  to  any  in  the  state. 

I  have  a  special  interest  in  Ohio  Beta  Eta,  for  two  of  our 
Sandusky  boys  are  members  o*this  chapter. 

Before  I  close  my  letter,  Bro.  Ehle,  I  must  say  something 
about  the  Catalogue.  I  have  received  my  copy, and  every  time  I 
gaze  at  it,  I  feel  like  offering  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  brothers 
who  so  carefully  compiled  it.  It  is  certainly  a  credit  to  the  fra- 
ternity, and  every  loyal  Alpha  Tau  will  want  a  copy.  Now  let  us 
have  a  good  song  book  and  we  will  be  happy.  I  enjoyed  your 
Congress  number  of  the  Palm,  and  congratulate  you  upon  the 
excellent  journal  you  are  giving  us.

ROLIN  WILLIAM  SADLER. 

®NCE  more  have  we  felt  the  mysterious  touch  of  the  omnipot- 
ent hand,  plucking  from  our  midst  one  of  Alpha  Tau's  fair- 
est flowers.  Why  we  are  thus  called  upon  to  relinquish  what  is 
dearest  and  best,  we  can  not  know  now,  but  "some  day  we'll 
understand."     "Whatever  is,  is  best." 

The  tragic  death  of  our  dear  brother,  Rolin  William  Sadler, 
cut  off  at  the  very  time  when  budding  forth  into  noble  manhood, 
has  brought  sorrow  to  many  hearts.  After  the  noon  meal  at  his 
home  in  Akron,  on  the  22d  day  of  February,  Bro.  Sadler  started 
as  usual  to  drive  to  his  office,  when  his  spirited  steed 
became  unmanageable  and  started  on  a  mad  race  down  the  street. 
While  exerting  every  effort  to  recover  control  of  the  animal,  the 
carriage  came  in  contact  with  another  vehicle,  and  he  was  thrown 
forcibly  forward  upon  the  dashboard,  and  was  unable  to  remove 
himself  from  his  perilous  position  until  the  thoroughly  maddened 
animal  had  kicked  him  several  times  in  the  face,  inflicting  the 
most  frightful  injuries.  Unable  to  regain  his  seat,  the  fatally 
injured  man  was  whirled  past  horror-stricken  spectators,  who 
could  give  no  assistance,  although  several  risked  their  lives  in 
the  vain  attempt.  As  the  infuriated  steed,  after  making  a  des- 
perate plunge  in  the  air  rapidly  turned  a  corner,  the  unfortunate 
man  was  hurled  unconscious  into  the  street.  He  was  quickly 
moved  to  the  hospital  by  kindly  hands,  where  all  possible  medi- 
cal aid  was  rendered,  but  it  was  of  no  avail,  and  this  spirit  went 
to  meet  the  God,  whom  he  had  served  so  well. 

Bro.  Sadler  was  born  at  Centerville,  Mich.,  July  7,  1856.  His 
father,  being  an  educated  and  ambitious  man,  instilled  in  his  son 
the  principles  which  have  been  so  fruitful  and  are  characteristic 
of  our  brother's  later  life.  The  home  circle  was  a  debating  society 
where  all  important  questions  were  discussed.  Here  were  trained 
those  natural  faculties  which  placed  him  at  the  very  summit  of 
his  profession.  Having  graduated  from  the  Fostoria,  Ohio,  high 
school,  he  entered  Baldwin  Wallace  University,  where  he 
remained  but  one  year.  He  then  entered  the  Junior  class  of  Mt. 
Union  college,  at  which  institution  he  graduated  from   the  classi- 
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cal    course    in     1874.       The    four    years    prior    to      his    ad-' 
mission  to  the  bar  at  Akron  were  devoted  to  the  pursuit  of  his 
legal  studies,  teaching  school  and   responding   to   the  numerous 
calls  from  the  schools  of  his  county  for  his  able,  polished  addresses 
on  educational,  moral  and  political  subjects. 

When  he  began  his  profession,  his  honesty,  uprightness, 
quick  perception,  deep  conviction  of  justice,  and  conformity  to 
the  laws  of  God,  all  fitted  him  to  be  a  leader  of  men. 

He  is  missed  not  only  at  the  bar,  but  in  the  sabbath  school, 
the  church  and  every  place  where  he  could  be  of  assistance  to  his 
fellows.  For  twenty  years  an  active  member  of  the  M.  E.  church 
and  twelve  years  a  faithful  teacher  in  the  Sunday  school,  he  thus 
fitted  himself  through  careful  study  of  the  laws  of  God,  to  deal 
with  justice  in  those  of  men. 

Many  beautiful  tributes  have  been  paid  to  his  memory.  His 
pastor  says  in  part: 

"Forty  years  and  seven  and  one-half  months  ago  there 
appeared  a  beautiful  star  above  the  horizon  of  time.  That  star 
rose  rapidly,  but  as  it  ascended  it  grew  more  bright  and  brilliant 
and  ere  it  had  reached  the  zenith  the  heavens  parted,  the  star 
ascended  to  more  celestial  climes.  The  heavens  were  the  richer, 
but  the  earth  was  not  the  loser,  but  infinitely  the  gainer,  because 
that  the  star  shone  on  in  time." 

While  he  knew  that  he  was  considered  one  of  the  best,  if  not 
the  best  speaker  in  his  city,  and  although  he  desired  the  approval 
of  his  friends,  yet  he  was  certainly  void  of  self-assertion.  When 
called  upon  to  address  an  audience  he  always  gave  his  subject 
the  most  thorough  preparation,  as  he  said,  '*It  is  due  to  those 
who  listen  to  me  that  I  should  do  my  best." 

In  his  death  our  fraternity  has  lost  one  of  her  most  promis- 
ing sons.  Yet  let  us  not  longer  mourn  his  death,  but  rather  seek 
to  emulate  his  noble  example. 

Standing  upon  the  wave-beaten  shore,  seeing  his  bark  dis- 
appear in  the  golden  West,  and  make  its  triumphant  entrance 
into  the  safe  harbor  of  pure  delight,  peopled  with  the  select  of 
earth,  we  wave  him  an  affectionate  farewell.

— I  respectfully  ask  that  the  funds  remitted  me 
for  the  fraternity  be  sent  in  exchange  on  any  of  the  leading 
cities,  or  in  postal  notes,  I  have  trouble  with  local  personal 
checks,  as  it  is  necessary  that  I  deposit  them  for  collection  and 
keep  an  account  of  them  in  this  way.  I  especially  ask  that  no 
currency  be  sent  me  in  a  letter  as  there  is  every  opportunity  to 
lose  it.  The  Brothers  will  do  me  a  favor  if  they  will  remember 
this.

Nashville,  Tenn.,  April  22,  1897. 

Dear  Brothers. — Since  our  Congress  at  Cleveland  our  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  and  myself  have  written  many  letters  to  the  Central 
Passenger  Association  asking  that  the  excess  over  one  and 
a  third  fare  paid  by  our  delegates  to  Congress  be  returned  them. 

The  Association  demands  that  a  receipt  for  the  full  fare  paid 
on  the  return  trip  be  attached  to  the  claim  and  forwarded  them. 
This  could  be  easily  done,  as  I  have  in  my  hands  the  certiUcates 
of  the  delegates  but  the  Association  insists  that  the  receipt 
should  have  been  taken  on  the  date  the  delegate  left  Cleveland 
and  will  not  recognize  any  taken  at  a  later  date. 

I  have  written  them  offering  that  each  delegate  go  before  a 
Notary  Public  and  make  affidavit  to  the  route  travelled  and  the 
amount  paid  on  the  return  trip.  This  they  virtually  decline,  as 
the  annexed  letter  will  show.  If,  however,  any  Brother  cares  to 
try  the  experiment  and  will  go  before  a  Notary  and  make 
affidavit  as  above  stated,  I  will  take  pleasure  in  making  another 
effort  to  collect.  The  following  is  the  letter  from  the  Association: 

Chicago,  March  23,  1897. 

Zac  Tolliver,  Treasurer,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity, 
Custom  House,  Nashville,  Tenn.  Dear  S'lr. —Referring  to  your 
favor  of  17th  instant:  The  railroads  will  not  ^'make  vouchers  for 
refund  unless  the  receipt  for  full  fare  paid  is  attached  to  the 
claim,  as  otherwise  they  would  be  unable  to   ascertain   to  what 
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ticket  the  refund  is  chargeable.  Our  special  agent,  Mr.  Parn- 
ham,  states  that  he  spoke  to  you  on  this  subject,  requesting  that 
you  inform  all  delegates  that  receipts  for  return  fare  should  be 
taken  in  each  instance;  that  he  also  advised  each  individual  that 
he  knew  was  returning  home  from  your  meeting  before  the  cer- 
tificates were  vised,  to  ask  for  receipts. 

However,  if  no  receipts  have  been  taken  and  you  will  send 
me  the  certificates  with  affidavits  as  proposed,  I  will  submit 
them  to  the  interested  lines,  but  can  hold  out  no  encouragement 
as  to  their  being  accepted  and  refund  granted.

IN  IVIEIVIORIAM. 

®NCE  more  has  Death  entered  our  ranks,  this  time  claiming  as 
his  victim,  our  beloved  brother,  Osborne  Parker. 

Brother  Parker  was  born  near  Evergreen,  Ala.,  Conecuh  Co., 
Dec.  8,  1870.  He  entered  the  University  of  Alabama  in  October, 
1886,  and  was  initiated  by  Beta  Delta  April  9,  1887.  He  left  the 
University  in  his  Junior  year  to  accept  a' position  on  the  survey 
of  the  Tuscaloosa  Northern  Railway,  and  after  this  survey,  he 
was  made  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Anniston  Water  Works 
Co.  After  two  years  spent  in  Anniston,  he  resigned  his  position 
and  became  a  civil  engineer  on  the  Norfolk  &  Western  R.  R.  in 
West  Virginia. 

In  1895  he  was  appointed  an  inspector  of  light  houses  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  Government,  which  lucrative  position 
he  held  till  his  health  failed  him  in  July,  1896,  when  he  was  ad- 
vised bj  his  physicians  to  go  to  San  Antonio  for  his  health.  He 
died  of  consumption  at  the  home  of  his  parents  on  the  University 
campus  April  5th,  1897,  after  an  illness  of  four  weeks. 

Beta  Delta  attended  en  masse  his  funeral,  and  with  sad  hearts 
laid  on  his  grave  as  a  token  of  their  love,  a  beautiful  floral  design 
in  the  shape  of  the  Maltese  Cross.

They  are  James 
Edward  Green,  of  Tennessee  Alpha  Tau,  our  present  Worthy 
Grand  Keeper  of  Annals,  unanimously  reelected  to  that  position 
at  the  Cleveland  Congress,  because  he  is  universally  conceded  to 
be  one  of  the  most  earnest  workers  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega;  Henry 
Walter  Booth,  of  old  Michigan  Beta  Lambda,  which  he  kept  alive 
and  efficient  in  the  face  of  great  difficulties,  during  his  attendance 
at  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  who  made  a  most  able  W.  G. 
K.  A.,  and  systematized  and  supplemented  the  records  of  his 
office  to  a  remarkable  extent;  Thomas  Ruffin,  of  N.  C.  Alpha 
Delta,  an  Alpha  Tau  through  and  through,  who  has  made  many 
sacrifices  for  his  fraternity  in  the  past,  and  is  now  ably  filling  the 
office  of  Worthy  Grand  Scribe;  Zachary  Tolliver,  of  Tenn.

members  of  the  fraternity,  with  other  titles  innumerable  to  the 
esteem  and  admiration  of  every  brother;  Emmet  Franklin  El- 
dredge,  of  Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  who  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
success  of  the  Cleveland  Congress,  and  who  is  always  ready  and 
willing  to  work  in  the  interests  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega;  William 
Boone  Nauts,  of  Tenn.  Omega,  one  of  the  famous  old-time  work- 
ers and  advocates  of  our  fraternity,  who  still  remains  In  the  har- 
ness, and  is  ever  anxious  to  lend  a  helping  hand  in  any  work  for 
the  "good  of  the  order,"  a  most  efficient  W.  G.  K.  A.  and  mem- 
ber of  the  High  Council,  five  or  six  years  ago;  but  perhaps  the 
name  which  modestly  appears  at  the  foot  of  the  list  is  that  of  the 
brother  who  has  done  most  and  deserves  most  in'  connection  with 
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this  important  undertaking,  who  night  and  day  has  planned  and 
labored  for  the  catalogue  and  has  inspired  others  with  his  own 
splendid  energy  and  devotion,  our  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  Larkin 
White  Glazebrook,  of  Ga,  Alpha  Zeta,  who  has  inherited  all  of 
his  noble  father's  devotion  to  the  fraternity.  We  cannot  under- 
take to  express  the  full  sense  of  the  indebtedness  of  all  to  these 
noble  brothers.  No  words  can  too  highly  praise  them.  It  is  only 
in  the  deep  and  lasting  sense  of  obligation  which  must  animate 
the  breast  of  every  brother,  that  they  will  find  an  adequate  re- 
ward for  their  splendid  and  unselfish  achievement. 

Every  brother  who  has  seen  the  finished  catalogue  has  been 
surprised  at  its  completeness  and  admirable  appearance.  It  is 
marvelous  that  so  fine  a  work  could  be  produced  and  sold  so 
cheaply.  The  brother  who  hesitates  to  purchase  it  for  a  dollar 
and  a  half  is  most  lamentably^  unfortunate  or  totally  unworthy  to 
have  his  name  appear  on  its  pages.  It  is  very  neat  and  attract- 
ive in  appearance,  and  in  material,  being  a  book  of  360  pages, 
bound  in  neat  blue  cloth,  with]  gold  stamping  of  the  badge  and 
name  and  date  of  publicati6n.  The  page  is  of  convenient  size, 
7x10,  with  ample  margin.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  num- 
ber of  pages  advertised  was  only  210,  and  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  by  subscribers  that  the  work  actually,  contains  one  hundred 
and  fifty  pages  more  than  were  promised. 

The  illustrations  contained  in  the  Catalogue  are  few,  but 
valuable,  comprising  the  beautiful  coat  of  arms,  the  birthplace 
of  the  fraternity,  the  founders  and  -the  Virginia  Military  Institute. 
Every  Alpha  Tau  will  prize  them.  Perhaps  most  rare  of  all  is 
the  likeness  of  Pounder  Marshall,  which  we  do  not  remember  to 
have  seen  published  before.  These  illustrations  alone  are  well 
worth  the  j^rice  ofthe  book  to  any  brother  who  prizes  his  frater- 
ity's  traditions. 

A  very  valuable  history  of  the  fraternity  is  given,  stating 
facts  not  generally  known,  and  written  in  admirable  style.  While 
not  as  full  as  might  be  desired  it  is  a  highly  satisfactory  sketch, 
and  an  imjiortant  feature  of  the  book. 

Th(;  body  of  tlie  work  is  made  up  of  a  complete  chapter  cata- 
logue of  members   of   the  fraternity,  containing  interesting  sta- 
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tistics  in  regard  to  each,  being  arranged  in  the  order  of  initiation. 
The  committee  have  exercised  admirable  taste  in  the  selection  of 
honors  and  facts  noted.  The  list  of  chapters,  of  course,  includes 
the  early  community  chapters. 

The  geographical  and  alphabetical  indexes  which  follow  are 
very  complete  and  accurate,  and  are  a  very  great  convenience, 
and,  necessarily,  entailed  much  tedious  work  on  the  committee. 
An  interesting  table  is  given  of  brothers  arranged  according  to 
professions,  in  which  students,  naturally  have  first  place,  with  a 
total  of  881,  while  attorneys-at-law  stand  next  with  630,  while 
there  are  390  merchants,  290  agriculturists,  279  teachers,  243 
clergymen,  231  physicians,  184  bankers  and  brokers,  and  so  on, 
there  being  only  two  artists  listed  in  the  catalogue. 

There  are  many  other  valuable  features  of  the  work — in  fact, 
it  contains  all  the  information  that  could  well  be  expected  in  a 
work  of  this  kind.  Doubtless,  there  are  some  few  imperfections, 
but  these  are  to  be  found  in  the  first  edition  of  every  book,  and 
particularly  in  those  largely  statistical,  but,  in  the  present  case, 
these  are  of  very  small  importance  and  are  few  indeed.  The  com- 
mittee court  criticism  and  are  anxious  that  everyone  should  sub- 
mit  corrections  to  be  used  in  the  next  edition.  This  is  some- 
thing that  should  be  remembered  by  every  reader.

EDITORIAL. 

A  charter  has  been  granted  to  petitioners  from  the  Universi- 
ty of  Nebraska.  This  action  was  taken  only  after  the  most  care- 
ful consideration  of  all  circumstances,  and  is  a  conservative  move 
in  the  right  direction.  Western  extension  is  now  most  important 
on  account  of  the  splendid  development  of  state  universities  and 
colleges  in  that  section  of  the  country.  We  feel  confident  that  no 
chapter  that  has  voted  in  favor  of  this  charter  will  ever  have 
cause  to  regret  the  action. 

The  next  number  of  the  Palm,  No.  4,  will  complete  the  pres- 
ent volume,  and  will  appear  in  the  month  of  July,  after  nearly  all 
of  the  chapters  have  disbanded.  This  will  enable  correspondents 
to  include  in  their  letters  full  accounts  of  commencement  and 
honors.  They  should  endeavor  to  make  them  as  complete  as 
possible  in  this  regard,  as  this  news  is  always  valuable  and  worth 
chronicling,  both  because  it  is  interesting  and  has  a  statistical 
value. 

In  the  past  much  inconvenience  and  annoyance  have  been 
caused  from  the  fact  that  chapter  correspondents  have  not  sent 
in  the  individual  vacation  or  home  addresses  of  brothers.  This 
should  receive  prompt  attention  as  otherwise  the  copies  of  the 
Palm  must  be  sent  to  the  chapter  address,  and  this  entails  con- 
siderable unnecessary  trouble  for  the  proper  distribution  of  the 
copies  to  the  brothers. 

***** 

As  will  be  seen  from  his  letter  in  this  number,  Bro.  Shives  is 
making  a  most  active  and  efficient  chairman  of  the  High  Council. 
His  visits  to  chapters  have  been  very  helpful  indeed  and  should 
be  contmued.  The  brothers  who  have  met  him  in  this  way  have 
been  very  much  encouraged  in  their  work  and  new  brothers  have 
gained  much  information  of  value  from  our  experienced  chair- 
man. He  has  also  been  very  active  and  efficient  in  the  other 
work  of  his  department,  as  all  chapters  realize. 
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The  present  number  of  the  Palm  is  published  much  later 
than  was  intended  and  announced.  On  this  account  some  of  the 
matter,  particularly  portions  of  some  of  the  chapter  letters,  might 
be  characterized  as  back  numbers,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they 
were  intended  for  earlier  publication.  The  reason  for  the  delay 
is  the  neglect  and  carelessness  of  many  chapters  to  pay  sub- 
scriptions. These  are  payable  in  advance,  but,  after  publication 
of  two  numbers  of  the  present  volume,  one  of  which  was  very 
expensive  and  unusually  attractive,  only  a  very  small  percentage 
of  dues  had  been  received  and  the  Palm  management  found  it 
imperative  to  make  collections  before  incurring  additional  ex- 
pense. It  was  mostly  on  this  account  that  a  postponement  of 
one  month  was  made,  although  it  was  also  found  that  the  delay 
would  enable  the  editor  to  secure  some  valuable  matter  for  this 
number. 

Some  of  the  chapters  responded  promptly  to  the  call  for  sub- 
scriptions, but  a  large  number  are  still  delinquent.  All  of  these 
subscriptions  must  be  paid  before  the  end  of  the  college  year. 
The  proper  conduct  of  the  Palm  makes  this  a  necessity.  It  is  the 
duty  of  every  correspondent  and  of  every  member  of  an  active 
chapter  to  see  that  this  matter  receives  proper  attention.  Only 
one  mistake  can  be  made  as  serious  as  to  allow  Palm  dues  to  run 
over  until  next  year,  and  that  is  to  use  money  collected  for  the 
Palm  for  other  purposes,  Many  a  chapter  has  had  reason  to  re- 
gret both  errors.  Let  every  brother  insist  on  proper  and  prompt 
support  of  the  Palm.

Delta  comes  most  encouraging  news  of  progi^ess  of  the  movement 
for  chapter  houses,  as  their  correspondents  in  this  number  show, 
and  they  are  to  be  sincerely  congratulated  on  this  account.  At 
some  institutions  chapter  houses  do  not  seem  necessary  or  desir- 
able, but  all  of  these  chapters  need  them  and  are  bound  to  have 
them.  Beta  Theta  has  been  long  at  work  on  her  plans  and  is 
bound  to  carry  them  out  in  a  manner  that  will  be  highly  credita- 
ble to  the  fraternity  and  the  other  chapters  mentioned  have  taken 
up  the  matter  quite  as  energetically.     We  are  glad  to  note  this  as 
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the  number  of  chapter  houses  owned  by  a  fraternity  is  quite  a 

good  index  of  its  standing.

We  are  indebted  to  Bro.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  of  Tenn.  Omega,for 
the  clipping  which  appears  elsewhere  in  this  number  in  regard  to 
the  action  of  the  South  Carolina  Legislature  in  regard  to  the  ex- 
clusion af  the  Greek  Letter  Fraternities  from  state  institutions  of 
learning.  It  was  well  headed  by  the  Charleston  Neivs  Courier, 
from  which  it  is  taken  as  "Silly  Legislation."  While  the  proper 
education  of  youth  is  worthy  of  the  tenderest  and  most  watchful 
consideration  on  the  part  of  such  a  body,  it  seems  that  it  is  going 
a  little  too  far  on  the  road  to  paternalism,  to  direct  attention  in 
this  manner  to  organizations,  which  are  almost  universally 
conceded  to  be  a  very  helpful  part  of  the  American  educational 
system.  Those  who  are  responsible  for  this  measure  which  is 
copied  as  above  stated  in  the  "Clippings"  department  are  either 
strangely  misinformed  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  fraternities 
in  question  or  have  had  a  most  unfortunate  experience  with  them, 
and  certainly  the  dignified  state  legislature  must  be  cursed  with 
a  dearth  of  important  affairs,  when  it  takes  up  matters  of  this 
kind.     It  is  an  unjustifiable  interference  with  personal  liberty. 

The  only  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  directly  concerned  is 
S.  C.  Alpha  Phi,  at  South  Carolina  College,  Columbia,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  letter  from  the  correspondent  of  that  chapter  in 
this  number.  We  regret  very  much  that  such  unwarrantable  ac- 
tion has  been  taken,  and  feel  confident  that  in  a  short  time  this 
error  of  judgment  will  be  corrected.  So  far  as  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
is  concerned,  we  feel  that  brothers  generally  will  take  the  posi- 
tion that  she  is  wanted  in  too  many  places  where  she  is  not,  to 
remain  in  any  place  subject  to  objection. 
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•^p-HE  personal  department  of  the  Palm  is  generally  considered 
X  about  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  magazine.  The  only 
way  for  the  editor  to  get  these  items  is  through  the  co  operation 
of  brothers  who  are  interested  in  the  success  of  the  Palm  and  it 
is  urgently  requested  that  they  be  sent  in  whenever  possible.

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BRO.  LEWIS  (VA.  BETA)  AS  A  SPEAKER. 

The  open  m  ^  eting  of  B.  B.  Hayes  Post  last  night  was  largely 
attended,  and  \ihe  program  given  was  highly  enjoyed  and  appre- 
ciated by  the  ^ud  ience.     The  recitation  of  Miss  HalMe  Dixon  was 
followed  by  Mv.    H.  B.  Lewis  in  a  splendid  address  on  the  battle 
of  Shiloh.     His  eloquent  and  pathetic  description  of  that  memor- 
able struggle  when  the  Federal  army,   reduced  by  desertion  to 
about  23,000,  met  and  fought  the  entire  day  on  Sunday  the  Con- 
federate army  of  45,000,  with  a  desperation  never  excelled.     Mr. 
Lewis  gave  a  graphic  description  of  the  recoiling  Federals  until 
they  were  crowded  in  a  space  of  about  one  half  mile  around  the 
landing,  leaving  10,000  of  their  comrades  dead  and  bleeding,  be- 
hind them,  and  where  the  remnant  of  the  army  of  the  Tennessee 
under  the  eye  and  control  of  the   "man  of  destiny"  whose  confi- 
dence in  their  heroism  and  valor  had  never  for  a  moment  been 
shaken,  formed  that  short  line  of  crescent  shaped  steel  for  the 
last  time  on  that  bloody  Sunday,  bidding  defiance  to  their  victor- 
ious and  confident  foes,  whom  time  after  time  they  hurled  back 
with  appalling  slaughter,  until  the  last  rays  of  the  setting  sun 
fell  on  their  tattered  banner  and  baptized  them  as  victors  of  the 
hardest  fought  battle  of  this  continent. 

Mr.  Lewis  paid  a  splendid  tribute  to  the  54th  Ohio  and  55th 
111.  for  their  heroic  resistance  on  the  extreme  left,  which  was 
highly  appreciated  by  those  present,  who  were  members  of  the 
54th.

SILLY    LEGISLATION. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  its  third  reading,  after  the  preamble 
had  been  striken  out,  and  the  bill  as  ordered  to  its  third  reading 
reads  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  July  next,  1897, 
the  governing  boards  of  all  institutions  of  higher  learning  in 
South  Carolina  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  public  funds  be, 
and  are  hereby,  required  to  forbid  and  disallow  in  their  respective 
institutions  such  secret  Greek  letter  fraternities,  or  all  organiza- 
tions of  a  similar  nature:  Provided,  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  interfere  with  the  literary  societies  in  such  institutions. 

The  preamble  to  the  bill  that  was  striken  out  reads: 

Whereas,  there  now  exist  in  the  South  Carolina  College  cer- 
tain secret  Greek  letter  fraternities,  which  tend  to  foster  exclus- 
iveness  and  clannish  pride  among  their  member  in  their  relation 
to  those  students  not  members;  and  whereas,  such  organizations 
seriously  interfere  in  the  management  and  destroy  in  no  small 
measure  the  usefulness  of  any  institution;  and  whereas,  it  is  de- 
sirable to  remove  the  possibility  of  such  organizations  being  al- 
lowed to  exist  in  any  state  institutions  of  higher  learning;  there- 
fore, 

The  general  understanding  was  that  xhere  should  be  no  de- 
bate on  the  touchy  question  that  is  now  agitating  many,  as  to 
Greek  letter  fraternities. 

Mr.  Phillips  had  his  bill  to  amend  the  Act  creating  the  school 
district  of  Williston  passed  to  its  third  reading  without  objection. 
— GJiarleston  Neius  and  Courier. 
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THE  ELEMENT  OF  SECRECY. 

The  first  and  most  prominent  point  which  is  advanced  against 
fraternities  is  their  secrecy;  and  to  this  point  let  us  turn  our  at- 
tention, in  order  to  ascertain  how  far  the  objection  on  this  score 
is  valid.  As  the  members  wear,  in  properly  conspicuous  places, 
badges  of  their  order,  of  which  they  are  proud,  and  not  ashamed; 
publish  their  names  along  with  other  societies  in  the  college  an- 
nuals; meet  together  at  conventions,  where  they  occupy  the  at- 
tention of  the  press  and  public;  build  for  themselves  chapter 
houses,  which  they  take  pleasure  in  pointing  to  as  their  own,  and 
issue  regularly  magazines  which  any  one  is  privileged  to  read,  it 
does  not  appear  to  me  that  they  make  any  special  attempts  at 
concealment  of  their  members  or  actions.  In  fact,  when  it  comes 
to  the  point,  this  element  of  secrecy  which  the  anti-fraternity 
men  seem  to  dread  so  much  resolves  itself  into  two  elements: 
First,  the  fraternities  hold  their  meetings  behind  closed  doors; 
and  secondly,  they  do  not  explain  the  meaning  of  the  Greek  let- 
ters by  which  the  organization  is  known.  Scarcely  any  society 
exists,  whether  "secret"  or  other,  but  what  holds  some  meetings 
behind  closed  doors;  and,  as  to  the  Greek  name  that  need  cause 
no  anxiety.  The  fact  that  chapters  have  the  audacity  to  meet  to- 
gether in  private  without  consulting  their  opponents  is  the  prin- 
cipal ground  upon  which  is  founded  the  superstructure  of  abuse 
which  is  constantly  being  thrown  in  the  teeth  of  the  fraternities. 
If  this  principle  of  privacy  were  universally  abandoned,  where 
would  be  the  sanctity  of  home  or  any  confidential  relations?  I 
maintain  that  the  holding  of  meetings  behind  closed  doors  is  no 
fault,  and  no  argument  against  fraternities,  for  Jesus  Christ  him- 
self, on  the  night  he  was  crucified,  ate  with  Ms  Chosen  Twelve  the 
Feast  of  the  Passover,  inviting  no  one  else,  admitting  no  one  else. 

Quite  often  it  is  charged  against  fraternities  that  they  are 
immoral  in  their  tendencies;  that  they  are  "hotbeds  of  vice, "and 
oppose  the  doctrines  of  the  church;  and  that,  in  the  secret  meet- 
ings, the  members  must  indulge  in  drinking,  gambling  and  other 
vices,  or  else  they  would  not  object  to  telling  their  proceedings. 
The  main  source  of  this  accusation  is  a  insatiable  curiosity,  to- 
gether with  a  lively  imagination;  and,  as  proof  of  its  untruth,  we 
have  only  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  about  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the 
fraternities  is  composed  of  clergymen. — The  William  Jewell  Student. 

APPLICABLE   TO   THE   PaLM. 

We  respectfully  request  our  exchanges  to  refrain  from  men- 
tion of  the  fact  that  half  a  score  of  our  chapter  correspondents 
d(?clare  their  school's  prospects  in  base  ball  to  be  "bright".   There

ment. First  of  all  no  correspondent  knew  that  any  other  would 
use  that  word  (or  could  use  it,  perhaps)  to  describe  /ws prospects. 
It  is  probably  true  in  each  case,  and  the  correspondents  are  not 
to  blame.  Nor  is  the  editor  to  blame.  He  dared  not  pervert  the 
truth,  and  the  task  of  making  a  dozen  paraphrases  of  "prospects 
are  bright"  was  not  inviting.  It  will  be  noted  in  passing  that  in 
other  places  prospects  are  "good,"  or  the  equivalent.  We  fear 
somebody  is  doomed  to  disappointment.  Would  you  like  to  know 
the  secret  of  cynicism  that  pervades  this  paragraph?  The  editor's 
cherished  nine  has  been  losing  for  the  last  nine  seasons. — Scroll 
of  Phi  Delta  Theta. 

RIBBON   SOCIETIES   AT   VIRGINIA. 

The  editor  has  requested  that  I  write  a  letter  for  The  Shield 
depicting  some  of  the  characteristic  features  of  "  Ribbon 
Societies  in  the  South."  To  attempt  to  treat  the  subject  as  com- 
prehensively as  he  desires  would  be  a  task  to  which  I  do  not  feel 
myself  equal,  as  I  have  never  been  a  member  of  any  other  institu- 
tion except  the  University  of  Virginia.  But  an  account  of  the 
societies  as  they  exist  here  will,  I  think,  be  a  fair  sample  for 
comparison,  as  I  dare  say  they  figure  as  conspicuously  at  this 
place  as  at  any  other  college  in  the  country — certainly  in  the 
South. 

The  ribbon  societies  flourishing  here  are  three  in  number — 
the  T.  I.  L.  K.  A.,  Peter  Magill,  and  "Z"— all  of  which  are  local. 
The  first  two  mentioned  are  rival  organizations;  the  last  named, 
the  "Z",has  no  rival,  but  is  composed  of  men  from  both  the  other 
societies,  and  also  of  some  who  are  not  otherwise  ribbon  men. 
All  of  them  are  founded  on  a  social  basis,  and  each  has  certain 
requirements  that  a  man  must  possess  before  he  can  hope  to 
"flaunt  a  ribbon"  to  the  college  world. 

The  Peter  Magill  Society  is  the  successor  of  the  far-famed 
Eli  Banana.  This  latter  was  founded  at  the  White  Sulphur 
Springs  some  time  in  the  seventies,  and  was  transferred  to  this 
institution  the  following  fall.  These  men  are  supposed  to  repre- 
sent the  "sporting  element"  in  college,  and  their  members 
usually  figure  more  or  less  conspicuously  in  college  life. 

The  "Z",  having  no  rivalry,  has,  consequently,  the  oppor- 
tunity of  choosing  the  best  men  in  the  college,  though  this 
organization  practically  amounts  to  the  fusion  of  the  representa- 
tive men  of  the  other  two  into  one  society.  Some  of  the  customs 
of  this  organization  are  very  peculiar,    indeed,   such   as  doffing

their  hats  to  each  other  when  meeting,  and  absolute  silence  to 
others  in  regard  to  their  society. 

In  addition  to  these  ribbon  societies,  there  exist  a  good 
many  other  local  organizations,  attaining  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree  of  prominence,  such  as  the  O.  F.  C,  13  Club,  and  the  like. 
The  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  was  established  at  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia two  years  ago,  and  being  still  in  its  infancy  here,  it  has 
not  as  yet  gained  the  prominence  of  the  older  organiz^itions, 
though  it  is  gaining  steadily  in  strength  and  power. 

As  to  the  effect  of  these  social  organizations  on  purely  fra- 
ternity life,  I  think  they  undoubtedly  have  a  weakening  and 
pernicious  tendency;  for  most  men  are  prone,  when  once  a  mem- 
ber of  one  of  the  societies,  to  look  upon  their  fraternity  connec- 
tion as  a  secondary  consideration  and  hence  they  eventually 
lose  interest  in  the  organization  which  should,  first  of  all,  receive 
their  most  careful  attention.  Of  course,  some  men  are  not  so 
affected,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  this  is  unquestionably  the 
result. 

This,  in  brief  outline,  is  a  description  of  the  ribbon  societies 
as  they  exist  here  at  present.  As  this  is  such  an  age  of  societies, 
doubtless  there  will  bud  forth  several  new  ones  in  the  near 
future,  and  then,  possibly,  I  can  give  a  more  lengthy  and  inter- 
esting account. — J.  N.  Baker,    in  the  Shield,    of  Phi  Kappa    Psi. 

'     A   QUESTIONABLE   POLICY. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  some  fraternities  must  seek  reputa- 
tion "even  at  the  cannon's  mouth."  There  is  perhaps  no  class  of 
societies  in  which  the  condition  of  honorary  membership  is  so 
absolutely  precluded  as  in  the  college  fraternity.  The  very  first 
principle  involved  in  the  founding  of  a  college  fraternity  excludes 
all  idea  of  membership  per  se.  No  man  can  be  a  real  true  frater- 
nity member  unless  he  be  the  college  companion  of  his  fellows. 
While  it  is  clearly  evident  that  nearly  every  college  society  in  the 
land  has  at  some  lime  of  its  career  overstepped  the  bounds  of  its 
contp.mplated  policy  and  initiated  men  who  were  not  lawfully 
entitled  to  membership,  it  seems  to  be  the  sentiment  of  some  of 
the  older  and  more  conservative  ones  that  the  practice  is  most 
pernicious  to  the  fraternity  system.  Two  notable  instances  of 
roping- in  notable  men  have  occurred  in  the  past  few  years,  both 
j)ertaining  to  the  highest  officials  in  the  United  States.  It  may  be 
said  of  President  McKinley  that  he  became  a  fraternity  man 
before  he  dreamed  of  becoming  the  chief  executive,  as  he  was 
initiated  in  1882,  according  to  the  Scroll's  statement,  but  we 
oVjserve   that  his   quondam   fraternity   is  striving  to  make  great 
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capital  out  of  it,  just  the  same.  There  must  be  something 
peculiarly  attractive  about  college  societies  to  lead  prominent 
men  to  accept  such  questionable  offers  so  late  in  life.  We  admit 
the  desirable  reputation  which  centers  around  a  Greek-letter 
membership  which  comes  honorably  to  a  man — but  it  can  only  so 
come  when  he  is  in  college — not  twenty  or  thirty  years  after.  We 
hold  that  honorary  membership  is  a  crying  evil,  no  matter  where 
it  hits,  and  boldlj^  put  the  stamp  of  disapproval  upon  any  society, 
however  old  or  influential,  which  will  so  far  forget  itself  as  to 
attempt  to  float  false  colors  or  claim  unjust  honor  from  the  prom- 
inence attained  by  an  honorary  member.  We  honor  William 
McKinley  as  a  man,  an  honest  politician  and  chief  executive  of 
this  great  republic,  but  we  regret  the  weakness  which  he  pos- 
sessed to  sail  under  a  flag  which  he  never  fought  under.  We 
can  understand  it  of  his  predecessor,  but  not  of  the  otherwise 
glorious  McKinley,  The  sentiment  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  is  that 
she  glories  only  in  the  honor  of  such  men  as  Gov.  Griggs,  of 
New  Jersey,  and  Gov.  Bloxham,  of  Florida,  men  who  have 
worn  the  colors  since  they  were  freshmen  in  college. — Tlieta 
Delta.  Chi  Shield.

'  'Eat  a  pie  will  give  a  dinner  at  the  Burnet  House  next  Sat- 
urday eve.  Dr.  Pat  Rooney  presiding,  on  the  coach  list  are  Hon. 
John  Herring,  Judge  Certain,  Hon.  S.  U.  Jewit,  Hon.  P.  M. 
Heartburn,  and  others."  Nothing  the  matter  with  that.  Just  as 
easy  as  anything. — Cincinnati  Commercial  Tribune.

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NEBRASKA  GAMMA  THETA  AND  HER  HOME. 

-^p-HE  University  of  Nebraska  in  which  the  Gamma  Theta 
J.  chapter  of  our  fraternity  was  recently  established,  is  lo- 
cated in  Lincoln,  Neb.,  a  city  which  may  aptly  be  styled  the 
"Athens  of  the  West."  Besides  the  state  university,  the  Nebras- 
ka Weslayan  University,  Cotner  University,  Union  College, 
Worthington  Military  Academy,  Lincoln  Normal  College,  Wes- 
tern Normal  College,  Nebraska  Conservatory  of  Music,  Lincoln 
College  of  Oratory  and  several  private  institutions  are  located 
there.  When  these  various  institutions  are  in  session,  there  are 
from  four  to  five  thousand  students  in  the  city.  Of  these,  sixteen 
hundred  and  fifty- three  are  enrolled  at  the  state  university. 

The  University  of  Nebraska  was  chartered  Feb.  15,  1869. 
During  recent  years  its  growth  has  been  marvelous,  the  attendance 
having  increased  twelve  hundred  since  18P8.  To  keep  pace  with 
this  growth  in  attendance,  one  building  after  another  has  been 
added  until  now  there  are  eleven  buildings  used  for  the  purpose 
of  instruction. 

The  first  of  these,  University  Hall  was  completed  in  1870. 
This  was  the  only  building  erected  on  the  campus  till  1884.  when 
the  Chemical  Laboratory  was  erected  ;  then  in  quick  succession 
followed  Grant  Memorial  Hall,  used  for  physical  culture  ;  Ne- 
braska Science  Hall,  occupied  by  the  museum  and  the  natural 
science  laboratories  ;  the  Library  Building,  a  well  lighted  fire 
proof  building,  modern  in  every  respect ;  the  Electrical  Labra- 
tory,  occupied  by  the  department  of  mechanic  arts  ;    the  Conser- 
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vatory  Building,  devoted  to  music  and  art;  and  the  Astronotnical 
Observatory.  Besides  these  are  three  well  equipped  buildings, 
at  the  experimental  station  connected  with  the  university  and 
two  miles  from  the  campus — the  Patho-Biological  Laboratory, the 
Dairy  School  and  the  Agricultural-Chemical  Building. 

With  all  these  buildings,  the  class  rooms  are  somewhat  over- 
crowded and  work  was  recently  begun  on  the  erection  of  another 
science  hall,  which  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  some  time  next 
October. 

The  university  has  a  faculty  of  one  hundred  and  ten  profes- 
sors and  assistants,  most  of  whom  are  from  German  universities. 
Harvard,  Yale,  Johns  Hopkins  and  Cornell. 

The  graduate  school  is  rapidly  rising  to  prominence.  The 
past  year  it  ranked  thirteenth  in  equipment  and  attendance 
among  the  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  colleges  and  universities 
of  our  land. 

The  accompanying  illustrations  show  but  five  buildings. 
The  quadrangular  plan  has  been  followed  in  arranging  the  build- 
ings on  the  campus,  and  it  is  impossible  to  show  all  the  buildings 
from  cuts  taken  from  photographs.  However,  those  that  are 
illustrated  are  characteristic  buildings. 

The  value  of  the  buildings  and  endowment  is  $2,000,000. 
The  university  is  prosperous  from  every  standpoint  and  it  has  a 
brilliant  future  before  it. 

NEBRASKA'S  FRATERNITIES   AND  SOCIETIES. 

Western  colleges  and  universities,  being  comparatively  young, 
have  no  old  established  customs,  traditions,  or  societies  such  as 
we  find  in  most  of  the  eastern  institutions.  When  a  university  is 
founded  the  first  student  organizations  to  make  their  appearance 
are  the  literary  societies.  All  the  universities  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  are  co-educational,  and  the  societies  being  a  reflec- 
tion of  the  policies  and  ideas  of  the  founders  are  "mixed"  societies 
or,  societies  conii)osed  of  both  sexes. 

The  oldest  literary  society  of  the  University  of  Nebraska  was 
organized  in  1871,  the  next  oldest,  in  1875.  These,  with  a  society 
more  recently   organized,    have    a    membership   of  from  sixty  to 
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eighty  members  each  and  are  still  in  flourishiog  condition.  Their 
halls,  the  furnishings  of  which  cost  from  |1500  to  $2500,  are  par- 
ticularly adapted  to  their  purpose.  However,  these  societies, 
unlike  the  societies  of  most  universities,  do  not  admit  fraternity 
men  to  membership,  and  when  a  member  of  a  society  becomes  a 
fraternity  man  he  is  no  longer  considered  a  member  of  that  so- 
ciety. 

There  was  a  time  when  things  were  different. 

The  first  fraternity  established  here  was  the  Phi  Delta  Thelta, 
established  in  1875.  But  the  university  was  then  too  young  to  be 
good  ground  for  fraternities  and  the  chapter  soon  surrendered  its 
charter.  However,  it  was  revived  in  1881.  About  that  time  Sig- 
ma Chi  also  established  a  chapter,  followed  soon  after  by  the 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  sororities.  Pre- 
vious to  1884,  the  literarj^  societies  included  among  their  mem- 
bers both  fraternity  and  non-fraternity  men  (and  ladies).  But 
the  fraternities  having  grown  rapidly  and  having  initiated  the 
most  prominent  and  influential  students,  they  dominated  in  so- 
ciety affairs.  From  the  beginning  there  had  been  opposition  to 
fraternities  and  it  resulted  in  matters  coming  to  a  crisis  in  the 
great  Barb  Prat,  controversy,  which  has  become  a  matter  of  his- 
tory in  the  university,  and  which  ended  by  the  fraternity  men 
withdrawing  from  the  societies. 

Since  that  time  the  attendance  of  the  university  has  increased 
from  four  hundred  and  fifty  to  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty,  and  with 
the  increase  in  numbers  other  fraternities  entered  the  field. 
Beta  Theta  Pi  was  established  in  1888,  followed  several  years 
later  by  Pi  Beta  Phi,  Delta  Gamma,  and  Delta  Delta  Delta 
sororities,  also  by  Delta  Tau  Delta,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Theta 
NuEpsilon,  Phi  Delta  Phi  (law).  Kappa  Sigma,  and  last,  through 
the  efforts  of  Bro.  E.  F.  Rideout,  of  Beta  Kappa  chapter.  Alpha 
Tau  Omega.  It  is  generally  understood  that  petitions  are  out  for 
charters  from  two  other  fraternities. 

Affairs  have  changed  greatly  during  recent  years;  the  former 
intense  rivalry  between  the  "Barbs"  and  "Frats"  has  almost 
ceased.  Although  there  are  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
fraternity  men,  they  practically  control  college  politics;  they  con- 
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trol  athletics;  they  are  found  in  the  majority,  and  they  hold  the 
principal  offices  in  such  societies  as  the  Microscopical  Club, 
Chemical  Society,  English  Club,  Political  Economy  Club,  Zoolog- 
ical Club.  All  the  social  functions  of  the  university  are  in  their 
hands;  the  annual  balls  given  by  the  various  fraternities  and  the 
Pan  Hellenic  ball  are  among  the  most  pleasant  events  of  the  year. 
The  usefulness  of  fraternities  in  developing  young  men  and  young 
women  and  making  them  conform  to  the  best  types  of  manhood 
and  womanhood  is  generally  acknowledged. 

The  literary  societies  draw  for  their  membership  from  the 
great  body  of  students  that  are  members  of  no  organization  and 
they  in  turn  serve  as  excellent  recruiting  ground  for  the  frater- 
nities, and  notwithstanding  the  opposition  of  the  literary  socie- 
ties to  secret  organizations,  there  are  very  few  fraternities  that 
are  not  indebted  to  the  societies  for  some  of  their  best  men.  One 
fraternity,  organized  here  in  1895,  took  twelve  men  from  one  of 
the  societies. 

There  is  one  feature  connected  with  invitations  and  initiations 
in  which  the  university  takes  special  pride.  The  disgraceful 
rushing,  which  characterizes  the  fraternity  men  and  women  of 
some  colleges  is  not  carried  on  here;  only  one  student  out  of  seven 
is  a  Greek  letter  man  and  new  students  are  given  time  to  prove 
themselves  suitable  men  before  they  are  given  invitations. 

All  the  Iraternities  maintain  vigorous,  active  chapters.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  five  chapters  occupied  houses,  next  year  seven 
expect  to  do  so,  among  them  Gamma  Tneta  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 
The  University  of  Nebraska  has  a  larger  number  of  prosperous 
fraternities  than  any  other  institution  of  the  Great  Central  West, 
and  with  its  rapid  growth  in  attendance,  with  its  splendid  devel- 
ment,  we  predict  for  the  fraternities,  and  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
in  particular,  continued  prosperity  and  a  brilliant  future.

Barre,  Vt.,  July  10,  1897. 

To  The  Editor  of  Palm.  Dear  brother  Ehle: — Since  read- 
ing Bro.  Shives's  very  interesting  letter  in  the  recent  number  of 
the  Palm,  I  have  thought  that  it  might  be  of  interest  to  some  of 
your  readers  to  learn  how  the  chapters  in  the  east  impressed  a 
fraternity  brother  as  he  found  them  while  taking  a  business  trip 
through  that  section  of  the  country. 

While  in  Boston  during  the  fall  it  was  my  pleasure  to  see 
considerable  of  the  Tufts  boys,  in  fact,  the  writer  was  present 
when  '*Sir  William"  took  his  annual  exercise,  much  to  the  dis- 
comfiture of  five  very  likely  victims. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  may  well  congratulate  hergielf  on  having 
such  an  enthusiastic  and  progressive  chapter  as  Gamma  Beta 
near  Boston,  the  greatest  educational  center  in  the  United  States. 

The  Tuft's  chapter  is  pre-eminenilj^  an  athletic  chapter.  A 
good  per  cent  of  the  players  and  usually  the  captains  of  both 
baseball  and  football  teams  are  wearers  of  the  Maltese  Cross. 
The  boys  need  not  rely  on  athletics,  however,  to  maintain  a 
position  among  the  fraternities  on  College  Hill,  for  we  find  them 
filling  with  ability  positions  in  all  the  varied  lines  of  college 
activity,  and  at  the  same  time  maintaining  a  good  rank  in  their 
respective  classes.  The  chapter  is  fortunate  in  having  Bro.  F. 
G.  Wrenn  on  the  faculty,  as  he  takes'great  interest  in  the  chapter. 

A  small  but  active  alumni  association  has  been  formed  at 
Boston,  which  bids  fair  to  become  a  strong  factor  in  the  work  of 
the  fraternity  in  New  England.  It  is  destined  to  become  stronger 
each  year,  as  the  New  England  chapters  are  constantly  sending 
men  to  Boston.  It  was  only  with  feelings  of  regret  that  I  found 
myself  compelled  to  leave  southern  New  England  without  visit- 
ing Providence  and  Khode  Island  Gamma  Delta,  for  there, 
according  to  all  reports,  is  a  chapter  of  which  every  Alpha  Tau 
may  well  be  proud. 

The  next  chapter  1  chanced  to  visit  was  that  of  Alpha  Iota 
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located  at  Muhlenburg  College,  Allentown,  Pa.  Here,  one 
encounters  the  Dutch  element  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Dutch  are 
said  to  be  a  slow  people,  but  if  there  is  anything  "slow"  about 
the  city  of  Allentown  or  the  Alpha  Taus  to  be  found  there,  the 
writer  failed  to  see  it.  It  might  be  well  to  suggest  here  to  any 
Alpha  Tau  who  may  be  so  fortunate  as  to  find  himself  in  Allen- 
town, that,  unless  he  has  the  ability  "to  be  sociable"  the  greater 
part  of  the  twenty-four  hours,  he  better  not  tarry  too  long  with 
the  A.  T.  O.  boys  at  Allentown.

This  chap'ter,  being  located  at  a  great  university, 
has  its  membership  divided  somewhat  among  the  different  depart- 
ments. The  chapter  also  draws  a  large  number  of  affiliates  from 
other  chapters. 

While  in  Baltimore  I  had  the  pleasure  of  staying  at  The 
Eutaw  with  Bro.  Stokes,  whose  hospitalities  are  well  known  to 
many  an  A.  T.  O. 

It  was  also  a  source  of  great  pleasure  and  inspiration  to  meet 
our  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  Dr.  L  W.  Glazebrook,  while  in  Wash- 
ington. The  fraternity  certainly  owes  him  a  debt  of  gratitude 
for  his  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  order.  His  work  on  the 
Catalogue  should  not  be  soon  forgotten. 

After  returning  to  Philadelphia  from  Baltimore  and  Wash- 
ington, business  called  me  to  So.  Bethlehem,  the  seat  of  Lehigh 
University  and  the  home  of  Alpha  Rho.  Too  much  cannot  be 
said  in  praise  of  this  small  but  excellent  chapter.  Through  a 
combination  of  circumstances  over  which  the  chapter  had  no  con- 
trol, the  membership  has  been  greatly  reduced.  The  few 
brothers  who  remain  are  such  excellent  fraternity  men  and  so 
filled  with  the  true  fraternity  spirit  that  w^e  can  only  look  for 
the  continued  success  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  at  Lehigh. 
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The  next  college  town  to  be  visited  where  A.  T.  O.  is  repre 
sented  was  Ithaca.  It  is  needless  to  say  much  concerning  Beta 
Theta,  for  every  well-informed  Alpha  Tau  knows  that  A.  T.  O. 
at  Cornell  is  ''all  right."  It  might  be  well  to  add  that  the  chap- 
ter is  preparing  to  build  a  house  which  will  do  honor  both  to  N. 
Y.  Beta  Theta  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

The  last  chapter  to  be  visited  was  that  ofVermont  Beta  Zeta, 
my  own  chapter.  It  was  with  no  small  degree  of  pride  and 
pleasure  that  I  found  my  old  chapter  in  such  a  flourishing  con- 
dition— indeed,  it  was  an  ample  reward  for  the  untiring  efforts 
put  forth  by  the  men  from  the  later  classes  in  behalf  of  the  chap- 
ter. Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  only  ten  years  old  in  New  England, 
Vermont  Beta  Zeta  being  the  first  chapter  established,  and  from 
her  have  sprung  the  other  four  chapters.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  New  England  chapters  to  extend  the  fraternity  to  other  col- 
leges, but  not  until  they  are  sure  that  it  will  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  fraternity.  They  believe  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
exists  for  herself,  not  for  the  benefit  of  aliens.

ABOUT  THETA   NU   EPSILON. 

go  much  is  being  said  now  about  the  Sophomore  society  of 
Theta  Nu  Epsilon,  that  the  article  herewith  produced  from 
the  Ithaca  Journal,  of  May  22nd,  1897,  cannot  fail  to  prove  inter- 
esting, as  the  organization  has  been  prominent  for  years  at  Cor- 
nell, and  its  proceedings  are  somewhat  unique  there.  A  decided- 
ly antagonistic  feeling  has  developed  toward  this  society  among 
the  officers  of  certain  fraternities,  and  Kappa  Alpha  (Southern) 
has  expressly  forbidden  members  to  join  it.  At  Cornell  Univers- 
ity, however,  the  organization  is  strong  and  carries  on  its  rolls 
some  of  the  best  men  in  college: 

This  is  All  Fools'  week  in  Ithaca  as  is  probably  well  known 
to  Ithacans  who  during  the  last  few  days  have  heard  strange 
noises  at  night  and  seen  strange  sights  in  the  daylight.  All 
Fools'  week  is  synonymous  with  T.  N.  E.  T.  N.  E.  stands  for 
Theta  Nu  Epsilon,  a  Cornell  society  very  much  in  evidence  about 
this  time  once  in  a  year.  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  has  chapters  at 
nearly  all  the  leading  colleges  in  the  East.  Inasmuch  as  its  in- 
itiations are  carried  on  in  public  it  is  but  proper  that  the  public 
should  know  something  about  it. 

The  chapter  at  Cornell  was  instituted  in  the  early  eighties 
for  the  purpose  of  controlling  class  politics.  It  was  a  sophomore 
society  and  for  a  number  of  years  held  the  balance  of  power  in 
the  class  elections.  When  in  its  prime  as  a  useful  organization 
T.  N.  E.  was  very  powerful.  Its  power  lay  in  the  fact  that  its 
members  were  absolutely  unknown  to  outsiders  until  they  were 
seniors  and  then  only  after  the  senior  election.  The  members 
could  not  even  wear  their  pins  until  after  the  time  designated 
above.  During  those  years  the  secret  support  of  T.  N.  E.  was 
equivalent  to  an  election.  There  was  then  no  public  initiations 
as  now.  The  last  great  struggle  of  T.  N.  E.  was  in  188S,  when 
Harry  L.  Taylor  was  elected  president  of  the  senior  class.  In 
that  contest  there  was  more  politics  to  the  square  inch  than  in  a 
city  campaign.  Harry  was  the  candidate  of  T.  N.  E.  and  It  tran- 
spired after  the  nominations  that  it  was  to  be  not  a  tight  between 
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T.  N.  E.  and  anti-T.  N.  E.,  but  a  contest  between  T.  N.  E.  and 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  The  fight  was  so  hot  that  the  limit  of  member- 
ship in  T.  N.  E.  had  to  be  enlarged,  in  order  that  new  members 
might  be  swung  in  from  this  or  that  fraternity  in  order  to  con- 
trol votes.  T.  N.  E.  made  a  bid  for  the  vote  of  Sage  College,  but 
that  was  already  solid  for  Y.  M.  C.  A.  with  the  exception  of  one 
coed  who  claimed  loyalty  to  T.  N.  E.  and  when  the  ticket  was 
made  up  she  was  given  a  place  on  it.  T.  N.  E.  was  successful 
in  the  election,  electing  every  one  of  its  candidates.  In  a  moment 
of  wild  exhuberance  over  the  victory  some  one  proposed  a  sere- 
nade to  the  lone  co-ed  who  had  stood  by  the  T.  N.  E.,  and  ac- 
cordingly a  brass  band  was  hired  and  the  co  ed  serenaded  bj^  all 
the  members  of  the  society,  who  thereby  revealed  their  identity 
and  from  that  time,  as  a  political  organization,  its  power  weaned, 
until  now  it  is  conducted  only  for  good  fellowship. 

T.  not  only  stands  for  Theta,  but  also  for  Thanatopsis,  the 
Greek  word  for  "a  view  of  death."  And  it  is  whispered  that  the 
candidate  has  several  views  of  death  at  the  secret  initiation  that 
follows  the  public  one.  The  candidates  selected  for  initiation 
are  allotted  to  the  older  members,  they  having  to  draw  lots  for 
the  privilege  of  breaking  in  a  candidate.  The  latter's  mail  about 
this  time  becomes  suddenly  large.  He  receives  letters  printed  in 
heavy  black  type  commanding  him  to  do  various  things.  The 
letter  is  ornamented  with  a  skull  and  cross  bones  and  a  coffin. 
Of  course  the  candidate  has  to  do  everything  commanded  or  he 
will  suf[er  all  the  more  at  the  secret  initiation.  The  sequels  to 
these  commands  have  been  seen  often  by  Ithaca  people.  Perhaps 
the  candidates  have  to  fish  in  costume  on  State  street,  or  turn 
clothes  inside  out  and  promenade,  dress  in  an  outlandish  costume 
and  appear  at  the  ball  game,  make  himself  generally  foolish  and 
finally  take  part  in  the  grand  parade  of  all  the  candidates  in  cos- 
tume resembling  the  opening  of  a  circus  or  a  county  fair,  when 
the  prize  animals  are  paraded.  Perhaps  the  hardest  "stunt"  for 
the  candidate  to  do  is  to  have  to  call  on  his  best  girl  without  a 
collar  or  necktie  on  and  sit  for  an  hour  in  her  company  without 
being  able   to  make  any  explanation  of  his  attire  and   presence. 
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Of  course  some  of   the  older  members  happen  to  "call"   at  this 
moment  to  enjoy  the  scene. 

On  the  night  following  the  prize  parade  in  costume,  is  held 
the  secret  initiation.  In  the  old  days  the  candidates  used  to  be 
taken  up  into  the  country  and  tossed  in  a  blanket,  etc.  Now  they 
are  taken  down  the  lake,  Glenwood  generally  being  the  rendez- 
vous, and  many  are  the  weird  tales  told  of  the  various  happen- 
ings at  those  initiations.  Each  candidate  is  named  after  some 
prominent  personage  in  the  city  or  on  the  campus.  When  the  in- 
itiation is  in  full  swing,  a  member  carrying  a  stuffed  club  comes 
along  and  asks  him  his  name.  If  the  candidate  gives  an  unpop- 
ular name  he  is  lambasted  with  clubs,  which  do  not  fail  to  leave 
black  and  blue  marks  wherever  they  strike.  If  the  candidate 
happens  to  be  lucky  enough  to  be  named  after  some  one  who  is 
popular,  he  does  not  receive  as  many  cracks  with  the  club.  A 
story  is  told  of  one  initiation  where  a  candidate  was  thrown  over 
board  with  a  life  preserver  on,  tied  to  a  boat  and  dragged  through 
the  lake.  This  seems  to  be  too  barbarous  to  be  true  and  is  prob- 
ably a  fairy  tale.  It  is  true,  however,  that  a  great  many  candi- 
dates get  into  the  lake.  Of  course  they  are  all  blindfolded. 
Sometimes  they  are  made  to  walk  a  plank  from  which  they  go  di- 
rectly into  the  lake.  One  year  the  candidates  were  tied  to  barrels 
and  rolled  off  from  the  dock  into  the  lake.  Many  other  things 
* 'happen"  to  the  candidate  and  when  the  "push"  gets  ready  to  re- 
turn to  Ithaca  he  is  surprised  to  be  left  alone  to  find  his  way  back 
through  the  woods  and  along  the  shore  to  Ithaca.  It  generally 
takes  the  candidate  about  a  week  to  get  over  the  effects  of  his  in- 
itiation, and  his  only  reward  is  in  living  in  anticipation  of  the 
sport  he  will  have  next  year  with  the  new  candidates.  Despite 
the  hardships  of  the  initiation  the  society  is  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition and  has  more  applicants  than  can  be  initiated. 


FROM  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  HIGH  COUNCIL. 

Sandusky,  Ohio,  June  19,  1897. 

My  Dear  Brother  Ehle: — It  gives  me  great  pleasure 
through  the  medium  of  Paj^m  to  introduce  to  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  world  the  youngest  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  household. 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  Glazebrook  has  christened  it  Nebraska 
Gamma  Theta. 

After  three  years  of  anxious  pleading  and  waiting,  a  charter 
of  A.  T.  O.  was  granted  the  University  of  Nebraska,  located  at 
Lincoln. 

Much  to  my  pleasure,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  delegated 
your  humble  servant  to  go  to  Nebraska  and  initiate  the  boys  who 
had  so  manfully  struggled  for  and  finally  secured  the  desired 
charter. 

I  left  Sandusky  on  the  28th  of  May  and  went  directly  to  Chi- 
cago where  I  tarried  long  enough  to  see  our  dear  Bro.  Ehle  and 
inquire  after  the  welfare  of  himself  and  Palm.  In  the  afternoon 
I  took  a  Burlington  train  and  arrived  at  Lincoln  on  the  morning 
of  the  29th  at  about  10  o'clock. 

I  was  met  at  the  depot  by  four  of  the  Lincoln  boys,  and  in  a 
very  few  moments  I  felt  at  home  with  them;  in  fact  it  seemed 
very  much  like  visiting  an  established  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  I  saw  at  once  that  I  was  in  charge  of  good  Alpha  Tau 
timber,  and  that  the  Fraternity  had  made  no  mistake  at  all  in 
granting  the  charter. 

In  the  evening  the  initiation  took  place  at  Hotel  Lincoln.  We 
began  the  work  at  about  7  o'clock  and  in  three  hours  after,  nine 
fine  young  fellows  were  w^earing  the  Alpha  Tau  colors.  The  in- 
itiation was  followed  by  a  sumptuous  banquet  in  the  private  din- 
ing room  of  the  hotel. 

The  boys  were  delighted  with  the  initiation,  and  were  loud 
in  their  praise  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  all  she  had  to  offer  them. 

After  practicing  the  Fraternity  yell  in  the  hotel  parlors  we 
serenaded  the  other  fraternities  of  the  University,  and  for  over 
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an  hour  the  streets  of  Lincoln  were  resonant  with  the  "Hip, 
hurrah!     Hip,  hurrah!    Three  cheers  for  Alpha  Tau,  etc." 

I  am  quite  sure  that  by  morning  the  boys  felt  like  full  fledged 
wearers  of  the  Maltese  Cross. 

The  congratulations  offered  the  boys  by  the  members  of  the 
fraternities  were  very  profuse,  and  only  tended  to  strengthen 
my  belief  that  we  made  no  mistake  in  going  into  the  University 
of  Nebraska,  with  its  large  endowment  and  enrollment  of  over 
sixteen  hundred  students. 

Three  of  the  boys  have  already  purchased  jewelled  badges 
and  all  have  subscribed  for  the  Palm,  all  of  which  goes  to  prove 
that  they  know  their  duty. 

I  trust  that  all  the  chapters  will  write  the  new  chapter  in  the 
fall  a  letter  of  welcome,  addressing  it  to  Bro.  Edwin  R.  Morri- 
son, 1631  F.  St.,  Lincoln,  Neb.

PAN-HELLENISM  AT  NASHVILLE. 

"Hj^HE  following  from  Bro.  John  Y.  Garlington,  of  Tenn.  Ome- 
eJ_  ga,  President  of  the  Pan- Hellenic  Congress,  about  which 
there  has  been  much  unfavorable  criticism  in  the  fraternity  mag- 
azines, is  all  that  we  have  been  able  to  learn  of  the  proposed  con- 
vention at  Nashville,  where  it  was  proposed  that  a  club-house  be 
built  on  the  Exposition  grounds  for  Greek  letter  fraternity  men, 
but  the  enterprise  never  passed  beyond  the  preliminary  stage  of 
preparing  a  pleasing  design  for  same. 

To  the  Greek- Letter  Men  of  the  United  States: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  hundreds  of  graduates  and  under- 
graduates who  are  members  of  the  various  college  fraternities, 
will  visit  Nashville  during  the  Centennial,  it  has  been  decided  to 
hold  a  meeting  of  the  American  Pan- Hellenic  Association  in  that 
city. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Greek  Letter  men  of  the  United  States 
in  Atlanta  during  the  Cotton  States  and  International  Exposition 
on  November  18,  1895,  this  association  was  permanently  organ- 
ized. The  following  extract,  taken  from  the  elaborate  article 
which  appeared  in  the  Atlanta  Constitution  of  the  19th  of  Novem- 
ber, in  reference  to  Greek  Letter  Day  at  the  Exposition,  gives  a 
partial  insight  into  the  enthusiasm  of  the  occasion  and  the  char- 
acter of  the  organization  effected: 

"With  their  stirring  yells  echoing  about  the  rafters  of  the 
big  auditorium,  the  gaudy  colors  of  their  societies  fluttering  about 
their  lapels  and  their  enthusiasm  venting  in  vociferous  outburst 
of  speech  and  song,  two  hundred  representatives  of  the  Greek 
Letter  organizations  of  the  United  States  gathered  yesterday 
morning  at  11  o'clock,  and  after  appropriate  formal  exercises, 
effected  the  formation  of  the  American  Pan-Hellenic  Association. 
The  organization  is  to  be  national  in  its  scope  and  affects  the  in- 
terests of  all  college  fraternity  men." 

in  these  simple  lines  are  recorded  the  initiation  of   a  great 
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movement  which  seeks  to  emphasize  the  beauty  and  strengthen 
the  force  of  the  brotherhood  of  humanity. 

The  first  meeting  in  Atlanta  was  out  of  necessity  limited  in 
its  scope  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  sufficient  time  was  not  given 
in  which  to  reach  all  the  different  Greek  Letter  organizations, 
but  there  was  ample  representation  to  give  it  a  national  stamp 
and  to  make  it  a  working  nucleus  for  the  fuller  and  more  com- 
plete development  of  the  American  Pan-Hellenic  idea. 

About  the  general  programme  the  following  features  of  at- 
tractions have  been  agreed  upon:  In  the  morning  from  10  to  1 
o'clock  will  be  the  Congress  in  the  Auditorium  at  the  Centennial 
grounds;  speeches  will  be  delivered  and  papers  will  be  read  by 
those  who  have  given  special  study  to  fraternity  issues  and  the 
general  subject  of  Pan-Hellenism. 

All  patriotic  Greeks  are  most  cordially  invited  to  attend,  and 
also  to  co-operate  in  the  final  perfection  of  the  scheme  for  the 
promotion  of  good  fellowship  among  the  members  of  the  various 
college  fraternities. 


THE  CHAPTER-LETTER  WRITER  VINDICATED. 

THE  letters  from  chapters  which  appear  in  the  college  frater- 
nity magazines  would  well  repay  careful  study  on  the  part 
of  a  student  of  human  kind  as  well  as  of  a  literary  critic.  Some 
of  them  are  faultless  in  style,  punctuation  and  general  construc- 
tion and  evidence  most  meritorious  and  beneficial  work  on  the 
part  of  the  author:  but  there  are  others  which  do  not  and  w^hich 
prove  the  index  of  a  less  worthy  personality  in  the  eyes  of  the 
student  of  character.  One  of  the  fraternity  magazines  has  pub- 
lished sample  letters  which  are  decidedly  amusing,  on  account  of 
the  importance  given  to  matters  of  little  moment,  but  perhaps  one 
of  the  best  articles  recently  published  on  this  subject  is  from  the 
Kappa  Alpha  Journal  of  March  last,  under  the  above  title,  which 
follows  and  is  self  explanatory: 

In  order  to  refute  current  slander  to  the  effect  that  the  chap- 
ter-letter-writer— that  most  patient,  amiable  and  cruelly  abused 
hack — is  lacking  in  imagination,  modesty,  charity,  veracity  and 
humor,  we  append  a  few  desultory  but  characteristic  examples  of 
correspondence  chosen  at  random  from  various  Greek-letter  per- 
iodicals.

C.  B.  Harris,  of  Harris,  Mo.,  is  a  law  student,  a  sport 
and  a  gentleman  of  means.  He  belongs  to  the  Mandolin  Club, 
and  is,  indeed,  a  musician." — Sigma  Nu  correspondent  from  the 
Univ.  of  Mo. 

"We  need  a  term  stronger  than  'flourishing'  to  picture  our 
present  condition.  It  seems  as  if  all  college  honors  have  fallen 
into  B(ita  hands."— Ohio  Univ.  letter  to  Beta  Theta  PL 

The  Sigma  Nu  Delta  presents  a  likeness  of  "Bro.  Fred  Mor- 
ris,"  with  the  intelligence   that  he  is    "a  brother  Siof.  in  whom 
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there   is   no  guile;   a  full-back   par  excellence;   a   frat.    'rusher' 
without  a  peer,  and  a  great  social  favorite  everywhere." 

"Of  course  we  join  in  a  hearty  hurrah  for  William  McKinley, 
and  now  that  he  is  elected  to  the  highest  office  within  the  gift  of 
the  people,  why  not  begin  plans  immediately  to  decorate  the 
White  House  in  'Old  Gold  and  Royal  Purple?'  "—University  of 
Missouri  letter  to  the  Record, 

"Our  sisters,  as  true  and  loyal  a  band  as  ever  wore  the  five- 
armed  star,  gave  us  an  elegant  reception  shortly  after  the  be- 
ginning of  school.  Verily  we  believe  they  are  the  truest  of  the 
true.  Other  social  functions  have  been  given  where  our  boys 
have  always  been  in  the  lead." — Sigma  Nu  news  from  Central 
Missouri. 

Bro.  Yasukawa  is  winning  golden  laurels  for  Phi  Delta  Theta 
at  the  University  of  Penn.     The  Scroll  correspondent  reports: 

"Owing  to  the  absolute  illegibility  of  the  Reporter's  writing,' 
the  name  of  our  baby  from  Japan  was  misspelled  in  the  last  letter. 
His  full  name  is  Seizaburo  Yasukawa  (will  the  typesetter  please 
get  that  right  this  time).  Bro.  Yasukawa  at  present  is  practic- 
ing with  the  University  gymnasium  team;  his  specially  is  walk- 
ing the  tight  wire.     We  have  no  other  college  honors  to  report.' 

Can  it  be  that  the  Phis  are  laying  wires  to  "scoop"  the  Dekes 
on  Oriental  extension? 

Delta  Tau  Delta  has  a  good  thing  at  Albion,  Mich.    Observe:

Cecil  Peck,  pledged,  will  hold 
his  own  on  wheels." 

This  is  an  array  of  honors  calculated  to  make  the  bosom  of 
every  loyal  Delta  Tau  pulsate  with  pride. 

From  Adrian  (Mich.)  correspondence  to  S.  A.  E.  Record: 

"Several  of  our  alumni  members  were  present  and  our  hall 
was  never  so  full.  Several  new  devices  were  introduced  which 
made  the  initiatory  ceremony  more  enjoyable  and  interesting. 
On  the  back  of  the  neophite's  right  hand  were  painted  the  letters 
S.  A.  A.  with  iodine,  and  the  same  was  painted  on  the  other  hand 
with  silver  nitrate.     Well,  of  course  the  iodine  disappeared  after 
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a  couple  of  days,  but  time  seems  to  make  more  clear  the  letters 
in  silver  nitrate.  These  letters  are  especially  noticeable  in  the 
dining  hall.  Every  time  a  new  Sig  puts  his  hand  to  his  mouth 
he  shows  his  colors." 

We  would  suggest  to  Albion  Sigs  that  a  novel  and  striking 
device  calculated  to  make  the  ceremony  much  more  enjoyable 
and  interesting  would  consist  in  tattooing  Bro.  William  Mc- 
Kinley's  picture  in  the  middle  of  every  loyal  Sig's  forehead. 

There  are  very  few  localities  where  things  come  dead  easier 
than  they  do  at  Knox  College  (111-)  to  the  local  Fijis.  This  chap- 
ter of  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  probably  a  trifle  more  * 'flourishing'' 
than  the  Betas  at  Ohio  University.

The  girls  all  declare  that  these  are  par  ex- 
cellence, and  they  prove  that  they  mean  what  they  say  by  their 
anxiety  to  be  on  our  good  side  and  to  receive  our  invitations. 
We  are  also  making  a  reputation,  or  rather  establishing  our  rep- 
utation already  made,  for  excellence  in  study.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  we  easily  outrank  all  our  competitors  in  this  branch  also." 


FRATERNITIES  AT  THE    UNIVERSITY  OF  CHICAGO. 

JTVOUBTLESS,  many  wearers  of  the  Maltese  Cross  have  often 
i-J  thought  of  the  great  university  at  Chicago  as  an  Institution 
where  Alpha  Tau  Omega  might  well  be  represented  by  a  chapter, 
and  the  fact  that  quite  a  number  of  brothers  have  been  in  atten- 
dance there  has  made  this  idea  more  worthy  of  consideration. 
Other  fraternities  have  not  been  slow  to  recognize  the  splendid 
opportunity  for  extension  furnished  by  this  grand  university, 
built  on  such  broad  and  admirable  lines  by  the  wealth  of  John  D. 
Rockefeller  and  others,  the  genius  for  organization  ci  President 
Harper  and  the  architectual  skill  of  Henry  Ives  Cobb.  It  will, 
therefore,  be  particularly  interesting  to  consider  at  this  time  just 
what  the  situation  is  at  Chicago  in  regard  to  Greek  letter  frater- 
nities, and  for  our  facts  we  are  quite  largely  indebted  to  the 
Sigma  Chi  Quarterly. 

It  is  well  known  that  at  first  the  policy  of  the  university  was 
opposed  to  the  establishment  of  chapters  of  national  frater- 
nities, but  favorable  to  local  clubs,  such  as  exist  at  Yale  and 
Harvard  in  this  country  and  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge  in  England 
and  at  other  European  universities  But  on  the  faculty  there 
were  man}^  members  of  Greek  letter  fraternities  who  loved  the 
American  system  with  which  they  had  been  familiar  in  their  own 
college  days,  and  gradually  they  obtained  concessions  from  those 
in  authority,  until,  finally,  chapters  were  established  by  several 
fraternities,  but  under  a  system  of  university  supervision  not 
practiced  at  other  colleges  and  universities.  The  university 
had  thrown  open  its  doors  to  students  in  1892,  but  it  was  not  un- 
til December  23rd,  1893,  that  the  first  Greek  letter  chapter  was 
founded.  Owing,  doubtless,  to  large  and  influential  representa- 
tion on  the  faculty,  this  honor  fell  to  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon. 

In  quick  succession  followed  Phi  Kappa  Psi  on  Januar}^  6th. 
1894,  and  Beta  Theta  Pi  about  three  weeks  later.  For  some  time 
these  held  the  field  alone,  for  nearly  a  year  in  fact,  for  the  next 
comer  was  Sigma  Nu,  on  January  2,  1895.  Then  followed  Alpha 
Delta  Phi  in  March,  1896  ;  Sigma  Chi,  January  23,  1897,  and  Phi 
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Delta  Theta,  on  February  18th,  last.  Some  of  these  fraternities 
had  originally  chapters  at  the  old  University  of  Chicago,  which 
died  long  before  the  present  university  was  contemplated.  This 
was  true,  we  believe,  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Phi  Kappa  Psi  and 
Phi  Delta  Theta.  Zeta  Psi  and  Psi  Upsilon  also  had  chapters  at 
the  old  university,  and  it  has  been  announced  that  the  latter  re- 
vived her  old  chapter  at  the  new  university,  but  this  is  reported 
to  have  been  done  irregularly, and  we  understand  that  the  organi- 
zation has  not  been  officially  recognized.  The  sophomore  society 
of  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  is  represented,  and  there  is  a  senior  society 
called  the  "Owl  and  Serpent." 

It  is  noteworthy  that  no  national  society  is  represented  at 
Chicago,  although  many  of  their  members  have  been  in  atten- 
dance, it  is  said  that  there  is  quite  a  strong  sentiment  against 
them,  although  there  are  several  ladies'  clubs. 

The  fraternities  occupy  chapter  houses  as  at  other  colleges, 
and,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  students  from  whom  selections 
are  made  and  the  comparitively  small  number  of  chapters,  the 
fraternity  men  are  generally  high  grade  men.  Not  more  than 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  men  are  members  of  the  chapters 
represented.  The  restrictions  under  which  they  live  are  shown 
by  the  following,  which  we  quote  from  the  Quarterly : 

That  the  fraternity  system  has  become  an  important  factor 
in  the  life  of  the  University  of  Chicago  there  is  no  longer  any 
doubt.  There  is  a  much  better  feeling  on  every  hand  toward  the 
organizations,  and  a  statement  made  by  President  Harper  in  his 
quarterly  report  for  the  autumn  of  1895  fully  sets  forth  the 
present  attitude  of  the  faculty  and  trustees  toward  fraternities. 
I  quote  him  on  the  subject  of  student  organization  : 

"The  faculty  of  arts,  literature  and  science  has  taken  up  for 
fresh  consideration,  in  the  light  of  the  experience  of  three  and  a 
half  years,  the  question  of  student  organizations,  including  Greek 
letter  fraternities.     Instead  of  the  old  policy  in  accordance  with 
which  fraternities  were    admitted  under  certain  regulations,  and 
at  the  same  time  with  the  disapproval  of  the   authorities,    there 
has  been  adopted  a  new  policy  in  accordance  with  which  all  stu- 
dent organizations     are  brought   under  direct  inspection  of  the 
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university  council,  while  groups  of  six  or  more  students  living 
together  as  an  organization  are  required  to  organize  themselves 
also  as  houses  of  the  university  in  accordance  with  the  general 
rules  of  such  houses.  This  action  contemplates  a  close  and 
sympathetic  interest  on  the  part  of  the  university,  which  will 
now  co-operate  with  the  societies  to  bring  about  the  best  possible 
results.  The  university  under  no  circumstances  will  interfere  in 
the  legitimate  exercise  of  the  privilege  of  fraternities.  It  will 
undertake,  however,  to  elevate  and  purify  that  life  so  far  as  this 
can  be  done  by  influences  working  from  within  as  well  as  from 
without." 

The  rules  regarding  the  organization  of  chapter  houses  were 
adopted  December  7,  1896,  by  the  committee  on  student  organi- 
zations and  the  board  of  trustees,  and  are  as  follows  : 

1.  Each  organization  will  file  with  the  university  council: 
(1)  Its  name  ;  (2)  a  list  of  members  ;  (S)  such  statement  of  pur- 
poses and  methods  as  may  be  required. 

2.  It  will  appoint  a  representative  who  shall  be  the  official 
medium  of  communication  with  the  university  authorities. 

3.  Eligibility  to  membership  wil]  be  subject  to  such  restric- 
tions as  may  be  required  by  the  council. 

4.  Any  organization  which  may  be  disapproved  by  the  coun- 
cil shall  cease  to  exist.  The  council  will  at  any  time  have  the 
right  to  disapprove  of  any  existing  or  proposed  organization. 

5.  Such  organizations  as  may  occupy  distinct  buildings  or 
rooms  as  residences  shall  be  organized  as  university  houses  un- 
der the  general  rules  governing  houses. 

Another  important  faculty  regulation  is  that  prohibiting  any 
fraternity  from  initiating  or  pledging  a  freshman  until  he  has 
been  a  student  in  the  university  six  months.  This  rule  does 
away  with  much  of  the  rushing  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year 
which  is  so  common  in  most  schools  and  has  the  double  advan- 
tage of  protecting  both  the  societies  and  the  candidates.  It  is 
very  generally  observed,  and  the  supervision  which  the  univer- 
sity has  taken  in  regard  to  fraternities  is  looked  upon  by  all  as 
most  wise  and  judicious  measures.  The  provisions  in  nor  way 
limit  the  activities  of  the  organizations,  and  as  the  system  becomes 
better  known  it  is  coming  to  be  looked  upon  with  great  favor  by 
all  of  the  fraternities. 


THE  FRATERNITY  CATALOGUE. 

NOTHING  but  words  of  commendation  are  heard  in  regard  to 
the  fraternity  catalogue,  but  the  financial  support  of  the 
enterprise  has  not  been  at  all  what  it  should, be.  Every  brother 
should  have  jumped  at  the  chance  to  buy  such  a  valuable  work 
so  cheaply,  but  the  subscriptions  received  to  date  have  not 
reached  the  justifiable  expectations  of  the  hard  working  commit- 
tee. The  apparent  demand  for  the  work  would  naturally  lead 
one  to  suppose  that  the  edition  would  long  ago  have  been  ex- 
hausted, but  for  some  unknown  reason  this  has  not  proved  to  be 
the  case.  Neither  members  of  chapters  nor  alumni  brothers 
have  ordered  as  was  to  have  been  expected. 

It  has  often  been  said  that  college  men  are  the  poorest  busi- 
ness men  in  the  world,  and  that  they  show  in  their  dealings  an 
utter  disregard  of  the  ordinary  rules  which  regulate  the  ordinary 
transactions  of  everyday  life.  A  striking  example  of  this  care- 
lessness and  negligence  is  furnished  by  a  letter  recently  received 
from  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  in  which  he  says:  "Kindly  remind 
chapters  that  the  Catalogue  Committee  very  willingly  paid  ex- 
pressage  on  books  to  chapters,  but  refuses  to  pay  express  on 
books  returned.  Example:  package  cost  11.50  to  send.  Chapter 
purchased  one  book  for  |1.50  and  returned  other  books  C.  O.  D.. 
fl.65." 

Surely,  this  is  something  worse  than  thoughtlessness,  for, 
leaving  out  of  consideration  altogether  the  cost  of  the  book,  there 
was  an  absolute  loss  to  the  Catalogue  Committee  or  fraternity. 
Such  things  are  inexcusable  on  the  part  of  those  who  owe  a  fra- 
ternal consideration  to  the  Committee.  It  meant  little  in  this 
case,  however,  for  ordinary  business  courtesy  and  practice  among 
aliens  would  have  required  at  least  the  payment  of  charges. 

It  is  very  likely  that  during  vacation  brothers  will  feel  more 
strongly  the  need  of  this  excellent  work.  Those  who  have  occa- 
sion to  travel  will  find  it  particularly  convenient,  and  those  who 
have  much  leisure  at  home  will  find  it  worthy  of  careful  study 
and  consideration. 
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The  manner  in  which  the  catalogue  has  been  received  by  the 
fraternity  press  is  well  shown  by  the  following  clippings  from 
exchanges: 

"The  Editor  of  The  Rainboiv  greatly  appreciates  the  courtesy 
of  Dr.  L.  W.  Glazebrook  in  sending  the  >ust  published  Catalogue 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  That  fraternity  has  been  in  existence  a 
quarter  of  a  century — since  1865 — but  this  is  her  first  attempt  at 
a  catalogue.  The  edition  contains  fine  cuts  of  the  fraternity  em- 
blem, of  the  founders,  and  of  Virginia  Military  Institute,  the 
birthplace.  It  is  discovered  from  reading  the  pages  that  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  has  had  sixty  nine  regular  and  eight  community 
chapters.  Of  the  sixty-nine  regular  chapters,  forty-seven  sur- 
vive; twenty-two  are  inactive.  The  tables  show  a  total  member- 
ship of  4134;  of  these  194  are  deceased — a  remarkably  small  mor- 
tality it  would  seem.  To  the  outsider  the  Catalogue  appears  a 
thorough  success.  It  is  not  surfeited  with  accounts  of  members, 
it  is  well  printed  and  well  arranged,  and  it  is  not  expensive.  We 
congratulate  Dr.  Glazebrook  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  on  its  suc- 
cessful completion.''— Eainboiu  of  Delta  Tau  Delta. 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  the  first  Catalogue  of  Alpha  Tau  Ome- 
ga, thanks  to  the  kindness  of  Dr.  L.  W.  Glazebrook.  We  thank 
him  heartily  for  his  courtesy  and  congratulate  him  and  his  fellow 
editors  on  the  excellence  of  the  volume  they  have  published. 
The  whole  work  shows  very  careful  editing  and  unusually  good 
taste  and  good  judgement.  The  cuts  are  of  the  fraternity  em- 
blem, the  founders,  and  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  where 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  organized.  The  history  of  the  fraternity 
and  the  biographical  statements  about  the  members  are  short 
and  to  the  point.  Brevity  is,  perhaps,  the  most  charming  feature 
of  the  volume." — Record  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon. 

"Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  put  out  her  first  catalogue.  Most  of 
the  work  was  performed  by  Dr  L.  W.  Glazebrook,  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  of  the  fraternity.  The  work 
is  complete  in  more  ways  than  one,  and  it  seems  to  contain  many 
excellent  features  introduced  by  Bro.  George  Smart  in  the  first 
catalogue  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi.  It  comprises  something  like  300 
pages,  and  has  4,010  names,  and  is  an  excellent  work;  it  is  illus- 
trated and  contains  a  short  history  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega." — Shield 
of  Phi  Kappa  Psi. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  catalogues  of  other  fraternities 
cost  as  much  as  $5  per  copy  and  frequently  more,,  and  that  the 
Catalogue  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega   is  a  model  of  its  kind,  complete 
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in  all  respects,  it  must  certainly  be  regarded  as  a  marvel  of 
cheapness  at  $1.50  per  copy.  It  is  attractive  in  appearance, 
printed  on  an  excellent  quality  of  paper  and  is  admirably  ar- 
ranged. The  historical  sketch  of  the  fraternity  with  the  accom- 
panying illustrations  al^ne,  is  worth  many  times  the  cost  of  the 
book.     Every  Alpha  Tau  should  have  it,  by  all  means.

OBITER    DICTA. 

BRO.  Hanson,  in  addition  to  his  interesting  letter,  published  in 
this  number,  has  sent  the  Palm  several  items  in  regard  to 
the  interesting  topic  of  lost  fraternity  pins. 

It  appears  that  some  time  ago  an  Alpha  Tau  secured  from 
a  Park  Row  pawn  shop  two  A.  T.  O.  pins  which  had  been  stolen 
from  their  owners  about  two  years  previously. 

This  aroused  his  curiousity  to  see  what  could  be  found  in  the 
line  of  fraternity  emblems  and  with  the  following  results  :  in  the 
shops  of  New  York  were  displayed  badges  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsi- 
lon,  Psi  Upsilon,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  (2),  Southern  Kappa  Alpha, 
Phi  Delta  Phi  and  several  pins  of  local  societies  ;  in  Boston, 
those  of  Zeta  Psi  and  Phi  Gamma  Delta  ;  in  Philadelphia,  Delta 
Tau  Delta,  and  in  Baltimore,  Phi  Kappa  Sigma.

We  learn  from  the  March  Shield  of  Theta  Delta  Chi  that  the 
last  convention  of  that  fraternity  established  the  office  of  "Custo- 
dian of  Archives."  The  office  corresponds  somewhat  with  that 
of  our  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annuals.  The  new  officer  has  a 
difficult  task  to  perform,  as  his  fraternity  annals  are  in  a  very 
incomplete  and  disordered  state. 

From  the  same  number,  we  clip  the  following  reference  to  a 
most  commendable  custom  of  one  of  the  Theta  Delta  Chi  charges, 
and  recommend  it  strongly  to  our  chapters  : 

"  This  plan  of  letter  writing  is  that  every  member  of  the 
charge  shall  write  one  letter  each  month  to  some  graduate 
brother.  The  charge  officers  make  out  the  list,  and  each  month 
each  member  writes  to  different  brothers,  taking  the  one  assigned 
on  the  monthly  list.  The  editor  of  the  Shield  is  by  courtesy  in- 
cluded in  the  monthly  list  of  names.  Every  month  comes  a  let- 
ter. This  month  from  a  senior,  and  next  month  from  the  fresh- 
man just  initiated,  but  every  one  is  full  of  interest,  and  we  enjoy 
ours  very  much.  The  letters  are  easily  composed,  and  differ 
much  from  those  which  are  written  by  the  charges  for  the  Shield. 
We  cannot  too  highly  commend  this  practice.    It  has  two  features 
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of  greats  importance.  It  keeps  the  graduate  brothers  in  the 
closest  touch  with  the  charge,  and  makes  the  writers  feel  that 
they  know  the  alumni,  whether  they  have  ever  seen  them  or  not. 
More  than  this,  the  educational  benefit  which  accrues  to  the  boys 
from  this  practice  is  more  than  they  can  now  realize.  To  be  a 
fluent  and  interesting  letter-writer  is  a  great  accomplishment. 
It  requires  practice  and  there  is  no  better  field  for  the  best  kind 
of  practice  than  in  writing  these  monthly  letters.  In  the  end  it 
results  in  a  kind  of  education,  in  which  the  college  can  have  no 
direct  part.  Here  they  are  at  once  putting  into  practice  theories 
which  they  are  being  taught." 

Although  there  is  no  better  college  fraternity  magazine 
in  existence  than  the  Theta  Delta  Chi  Shield,  it  does  not  obtain 
the  support  which  the  splendid  efforts  of  Editor  Holmes  merit. 
As  a  move  in  the  direction  of  economy,  the  use  of  illustrations 
has  been  temporarily  abandoned.  The  delinquent  members  of 
the  fraternity  should  be  shamed  into  doing  their  duty  by  the 
necessity  for  such  economizing. 

■X-  a-  *  *  * 

The  editor  of  the  Delta  of  Sigma  Nu,  since  the 
resumption  of  publication  of  that  magazine,  has  been 
giving  his  readers  quite  an  abundance  of  quantity  of 
reading  matter  and  illustrations.  This  fraternity  has 
grown  very  rapidly,  perhaps  too  rapidly,  in  late  years,  having 
now  forty-one  chapters,  four  of  which  are  sub-rosa.  Up  to  1883, 
only  nine  chapters  had  been  founded. 

*  *  *  -x-  * 

In  what  is,  on  the  whole,  a  very  favorable  criticism  of  the 
catalogue,  the  editor  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  says:  "No  distinction  is 
made  between  regular  and  honorary  members,  and  in  at  least  two 
instances,  information  about  the  latter  is  given  in  a  somewhat 
deceptive  way.  Bishop  Quintard,  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  being 
noted  apparently  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  79  at  the  University 
of  the  vSouth,  and  Bishop  Vincent,  as  a  member  of  the  class  of  '92 
al  Mt.  Union  College,  where  in  fact,  neither  was  ever  a  student 
at  these  institutions."  . 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  both  of  these  distinguished  brothers 
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have  been  most  active  in  the  interests  of  the  fraternity  since  their 
initiation,  more  so  than  the  average  member.  Bishop  Vincent 
was  certainly  never  a  student  at  Mt.  Union,  but  the  catalogue 
shows  that  he  is  a  trustee,  and  the  significance  of  the  figures 
1892  after  his  name  is  that  he  was  initiated  in  that  year  into  the 
Mt.  Union  chapter;  and  Mr.  Baird  should  have  been  able  to  dis- 
cover, from  his  familiarity  with  works  of  this  kind,  that  is  the 
rule  throughout  the  work,  i.  e. ,  the  year  of  initiation  is  given 
after  the  name  of  the  brother,  and  not  his  class  year.  So  far  as 
we  are  able  to  say  at  present,  this  is  true  in  the  case  of  Bishop 
Quintard,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  fraternity  since  1879. 
We  are  unable,  therefore,  to  discover  anything  "deceptive" 
about  these  data,  nor  any  justification  of  the  above  criticism. 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  does  not  distinguish  her  members  into  "regu- 
lar" and  "honorary"  classes,  and  that  is  why  no  distinction  is 
made  in  the  catalogue. 


EDITORIAL. 

June  is  a  momentous  month  for  young  college  men.  To 
those  who  graduate  it  generally  means  the  abandonment  of  a 
state  of  existence  where  practical  difficulties  are  minimized  and 
a  prominence  is  given  to  intellectual  matters,  which,  unfortu- 
nately, does  not  generally  obtain  in  everyday  life.  At  this  time 
there  is  a  sense  of  victory  won,  of  a  difficult  task  achieved,  but 
there  is  also  a  sense  of  the  necessity  of  immediate  preparation 
for  a  battle  more  difficult  and  more  trying  than  any  won  in  the 
college  study  or  class  room.  Of  the  real  nature  of  this  combat 
the  college  graduate  is  often  so  ignorant  as  to  recall  forcibly  a 
quotation  from  a  beautiful  poem,  which  appeared  in  Monroe's  old 
school  reader,  well  known  in  the  east  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago: 

"Traveler,  what  lies  there  over  the  hill? 

Traveler,  tell  to  me ! 

I  am  only  a  child  at  the  window  sill ; 

Over  I  cannot  see." 

We  believe,  however,  there  has  been  in  recent  years  a  more 
exact  adjustment  of  college  work  to  the  actual  needs  of  modern 
life.  Educators  were  slow  to  realize  that  they  were  preparing 
students  for  a  struggle  for  existence  and  advancement  in  the  nine- 
teenth century,  and  not  in  ancient  Athens  or  Rome,  but  this  fact 
having  once  been  taken  into  consideration,  the  modifications  in 
the  old  curriculum,  which  was  made,  was  almost  too  radical,  and 
resulted  in  looseness  of  training,  and  the  inevitable  reaction 
came,  and  has  established  a  more  philosophical  condition  of 
affairs.  The  college  diploma  now  certifies  that  the  holder  has 
satisfactorily  passed  a  severe  course  of  mental  training  and  is, 
therefore,  able  to  use  his  powers  to  the  best  advantage.  While 
the  merchant  or  contractor  may  see  no  immediate  utility  in  a 
knowledge  of  higher  mathematics  or  of  Greek  or  Latin,  yet  he 
must  realize  that  the  ability  to  handle  such  difficult  abstract  sub- 
jects carries  with  it  the  ability  to  handle  in  a  broad  and  thorough 
manner  the  problems  which  demand  his  attention.  It  is  this 
feeling  which  makes  a  place  for  the  college  man  in  business  life. 
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Beginings.  in  the  nature  of  things,  are  always  small,  and,  to 
the   casual  observer,    insignificant.      The    man  who  makes  the 
accumulation  of  wealth  his  main  object  in  life  is  encouraged  by  a 
knowledge  of  the  humble   beginnings   of   the   world's   greatest 
millionaires,  as  errand  boys   or   common   laborers.      A   similar 
experience   has   been   chronicled   of  great  authors,  teachers  and 
professional  men.     Enduring  reputations  are  regularly  of  gradual 
growth,    and   the   college  education  which  fails  to  impress  upon 
the  students  the  feeling  that  all  labor   is  honorable   fails   of  its 
true  purpose.    It  must  be  particularly  gratifying  to  the  American 
educator  to  note  how  nobly  his  charges  recognize  this  fact.     It  is 
always  interesting  to  watch  the  demeanor  of  the  college  graduate 
when  he  begins  to  work  for  himself.       It  has  been  a  great  source 
of  satisfaction  to  us  particularly  to  keep   an   eye   on   brothers 
locating  in  our  city,  and  we  have  taken  great  pleasure  in  greeting 
a  brother  now  and  then  in  the   guise  of  a  common  laborer,  with 
soiled  hands  and  rough  clothes,  for  we  have  known  brothers  to 
begin   with  the   roughest  Irndof  labor  in  the  workshop  or  man- 
ufactory.    It  has  also  been  pleasing  to  watch  their  rapid  progress, 
distancing  their  uneducated  associates  and  soon  filling  responsible 
positions.      We   trust  our   latest   graduates   will   emulate   their 
example,  rather  than  allow  college  fastidiousness  to  master  their 
common  sense.     They  may  find  the  struggle  hard  for  a  time,  but 
in  the  end  we  feel  sure  they  will  win,  thus  turning  this  critical 
graduation  time  into  a  splendid  opportunity  for  victory  in  the 
battle  of  life. 

To  those  who  remain  under-graduates  the  Commencement 
season  has  also  been  exceedingly  important  for  it  has  marked 
another  stage  in  their  college  career,  and  brought  to  them  new 
responsibilities  and  opportunities.  In  the  college  world,  with  its 
diversified  life,  they  must  fill  the  positions  vacated  by  the  gradu- 
ates. Let  them  do  so  in  a  spirit  of  emulation  and  of  earnestness. 
Whatever  is  worth  doing  at  all,  is  worth  doing  well. 

To  all  brothers  who  are  now  far  away  from  college  halls  and 
resting  from  college  labors  there  must  now  come,  more  than  ever 
before,  the  feeling  that  their  fraternity  has  occupied  a  very  large 
place  in  their  college  lives.       They  will  miss  the  brothers  whom 
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they  knew  so  intimately  in  the  bonds  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and 
they  should  experience  the  strongest  feeling  of  gratitude  toward 
our  noble  fraternity.  This  feeling  should,  naturally,  urge  a 
desire  to  advance  her  interests.

In  the  third  place,  send  to  the  Palm  any  items  of  interest  to 
the  brothers,  either  in  regard  to  yourself  or  others,  or  any  verses 
or  articles  which  would  tend  to  make  the  magazine  more  inter- 
esting and  valuable.  It  is  very  remarkable  that  few,  if  any,  ever 
put  this  suggestion  into  practice.  We  trust  that  during  the 
present  vacation  many  brothers  will  recogilize  their  fraternity 
duty  by  sending  in  matter  for  the  Palm.  It  will  be  very  thank- 
fully received,  even  if  not  as  polished  as  might  be  desired. 

Lastly,  every  brother  has  the  honor  of  the  fraternity  in  his 
keeping.

Har- 
vey G.  KiTTREDGE,  to  No.  4;  La.  Beta  Epsilon,  with  Bro. 
Henry  H.  Chaffee  as  correspondent  for'  all  of  Vol.  XVII; 
Mass.  Gamma  Beta,  with  Bro.  Geo.  A.  Harwood,  as  corres- 
pondent to  No.  1,  and  Bro.  C  H.  Rand  for  the  remainder  of  the 
volume;  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta,  with  Bro.  J.  H.  Gannon,  Jr.,  as 
correspondent  to  No.  1,  Bro.  J.  E.  Hodgson,  to  No.  2,  and  Bro. 
L.  B.  Walton,  to  Nos.  3  and  4;  O.  Beta  Omega,  with  Bro. 
Levi  Kawson  as  correspondent  throughout  the  volume;  Penn. 
Alpha  Upsilon,  with  Bro.  H.  P.  Grazier,  as  correspondent  to 
the  tir.st  three  numbers,  and  Bro.  Charles  E.  Fleck,  to  the 
pre.sent;  S.    C.  Ai.pha  Phi,  with  Bro.   P.  V.   Mikell,  as  corres- 
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pondent  throughout  the  volume.  (What  a  misfortune  to  lose  such 
a  chapter!);  Tenn.  Alpha  Tau,  with  Bro.  Barron  E.  Leland 
as  correspondent  to  the  first  three  numbers,  and  Bro.  Henry  B. 
Searight,  to  the  present;  Tex.  Gamma  Epsilon,  with  Bro.  W. 
D.  Mitchell  as  correspondent  to  No.  1  and  Bro.  Gates  Thomas 
to  the  remainder  of  the  volume;  Vt.  Beta  Zeta,  with  Bro.  R. 
M.  Taft  as  correspondent  for  the  first  two  numbers,  and  Bro. 
H.  W.  Smith,  for  the  last  two;  and  lastly,  old  Va.  Beta,  the  se- 
cond chapter  of  our  fraternity  organized,  with  Bro.  D.  M.  Ham- 
mat,  as  correspondent  throughout  the  volume. 

These  chapters  and  these  correspondents  deserve  the  small 
capitals  in  which  their  names  are  printed.  They  have  done  their 
duty,  and  we  congratulate  and  thank  them.  But  the  list  is  a  very 
short — only  thirteen  in  all.  Think  of  that,  tiventy-nine  delinquent 
chapters.  Here  is  evidently  a  rich  harvest  for  the  W.  G.  K.  E. 
when  those  fines  are  collected.     Let  us  go  on  with  the  list. 

The  chapters  which  have  had  letters  in  three  numbers  of  the 
Palm  for  Vol.  XVII  are  as  follows:  Ala,  Alpha  Epsilon,  with  no 
letter  in  the  present  number;  Ala.  Beta  Delta,  with  no  letter  in 
No.  1;  Ga.  Alpha  Theta,  with  no  letter  in  No.  3;  Ga.  Alpha  Zeta 
with  no  letter  in  the  present  number;  Ills.  Gamma  Zeta,  with  no 
letter  in  the  present  number;  Me.  Gamma  Alpha,  with  no  letter 
in  the  present  number;  Mich.  Alpha  Mu,  with  no  letter  in  the 
present  number;  Mich.  Be  la  Omicron,  with  no  letter 
in  No.  1;  O.  Beta  Eta,  with  no  letter  in  No.  3;  O.  Beta  Mu,  with 
no  letter  in  the  present  number;  and  Tenn.  Beta  Pi  with  no  letter 
in  No.  3.  There  are  eleven  of  these  chapters,  with  only  one  black 
mark,  and  they  are  some  of  our  best  chapters. 

In  the  next  class  of  those  who  have  missed  two  out  of  four 
letters  are  the  following:  Ga.  Alpha  Beta.  Me.  Beta  Upsilon, 
Mich.  Beta  Kappa,  N.  Y.  Alpha  Omicron,  O.  Alpha  Nu,  O.  Beta 
Rho,  Pa.  Alpha  Iota,  Pa.  Alpha  Rho,  Penn.  Tau,  R.  I.  Gamma 
Delta  and  Tenn.  Omega — eleven  in  all.  Here  too  are  some  of  the 
very  best  chapters  on  our  list,  and  yet  their  correspondents  have 
done  only  fifty  per  cent  of  their  duty. 

Still  more  to  be  censured  are  the  following  chapters,  whose 
correspondents  have  sent  only  one  letter  each  to  the  Palm  for 
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Vol.  XVII:  N.  C.  Alpha  Delta,  Tenn.  Beta  Tau,  Tenn.  Lambda 
and  Va.  Delta.  The  brothers  responsible  for  this  shameful  re- 
cord must  have  been  decidedly  overworked,  if  they  were  unable 
to  find  time  to  write  more  than  once  to  the  Palm  in  the  last  col- 
lege year.         ' 

Last  of  all  the  chapters  which  have  not  had  a  single 
chapter  letter  in  the  last  volume  of  the  Palm  are  three 
in  number  :  Gala.  Beta  Psi,  O.  Alpha  Psi  and  N. 
C.  Xi.  With  them  the  spark  of  vitality  must  have 
burned  very  low  indeed,  or  their  correspondents  must  have 
been  absolutely  irresponsible.  The  first  chapter  has  been  strug- 
gling along,  almost  extinct,  under  most  unfavorable  ciicum- 
stances,  but  sent  a  very  satisfactory  Congress  Report  to  Cleve- 
land; O.  Alpha  Psi  was  represented  by  a  delegate  at  Cleveland, 
while  Bro.  D.  A.  White,  of  the  High  Council,  was  asked  to  rep- 
resent N.  C,  Xi  and  presented  her  report  to  Congress. 

If  the  fines  provided  for  failure  to  write  letters  to  the  Palm 
were  all  collected,  they  would  amount  to  $285.  In  other  words 
there  are  fifty-seven  letters  missing  from  this  volume  of  the  Palm, 
owing  to  neglect  of  duty  by  chapter  correspondents. 

Of  course  Neb.  Gamma  Theta  is  not  taken  into  consideration 
in  the  above.  Her  record  is  gilt-edged,  and  we  feel  sure  she  will 
have  her  four  letters  in  Vol.  XVIII  promptly. 

Of  course  there  are  plenty  of  excuses  for  delinquents  men- 
tioned above,  but  a  sufficient  answer  to  these  is  the  first  list  of 
chapters  given.  The  same  notice  was  given  to  all  and  it 
is  always  very  explicit,  and  the  above  cases  of  neglect  of  duty 
are  to  be  charged  to  the  chapters  in  question  as  a  whole,  although 
the  correspondents  are  of  course  most  to  be  censured.  We  in- 
sist that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  active  member  of  a  chapter  to  see 
that  the  correspondent  sends  a  letter  to  each  number  of  the 
Palm. 

We  hope  that  next  year  every  chapter's  name  will  appear  in 
small  capitals  similarly  to  the  honorable  thirteen  above. 
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•'^P'HE  personal  department  of  the  Palm  is  generally  considered 
JL  about  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  magazine.  The  only 
way  for  the  editor  to  get  these  items  is  through  the  co-operation 
of  brothers  who  are  interested  in  the  success  of  the  Palm  and  it 
is  urgently  requested  that  they  be  sent  in  whenever  possible.  It 
will  be  very  much  appreciated. 

To  E.  F.  Rideout,  a  charter  member  of  Beta  Kappa,  belongs, 
in  a  great  measure,  the  credit  for  establishing  Neb.  Gamma  Theta. 
Bro.  Rideout  was  formerly  secretary  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  North 
Platte,  Neb.  He  became  well  acquainted  with  many  of  the  stu- 
dents of  the  State  University  and  believed  that  it  would  be  a  good 
field  in  which  to  establish  a  chapter.  He  has  worked  assiduously 
for  the  cause  for  three  years  and  his  efforts  were  finally  crowned 
with  success. 

Brother  J.  B.  Gordon,  Ohio  Beta  Eta,  '94,  is  superintendent 
of  the  Chesterville  (Ohio)  Public  Schools. 

Brother  E.  W.  Griffiths,*  Ohio  Beta  Eta,  '94,  who,  in  company 
with  his  wife,  spent  the  past  year  in  Italy,  studying  music,  has 
returned  to  his  home  in  Delaware,  Ohio.  Both  Brother  and  Mrs. 
Griffiths  will  teach  in  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  Conservatory 
of  Music  next  year.  While  abroad,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Griffiths  won 
distinction  and  honors  by  being  given  a  favorable  audience  before 
a  noted  musical  society  of  Florence,  Italy. 

Brother  Chas.  W.  Phifer,  '99,  Ohio  Beta  Eta,  is  city  editor  of 
the  Deleware  (Ohio)  Daily  Gazette. 

Bro.  W.  J.  Sayward,  Vt.  Beta  Zeta,  is  with  the  Braintree 
Red  Granite  Co.,  Braintree,  Mass. 

Bro.  A.  B.  Stetson,  Vt.  Beta  Zeta,  has  a  position  with  the 
Bell  Telephone  Co.,  at  Boston,  Mass.  ♦ 

Bro.  J.  A.  Lichty,  M.  D.,  Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  is  practicing  his 
profession  at  Clifton  Springs,  New  York. 

In  March  last,  the  Alpha  Rho  chapter  of  the  Kappa  Alpha 
iraternity  (Southern)  was  founded  at  the  University  of  West  Vir 
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ginia,  at  Morgantown,  on  the  Monongahela  River.  It  was  started 
with  ten  charter  members.  The  other  fraternities  represented 
at  the  university  are  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Phi  Sigma  Kappa,  Sigma 
Chi  and  Phi  Kappa  Sigma. 

A  chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma  has  recently  been  established  at 
Lake  Forest  University,  Lake  Forest,  111.  Heretofore,  the  pol- 
icy of  the  University  has  been  opposed  to  the  Greek  letter  frater- 
nity system.  The  new  chapter  absorbed  a  local  society,  and  is 
living  in  a  chapter  house. 

it  is  rumored  that  the  legislature  of  Nebraska  may  follow  the 
example  of  that  of  South  Carolina  in  regard  to  the  exclusion  of 
Greek  letter  fraternities  from  State  institutions,  but  present  indi- 
cations are  that  this  is  not  likely. 

At  the  University  of  Colorado,  at  Boulder,  are  to  be  found 
chapters  of  Pi  Beta  Phi,  Delta  Gamma,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon 
and  Delta  Tau  Delta. 

In  the  month  of  August,  at  Chicago,  the  Karnea  of  Delta  Tau 
Delta  will  be  held.  The  suggestions  of  the  Rainboio  for  discussion 
are  in  regard  to  a  law  requiring  the  purchase  of  a  badge  within  a 
certain  time  after  initiation,  the  enrolHng  of  members  of  defunct 
chapters  on  the  list  of  members  of  some  active  chapters,  the 
creation  of  the  office  of  alumni  secretary,  and  the  matter  of  the 
initiation  of  special  and  professional  students. 

It  is  reported  that  Phi  Delta  Theta  has  withdrawn  chapters 
at  Buchtel  College,  Ohio,  and  Southern  University,  Alabama. 

Out  of  thirty-one  chapters  of  Delta  Upsilon,  sixteen  are  said 
to  own  chapter  houses. 

The  Delta  Tau  Delta  fraternity  has  revoked  the  charter  of 
its  chapter  at  Michigan  Agricultural  College,  after  an  existance 
of  over  a  quarter  of  a  century,  leaving  Phi  Delta  Theta  as  the 
only  representative  of  the  Greek  letter  fraternity  system  at  that 
college.  It  will  b^recalled  that  a  charter  was  refused  to  peti- 
tioners from  this  school  by  the  Congress  of  1894  at  Washington, 
D.  C. 

It  is  announced  that  the  S.  A.  E.  convention  at  St.  Louis 
passed  an  anti-Hebrew  regulation.    It  is  a  well  known  iact  tiaat 
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few  years  since  the  Cincinnati  University  chapter  was  composed 
almost  entirely  of  Jews,  and  it  has  not  been  so  very  long  ago  that 
the  Record  contained  a  lengthy  personal  notice  concerning  Bro. 
Rubinstein  who  had  accepted  a  flattering  call  as  Rabbi  to  a  Little 
Rock  synagogue.  An  item  went  the  rounds  of  the  Greek  press 
last  year,  that  the  sudden  collapse  of  S.  A.  E.'s  chapter  at  Cor- 
nell, was  brought  about  by  a  pronounced  Hebrew  element  in  the 
ranks  which  resulted  in  transfers  refusing  to  afliliate  and  ulti- 
mately the  withdrawal  of  the  charter. — Kappa  Alpha  Journal. 

The  biennial  convention  of  Kappa  Alpha  (Southern)  was  held 
at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  June  14th,  15th  and  16th. 

A  portion  of  the  reflected  light  of  greatness  has  fallen  to 
Delta  Tau  Delta  from  the  singular  fact  that  the  pastor  and  phy- 
sician of  that  eminent  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  William  McKinley, 
also  president  of  the  United  States,  are  members  of  the  former 
fraternity. 

Preston  S.  Davis,  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Theta  chapter,  of 
Kappa  Alpha  (Southern)  has  published  quite  a  creditable  volume 
entitled  "Some  K.  A.  Verse." 

By  the  asinine  action  of  the  South  Carolina  legislature, 
chapters  of  Kappa  Alpha,  Chi  Phi,  Chi  Psi,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsi- 
lon, Kappa  Sigma,  Sigma  Nu  and  our  own  chapter  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina  have  been  killed. 

Bro.  Harold  M.  Bush,  of  N.  Y.  Beta  Theta,  a  delegate  to  the 
Nashville  Congress,  is  the  subject  of  an  illustrated  sketch  in  the 
Ohio  State  Joiwnal  of  yidi>y  2-^,  I'^^l ,  in  which  the  following  ac- 
count of  his  distinguished  services  for  the  national  guard  of  his 
adopted  state  is  given: 

Harold  M.  Bush,  who  was  elected  second  lieutenant  of  batte- 
ry H,  First  Light  Artillery,  O.  N.  G.,  last  Friday  night,  was  born 
in  Dansville,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  14,  1871.  He  afterwards  lived  on 
Staten  Island,  and  at  Concord,  Mass.,  whe^e  his  military  career 
began.  In  1887  he  enlisted  in  the  Concord  light  artillery  (com- 
pany I,  Sixth  regiment,  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia),  the 
next  oldest  military  organization  in  America.  He  attended  Cor- 
nell university,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  'Varsity  football 
team  in  '89  and  '90  and  the  ranking  first  sergeant  of  the  Univer- 
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sity  Cadet  regiment  in  his  sophomore  year.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  course  of  Mechanical  Engineering  in  1893,  coming  to 
Ohio  a  short  time  after.  May  18,  1894,  he  enlisted  in  company  A, 
Fourteenth  infantry,  O.  N.  G.,  and  served  with  that  regiment 
through  the  mining  riots.  In  October  of  the  same  year  he  was 
transferred  to  battery  H,  First  light  artillery,  of  which  organi- 
zatiou  he  was  made  quartermaster  sergeant  in  February,  1895. 
Lieutenant  Bush  is  a  junior  member  of  the  American  Society  of 
Mechanical  Engineers  and  a  member  of  the  Engineers'  Club  of 
Columbus.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  college 
fraternity. 

W.  G.  K.  A.  Green  has  kindly  sent  the  Palm  the  following 
clippings  from  The  Ozark,  the  students' monthly  magazine  at  Ar- 
kansas University,  Fayetteville,  Ark.,  in  regard  toBro.  Harrison 
Randolph  of  Va.  Delta: 

The  University  has  recently  suffered  a  great  loss  on  account 
f  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Harrison  Randolph,  professor  of 
athematics.  He  has  accepted  the  presidency  of  Charleston  col- 
lege, Charleston,  S.  C.  Since  his  coming  here  two  years  ago, 
Prof.  Randolph  has  in  many  ways  endeared  himself  to  both  stu- 
dents and  professors,  and  we  deem  it  but  just  to  make  this  men- 
tion of  his  unqualified  excellence  as  a  teacher  and  his  unbounded 
popularity  as  a  gentleman.

Alpha  in 
1869,  for  the  following  clipping,  on  the   recent  victory   of   Bro. 
Ford  in  the  St.  Louis  city  election,     "The   highest   men   on   the 
winning  tickets  were  the  democrats  Ford   and  Ball.     Mr.    Ford 
received  27,560  votes.     He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Virginia  Military 
Institute,  and  was  retained  at  that  institution,    after  graduation, 
for  three  years  as  an  assistant  teacher.     He  moved  to  St.    Louis 
in  1881  and  has  become  well  known  there   in   mercantile   circles. 
He  is  the  senior  partner  of   the  merchandize   brokerage   firm   of 
Ford  &  Doan,  and  is  deservedly  popular."

President  McKinley,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  fraternity,  was  recently  presented  with  a  very 
valuable  pin  by  members  of  that  fraternity. 

United  States  limits  have  been  disregarded  in  extension  by 
Zeta  Psi,  Kappa  Alpha  (N),  Alpha  Delta  Phi  and  Phi  Kappa  Sig- 
ma, each  of  which  has  a  chapter  in  Canada,  the  first  being  twice 
represented.  To  Chi  Phi,  however,  belongs  the  sole  notoriety  of 
having  maintained  a  chapter  on  strictly   foreign   soil.     In  1867  a 
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charter  was  granted  to  University  of  Edinburgh  students,  which 
chapter,  in  its  existence  of  three  years,  comprised  a  total  of  only 
fourteen  members,  all  of  whom,  with  a  single  exception,  were 
from  the  United  States.  All  of  these,  save  one,  hailed  either  from 
Louisiana  or  South  Carolina.  Another  even  more  unique  chapter 
is  said  to  have  existed  during  the  late  war  among  members  of 
Sigma  Chi  in  the  Southern  army.  It  was  known  as  "Constantine 
Chapter,"  and  is  said  to  have  maintained  some  sort  of  an  existence 
during  the  intensest  period  of  the  war.  It  was,  of  course,  entire- 
ly unofficial  — Kappa  Alpha  Joarnal. 

On  June  9th  last.  Central  University,  of  Richmond,  Ky.,  con- 
ferred the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  on  Bro.  Clifton  R.  Brecken- 
ridge,  of  Va.  Beta,  United  States  minister  to  Russia.  Bro. 
Breckenridge  was  initiated  into  Alpha  Tau  Omega  thirty  years 
ago.     He  was  already  an  A.  B.  and  B.  L. 

Bro.  M.  C.  Quillian,  of  Ga.  Alpha  Theta,  class  of  1895,  was 
recently  elected  assistant  principal  of  schools  and  principal  of 
the  night  school  of  Columbus,  Ga.,  after  a  competitive  examina- 
tion, taken  by  four  other  applicants.  The  Columbus  Enquirer-Sun 
says  of  Bro.  Quillian:  "He  stood  a  highly  creditable  examina- 
tion, and  the  members  of  the  board  were  very  favorably  impressed 
with  him,  both  as  a  man  and  as  a  teacher.  The  new  man  is  an 
honor  graduate  of  Emory  College,  class  of  1895.  He  has  taught 
two  years — one  year  in  Oglethorpe  county  and  one  year  at  Grant- 
ville.  He  had  the  very  highest  recommendations  from  the  faculty 
of  Emory  and  of  the  patrons  of  the  schools  he  had  taught  hereto- 
fore, as  to  his  scholarship,  irreproachable  character  and  pure 
habits  as  well.  At  present,  he  is  studying  at  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Athens.  The  board  is  confident  that  they  have  secured 
a  most  excellent  man  in  Prof.  Quillian.  He  will  begin  his  duties 
with  the  opening  of  the  term  of  the  school  in  the  fall." 

Referring  to  Bro.  Dortch,  of  N.  C.  Alpha  Eta  and  an  oftiliate 
of  Alpha  Delta,  the  f  ollo^tTTgciTppTng  sliows  mo^  magnaminous 
and  unselfish  action  on  the  part  of  our  brother  in  refusing  to 
follow  what  he  1  deemed  a  bad  precedent :  "The  Odd  Fellows  of 
the  state  noted  that  at  the  recent  session  of  the  Grand  Lod^re  in 
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Charlotte,  Mr.  W.  T.  Dortch,  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  was 
not  elected  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Heretofore  it 
has  been  customary  to  grant  this  honor  to  the  retiring  Grand 
Master.  Mr.  Dortch  is  one  of  the  most  popular  Odd  Fellows  in 
the  State,  and  his  brethern  were  anxious  to  send  him  as  Grand 
Representative.  The  reason  they  did  not  do  so  was  because  Mr. 
Dortch  would  not  permit  it  to  be  done." 

According  to  the  estimate  of  Mr.  P.  P.  Piper,  in  an  interest- 
ing illustrated  article  on  "College  Fraternities"  in  the  April 
Cosmopolitan,  the  total  amount  of  property  owned  by  fraternities 
in  the  United  States  is  $2,660,000.-  Of  this,  1475,000  worth  is 
found  at  Cornell,  and  the  next  largest  amount  is  $350,000  at 
Williams. 

It  has  been  falsely  announced  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has 
entered  the  University  of  West  Virginia. 

In  the  Century  Magazine  for  June  is  an  excellent  and  splen- 
didly illustrated  article  by  Bro.  Eugene  P.  Andrews,,  of  N.  Y. 
Beta  Theta,  entitled  "How  a  Riddle  of  the  Parthenon  Was 
Unravelled,"  modestly  relating  the  famous  exploit  of  the  writer 
at  Athens.     It  is  preceded  by  the  following  editorial  note  : 

"Those  Americans  who  gathered  in  Athens  in  the  spring  of 
1896,  at  the  time  of  the  Olympian  games,  accounts  of  which,  as 
as  well  as  of  the  Athens  of  classic  times  and  of  our  own  day,  have 
recently  appeared  in  The  Century,  had  occasion  for  patriotic  pride 
in  the  success  of  the  American  youths  who  took  part  in  those 
games  ;  they,  with  the  Greek  winner  of  the  Marathon  race,  may 
be  said  to  have  been  the  heroes  of  the  hour.  But  there  had  been, 
earlier  in  the  year,  another  successful  feat,  which  was  in  fact  a 
curious  mingling  of  athletics  and  scholarship,  and  of  which  the 
hero  was  a  young  American  from  Cornell  University,  a  student 
in  the  American  Classical  School  at  Athens.  This  youth  accom- 
plished what  high  authorities  had  declared  impossible  in  unrav- 
eling the  riddle  of  the  nail-holes  in  the  architrave  of  the  east 
front  of  the  Parthenon,  thus  adding  an  interesting  paragraph  to 
Athenian  history,  and  writing  his  own  name  on  the  most  precious 
of  human  structures  in  better  fashion  than  that  followed  by  the 
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profane  and  scribbling  tourist.  Perhaps  this  young  student 
might  not  have  succeeded  so  well  in  his  daring  enterprise  had 
there  not  been  some  boyish  practice  in  high  climbing  among  the 
beams  of  a  neighboring  railroad  bridge — a  personal  detail  not 
recorded  in  the  modest  paper,  written  at  our  request,  and  printed 
under  a  title  given  it  by  the  editor."

Can  it  be  that  the  iridescent  dream  of  the  Pan  Hellenic  Dan- 
iel is  at  last  assuming  definite  form?  Sometime  ago  the  Beta  7 he- 
ta  /^/directed  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  body  of  petitioners  to 
that  fraternity  were  formally  endorsed  by  chapters  of  two  other 
fraternities.
